Tho first, and in fact the major, portion of this 
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book will furnish a vecord of events in a district 
under the government of tho North-West Provinces, 
where, notwithstanding mutiny and rebellion, British 
authority was successfully maintained hy sumo halt 
dozen Englishmen, lofi to thoiy own rosourees, wilh 
out the hope oven of assistance from Muvopenn troops.

Though at times associated with othors, my posi- 


tion frequently became that of the only Muropom 
actor in the sctnos described, which, combined with 
the character of many of tho incidents, has necos- 
sitated the form of a porsonal narvative whon ve~ 
forring té this district; but, my object boing the 
elucidation of a subject of genoral intorost, all merely 
personal adventures, not illustrating any character- 
istic features of those stormy times or of native 
harater, have beon omitted. 


It was my intention to iront tho subject of tha 
last few chaptors ‘nb considerable longth, but managing 
to escape from Caleutta a fortnight envlior than I 
at first expected, this portion of tho hook remnined 
in outline as first sketched. On arriving in England 
my original dosign might have beon completed, but

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finding such a thovongh distaste in this country for 
ovorything connectod with India, I deomed it rather 
fortunate than otherwise that L had nol devoted move 
timo to that part of my subject. Ther book: ax it 
ig may, howovor, help towards the unoratandinys 
of a difficult subject, yot one of great importance 


both to tho interesis of Mngland and [udia.

As a roforonco to tho subject of my position 
daring tho rovoll might be considered nacassary, 
it may be hero slated tnt, at the eommenvoment 
of tho outhroak in May, 1867, T was, as it ts termed 
in tho North-West, Provincos, a joint magistrate in 
the Saharunpore districl Ln September of that year 
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T also became officiating collector of that district; 
and towards tho closo of 1857, in conjunelion with 
Messrs. J, C, Wilson and ‘ty D. Forsyth, I was 
placed on a commission for the investigation and 
trial of cases connected with the mutiny and rebel. 
lion, boing vested with jurisdiction oxtondinie over 
the North-West Provinces, Onde, Bengal Proper, 
and Central India. In this commission I remained 
till its proceedings wore closed.

Tum Saharunpore district, to whieh the following 
yomarks chiefly refor, is situatod in the northsvesten 
cornor of the North-West Provinces of Tiindustiuns ite 
eastern boundary boing formed by* the Ganges, ant 
its wostern by the Jumna, both traced from the point 
whora they issuo from the Ifimelnye Mountains, 
Though only distant from Meoruth botawuen Kevonty 
and oighty mites, and but little farther from Delhi, 
tho position of Saharunpore is rather isolated, and this 
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isolation became during the vovolt of 1857: an im- 
portant foature of sivength as long as internal aauiny 
and insurrection could bo repressed. “Tho Moznt- 
furnugur district, strotehing along ow" southern 
boundary, did indecd rise from an enrly dato in open 
revolt, but ib was oxternally our only weak poind, 
Not only did two largo rivors, tho Gangoa and 
Jumna, vory materially protect tho eastern and 
western boundarios of this district, but a renge of 
uninhabitable mountains sereoned us with thelr 
friendly shelter from tho north, and would have 
been of greatrimportanco had tho hill tribes vison 
in vovolé, Tho Sowalik range, from their southern 
watershed, bound the Saharunporo’ diaries to tha 
north-casi, extending from Uurdwar, tho point at 
which tlfo Ganges emorgos from the Tlimalayas, to 
Kharah, where the Jumma makes its first appearance, 
These hills avo a rugged, precipitous, su)-Limalayan 
range, with an elevation averaging sume 3,000 {uot 
above the level of the sea. Thoy hore consist almost 
cntively of a loose bouldor formation, covered with 
brushwood, though in the gorges und lowow hills, 
where the soil ia deeper, fine forest trees are mut 
with, surrounddd by a donso grays and bambon 
jungle, Throughout the wholo rango, little or no 
water is to be found during tho hot season, xo that 
these hills can never be of much valno even na 
pasture-lands. Between this portion of tho Sowa- 
liks and tho great Timalayan vango is situated the 
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valley of the Deyrah Dhoon, ono day destined to 
become a vast tea plantation; and to the north of 
the Dhoon ave the Himalayan sanitaria of Mussanes 
and Landour, some soventy miles distant from the 
(own of Saharunpore. "Cho length of the Salarun« 
pore district ix nearly soventy milos, its heoalth xume 
sixty, with a population of moro than thrve-quartors 
of a million,* . 

With tho oxeeption of tho Khuatuh Rajpeots 
inhabiting the most healthy portion in Ute south of’ 
tho district, and the roving Bunjarahs in the novth, 
this population becomes, from the month of August 
to tho end of the yeur, tho most fever-siricken race 
that I havo seon in any district in the North- Went, 
They ave, moreoyory 0 mas mongol inixuuve of! Ma- 
ghuls, Pathans, Brahmung, Goofs, Rajpoots, Ran- 
ghurs, Gharas, with an ondless collection of nonde- 
seripts, gonorally tho worst of thoir kind. Che lamin 
species is said to bo improved by inturmisture, hut 
in Indin persons of difleront races end ereds never 
intormarry, ‘Though located together tor several 
hundred yours, and constituting apparently wie eon 
munity, they gonorally contimio gs dittines aa if 
thoy kad all inhabited diferent countries, porti+ 
nachously volaining: tho national peoulinitios and thu 
charactoristio virtues and vices of thoi ancestors, 
The oxtvaordinary mingling of raves in tho popu-

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lation, notwithstanding thoir distinctness, has arison 
from tho circumstance that Sahuunpore had long 
the misfortune of boing a frontior district, Inid claim 
to and overrun in tuns by Afghans, Goorkhas, and 
Soikhs. ‘To assist in holding so troublesome a pro- 
vince, its lands were constantly paveolled out by the 
Mahomedan omporors of Dolhi to any advonturors 
who would ongago to construct a fort,* and bring 
a certain number of human boings as sottlers in 
they train, no matlor of what stamp or race thoy 
were composed, ‘ho turbulent oflscourings of Tin. 
dustan wero consequontly hero collected, and, even 
up fo the presont day, never scom Lo have thriven 
in a portion of tho country which is jusly tormed 
tho garden of tho North-Wost. 

Tho gonoral tomporature of this district is much 
cooler than other portions of tho North-West Pro. 
vinces, the natural result of its high latitude, §0° 
north, and of its clevation, which varies in difloront 
localitics from a thousand to twolvo hundred feet 
above tho level of iho sea, Novortholoss, to tose 
whom fever and aguo havo made theit victima, the 
oxtensive Khadiy lands and awampy jungles of the 
district is hardly favourable, Tho snowy ranges of 
the Ilimalayas tower over tho distriot, and the whole

of which aro of Marhattah, and others of Uindustani con- 
struction, 
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of its northorn half oxhibits an tndulating surfiee, 
well watered by numerous strouns  poreolalinys 
thyongh and appearing below the Sowalike, whieh, 
combined with the custom of hedging tho fields, 
gives this portion of tho distrlet at cortain sensons of 
the year a peculiarly English appoatanco, Tt ix, in 
fact, the ouly district in the North«West Provinces,"

two agparete governinents of Hindustan Proper and Contrat 
India, while tho wolfura of our oxtenalva dha important Centrat 
Tndlan ‘posscraions would bo better aeeured Unim la al present 
possible, In consequenao of tholt dlalance from Galeutta and the 
North-Wost, Such s division, morcover, woul obviate nifacon= 
Coplions amongal those whoso tenure of oMea ganernlly expires 
Just ns a slight knowlodge of the pollteal divislons of tho country 
hag bean acquired, In using tho term IIndustant in thly book, 
tho rosldenta of tha North-West Provinces nnd Oude aro alone 
roforred Lo, . 
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with tho exception of two or threo bordering on 
the Torai, or strip of jungle running along the {os 
of tho Himalayas, whore tho eyo is not weavied 
by that boundless. expanso of intorminable plains cut 
up by sluggish, muddy. streams, volioved alone by 
the square, sombre mangoe groves, in which every 
treo seoms to-have hoon produced, if not exactly at 
the same birth, at any rate of tho sumo parentage 
with every other tree in evory other grove, All the 
trees in each grove having beon planted togethor, 
their size, height, branches, leaves, bark—I should 
not wonder, thé very inscets, cortainly tho pigs ancl 
childven——are*tho samo; one grove diffora from 
another in nought but-age, and ago suceceds to 
cliangeless age, ‘Choy and tho wholo aspect of a 
country rich both in the fortility of its-soil and the 
natural talent of its races, avo-a fitting: illustration of 
. that deep; dead lovel produced by tho wnvarying, 
unprogressive caste prejudices which, as with on 
adamantine chain, fetter on entire race, body and 
soul, 

Independently of its beauty, and at times tho mag 
nificence of its sconery, tho Sahavunpore district: 
possesses any important natural, and also avtitietal 

advantages, Tho freilities for hvigntion from the 
* Ganges Canal on tho enst, with tho Easton Jumma 
Canal on the west, should, when combined with a 
favourable climata and vich soil, vonder this at no 
very distant date one of, the most productive and 
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valuable tracts in the North-West, ‘Choro eamls de 
not, however, at presont confor honelity on the sur 
rounding lands unaccompanied hy serious cisudvane 
tages when tho water is carolossly distributed ; und, 
if tho supply of water bo not regulated aecording to 
its affects on the various soils, the irvignted Jims 
may: yok bocome a barren waste, and produce only nt 
pauper population, A considerable extent of hud, 
watered by tho Western Jumne Gaal, ins already, as 
is wall known in Iudia, beon seriously deteriorated ly 
the action of the water; and I have seen seme soils 
-injuriously affected by the irrigation Tom tho Znst- 
orn Jumna Canal. Tho Ganges Oandl being a lite 
construction, the effect of its waters on particular 
soils is not yot apparent, H . 


The natives, fully alive to the dangerous results of 


invigation from’ the Jumna canela, ave totally ignorant 
of tho causes producing this deterioration of the soil. 
Thoy obsorve that the wator supplied by the Dimi 
canals putrefics, as thoy aupposa, on certain Innls, 
whon they are flooded for irrigational purpores, xome 
two or threo days sooner than on other lands; and 
this, doubtlesg, indicates tho chemigal aetfon at work 
on that particulary soil, ‘Cho Liimalayan chain 
abounding in granite, gnoiss, limestone, and other 
rocks producing tho inorganic clements, the rivers 
passing through thoso mountains avo aflvoted accord- 
ingly; and the Jwnna, whon it isos from the 
mountains, though a beautifully clea stream, ovi+ 
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dently carries with it a large quantity of tho inor- 
ganic substances and salts in solution, which, though 
increasing the fortility of tho aoil, whore organic 
acids predominate, really dotorforates for tho time 

‘those in which thore is a doficioncy of vogoiable 
mould or -organic acids, by imparting © supor- 
abundance of tho inorganic, hore is no reason, 
however, why ,this dotorioration should bo perma- 
nent in its results, if proper measures be adopted to 
remedy the evil. By prohibiting tho supply of canal 
water during the dry soason to tho injured districts, 
the rain-wator, which is largoly impregnated with 
vegetable and animal matter, would probably in a 
few years alter the proportions of the organic and 
ihorganig acids, while an improvomont might bo still 
more rapidly effected by inducing tho cultivators to 
make a more liberal uso of manure. 

But I may here call attention to tho fact that com~ 
pensating elements aro not wanting oven in tho 
resovirees of the canal syslom itsolf It has often 
struck me that the water possesses af cortain sonsons 
all the elements necessary for rostoring soil thus in- 
jured to its full yigow. It is during the dry sonson 
alono that these canal waters aro impregnated with a 
suporabundanco of inorganic substances, During 
the rainy season, and particularly when tho south- 
west monsoon first sets in, all the Tlimalayan xtvors 
carry down with them o vast quantity of docayod 
animal and vegetable matter, which in the courso of 
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yoo's has formed those viel deposits, called Khadir 
landa, ‘near thoir bunks, and which are yeurly in- 
eronsing, onriched by the periodical fnundations, 
Could not tho canals, thon, be so regulated ns to 
supply from timo to time this sieh allavium ie the 
lands which have boon injurod by the water distri~ 
butod during tho dey senson? To offeet this, it only 
yoquires that the water from tho Ganges and Jumma 
be frecly admitied into theso emala during tho rainy 
season, whon the rivers ave flooded, and, though alte. 
rations might to a cortain oxtont bo necersary in tho 
regulating agoncics now employed at “tho sows of 
the canals, tho rosulis would acon repay tho oxponse 
that would bo incurred, 

Ievigation from the Gangoa Canal has not been 
cavied on for a sufficiontly long period to test, the 
offects of tho wator on tho Imda subjected to its 
influences nor has it yot beon gonerally adopted by 
the natives within a reasonable distance of {ls suture, 
I say wilhin a reasonable distance, heeaise in tho 
Ganges Canal tho wator may chango its elurace 
tor, and all ita originally injurious elamonta may 
bo noutralizod after it has beon conyoyod a hundred 
miles, or oven less, from its sonreo, ‘Cho water, 
after travolling « considorable distance from tho hilla, 
may in ila courss have become impregnated with - 
other salts, percolating throngh the bad of tho canul, 
which may counteract tho offocts of thoso inorganic 
dlements dorived from tho dotritus of tho various 
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vocks in the Uimalayas forming tho hed of the 
Ganges, which, judging from the course of that river, 
must be very similar to those affecting ihe water of 
the Jumna; so that, after all, caution here also will 
be requisite, 

As irvigation from tho various canals in the North. 
West Provinces is yearly increasing, it has become 
important to the intorests both of the people and tho 
Government that the action of tho water on tho 
various soils should be fully undorsiood, the results 
annually examined, and irrigation checked where 
injury is apparont; or wo may somo day awako to 
discover that half tho country, liko" the banks of the 
Western Jumna Canal at the present timo, has been 
converted into a desort, From the oxlent of land in 
the Saharunpore district capablo of being brought 
under canal irrigation, an enlightened control vxor- 
cised in the distribution of the wator may yeb form 
one of the most imporlant steps towards ils ultimate 
prosperity, With its extensive canal sysiem thus ron 
dered permanontly benoficial, the Sahurunpore dis. 
trict at onco becomes oxtremoly valuublo, for ils rich 
lands are capablg of supporting an cnormous populiw 
tion, and yielding a Iavgo revenue {to tho Suto, 

All that Seharunpore now requires is population, 

_ With the increase of which tho cultivated ayoa will bo 
enlarged and the climato rapidly improved, though 
junglo Iand in India when first, ploughed up is 
extremely unhealthy, and tho early progross conse. 
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quontly slow, Tho promoters of Ghristinnity might 
with advantage plant Christian villages on these 
syasto Jands. {ny the moro thickly peopled tracts ib ts 
by no means casy lo purchase out the oecupants, or 
procure land, ‘Thora, moreover, tho prapadices of 
tho people aro more deeply rooted than yenerally 
amongst this mongrol race, Any porson wandering 
through this disiviet would be nt onee stenek by the 
paueily of Tomplos or Maugjids,* particularly if he had 
Jately como from the Bonares or Cawnpore direction. 
Of tho best class of cultivators, Jfts, Khacheos, 
Khoormees, &e., thero avo few, though & clan culled 
Ghhvag aro industrlous and lolorably numerous, being 
the only race of good Mahomedan cultivators 1 hove 
mot with in the Novth-Wost; still the eapnbilities af 
the district are bub poorly developed, and the culli- 
yation gonorally is of tho xudext and most improvi-+ 
dent doseription, 

The town of Saharunporo is xitunted on the right 
bank of a amall clear sfyonin rising in a swamp about 
seven miles north of the city, which eventually unites 
with the river Dumola sono fifteen miley to the 
south-east of the Lown, Ila populatign ix ovlimated 
at from 386,000 to 40,000 souls, w large proportion of 
tho residents boing MahomedunsIn former tines 
this town possessed a bad reputation for its turbulence, 
The station of Saharunpore, by which is monnt tho

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vaxions civil offices or other government buildings, 
with the residences of tho government servanis, is 
distant from the city some two miles, 

Tho Europoans rosido chiefly on the loft bank of 
tho stream above referred to, and the houses aro 
generallyesurrounded by rich gardons and oxtonsive 
grounds, while the fine botanical gardous helweon tho 
city and a portion of the civil lines make an agrocablo 
retreat during tho hot scason, tho coolness of their 
shady drives and walks boing fully appreciated oven 
by the denizons of the forest, for Ihave known three 
leopards killed here in ono morning. A small church 
embedded in a selection of some of the finest Tadian 
forest trees forms a pleasing object in tho contro of 
the station, whilo tho Amorican Mission has built a 
second nearer to the city. On tho northern confines 
of the station is a compact little fort, built by a 
General Macleod when this placo was a British 
frontier station, but on this ceasing {o ba tho casa, so 
utterly had all thoughts for the fufwe been disro- 
garded, that of all things in the world the civil gaol 
had beon here formed, and monopolized almost tho 
entire space wifhin its ramparts, When tho revoll 
commenced, wo possossod no olhor building to which 
the prisoners could with soourtty have been removed, 
so as to onable us to proparo this place for defence, 
had it been our intention to hold tho fort if driven 
from tho station, But yet a more sorious objection 
existed to holding this rathor strong little place, 
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At Sahavunpove oxtonsive stables for tho stiul-horses 
woro necossury, and not only had some of those heon 
built within musket rango of the wulls of the fort, 
bul the ditches and mnd-walls of tho paddocks wero 
yun up 80 close to the placo that from this cover 
every man dofonding it could have been picked off 
Soharunpore has the unfortunate reputation of being 
considored unhealthy, but this fort, euriowly cnough, 
has beon found tho rovorse, as the civil prisoners con« 
fined within its walls continue healthy when cho~ 
Jora and othor diseases ave prevalont in the noigh+ 
bourhood, This foré being a modern’ construction, 
song for its class, and commanding « portion of 
the country rathor important to ow communications 
with tho Punjaub, it might not be too gront a stretch 
of foresight hero lo station a company of European 
Avtillory with theiy guns; the native prisoners might 
at tho samo timo be transferred elsewhere, and those 
portions of the atud stables, or embankmenty, within 
range of the fort-walls demolished, 

Saharunpore before the outbreak was casmntially 
acivil station, Boyond the ordinary civil stall’ of’ a 
district in tho North-Woxt Provinces, thors wore tres 
military officers, a gonUleman in charge of the atud, 
two ongincor officers attached to the Kastern Jumne 
Canal, and a doctor in churgo of the botanienl gar 
dong, besides some missionaries, Some of these wore 
absont on loave, and others of them left the station 
when the disturbences broke oul, so that the Buro- 
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peans present at the most crilical time, including the 
clerks, numbored only six ox seven persons; the 
Buvasians, who could hardly be rogarded as a ves 
source in tho last oxtromity, being numerically but 
a little stronger, The guard over the civil troasury 
consisted-of a party of sopoys somo seventy or oighty 
strong, under their nativo commanding officer, 
soobahdar; and these wore relicved ovory threo 
months from Moradabad by similar dotachmonis from 
the 29th Native Infantry. Wo had, hosides this, a 
well-armed civil gaol guard, who furnished tho ne- 
cessary guards al the civil officers’ houses, ‘Their 
strength was probably about a hundeed mon, but [ 
do not remember oxactly, Throughout tho district 
was scattered the ordinary polico forco, which was 
amply sufficient for repressive purposes in times of 
peace. At Roorkio, in the Saharunpore district, and 
twenty-five miles distant from tho town of Saharun- 
pore, independently of the canal ostablishmonts, was 
the head-quarlors of the sappors and minors, which 
at a very early date becamo only a sourco of anxioty, 

In this position, thon, with noaly a iiilion of 
inhabitants in tho district and a largo Mahomedan 
population to control, were wo launched into a robol- 
lion where for long our only really roliablo force 
consisted of a few gontlemon, canal ovorsoors und 
clorks, distributed betweon tho stations of Suharun- 
poro and Roorkic. But tho safely of Srharmporo 
during the revolt affected moro than itself, Without 


. 
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taking into consideration tho enormous loss {hat 
would havo been ontailod on Govermnont from the 
destruction of tho oxlensive canal workshops, ague= 
ducis, ongincors’ collogo, &e,, with los of the tren 
snvo and magnificent stud, ib was, politically spenk- 
ing of the ulmost importance thal tho Subarumpore 
disiricl should bo suecussfilly hold during the re« 
volt, The army bofore Delhi wes Iavgely supplied 
from tho ennal ostablishments of Rootkie and other 
parts of tho district with men and matoriala for 
forwarding tho siogo,* and tho imporlant sorviccs 
rondered by theso mon are amongst the peculinvition, 
or vathor contradictions, evorywhero presenting then 
selves during (ho rovolt, many of thoir villages and 
relations being in opon arms against the Government, 
Again, from tho Saharunporo district were forwarded 
tho supplies both of provisions and money, without 
which the hill stations of Mussinioo and Landow, 
with their helpless oconpants, chiofly composed of 
women and ehildren, or, whab was worse, okt women 
in uniforms, might have been in no envinhle position,

Ty April, 1867, T had beon to Turdwar, to take 
charge of a rather wall-known and oxtousive religious 
foir annually held in that locality, and lasting gonovally 
about 9 fortnight, ‘Che position of Tlurdwar is woll 
selectad for this purpose; and being tho point whore 
the most sacred of Indian rivors issues from the hills, 


it 


has naturally become tho resort of pilgrims. At 


this spot, surrounded by lofty snow~clad mountains, 
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the broad crystal stream of tha ag yot unpalluted 
Ganges is Inunchocl into lifo amidst sconory of more 
‘than ordinary beauty. ‘Tho geometrical pertvetion 
of the Lindoo templea, mingled with Uho pighwexque 
abodes of tho priesthood, generally constructed af 
a light-coloured gand-stono, hardly dimjnish tho 
beautics hero lavished hy nature wilh so prodigul 
a hand, whilo they agrecubly harmonize with tha 
associations invariably enlled to mind whon viewings 
this spol, snnclifiod in tho oyes of a hundred and 
fifty millions of tho human xeco by the traditions 
of upwards of two fhousend years, ‘I'S most of the 
race, indeed, 1 forms an ambition once in their lives 
to visit this lovalily, ox, bettor atill, fo dio hore, wl 
becomo dixoctly incorporated with tha essones of (he 
universe, It is owing lo tho-influcnes of this Luolings 
that Kunkul, situated on tho Gunyes, aoe thre 
miles below Turdwar, has been adorned with many 
costly oclificas, erected by pious rajuls, chiolk, and 
woulthy morchants, who, becoming weary of the 
troubles of lifo, have wandoved Lar away fram tole 
bivth-places,—-in somo instances, many Inaidveds: of 
milesy-—and hore made themeclves a home, wher 
thoy avo nob only assured of present quivt, but nay 
enjoy ag they can’ the ecortain prospect of a penceful 
and happy ond, 

Tho gallant little Sirmouree Battalion was the 
rogimont sont to assist mo in the maintonance of 
order at EHurdwar during the religious festival, or 

C) 
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bathing-match, as it might bo tormed, A largo 
party of officors from different parts of the country 
had also assembled hevo to witness tho sight, pur. 
chaso horses, or join in tigor-hunis, All was healuh 
and hope, and this a recognized holiday. 1 was 
probably,-tho only ono in tho placo acinally hard 
at work, police and magistorial dutios being com. 
bined with that of allotting cncamping grounds to 
the difforent Seikh and Contral Indian nobles, with 
their large armed bands, tho disarming of whosy 
retainers before pormilting an outrance into tho 
fair, though" absolutely necessary for the main- 
tenance of order, is always a soro subject with 
theso rough customers, whose native prida ov sdnse 
of dignity induces a moxbid sensibility invavinbly 
on the look out for insults. 

Little, I am cortain, did any man there, even 
amongst the natives involved in the plot, dveam of 
the wild storm about to bust over us ‘The rule 
of Compiny Bahador seomed secure enough, when 
native princes willingly surrendered theiy arms at 
tho bidding of a soobahdar’s pavly stationed at 
each entrance to tho fairs and, though most of the 
Europeans thore assembled wore subsequently Idlled, 
they were not the only victiins id tho surprise—in 
all probability, many peaceful natives shared in the 
sone fate, being overtaken in tho storm before they 
managed to regain thoir homos, Tirst, 1 ought to 
record, they suffered from a disaster of anothar kind. 


DURING THE REVOLT, Ww 


Towards tho end of April, cholera broke out in the 
faix, causing much consternation, and some loss of 
lif. ‘Cho fair broko up suddenly, and tho people 
at once seattorod, carrying tho diseaso with thom 
to the Panjaub, tho hills, and all over tho suvount- 
ing country. ot 

Thore being no further necessity for my presonee 
at Uurdwar, whilo my camp was yoturning to 
Saharunporo, taking a few clephants, 1 indulged 
myself, in company with somo friends, in a short 
shooting trip into tho Doyrah Dhoon; and when 
returning through tho forasis of my own district 
with Captain II——n, of the 9th Lancers (alter- 
wards killed, poor fellow! at ueknow), ho recoivert 
a note, recommending him, to retwn to his rogi- 
ment, as thore wore threatonings of disturbances 
at Umballah, At onco, ho rodo across country to 
his own station, somo himdvod miles distunt, mid 
T returned to Saharunporo, looking forward with 
pleasure in the approaching great heat to tho shol- 
tor of » house, little drowmity how briol' the repose 
would be, 

‘On my arvival, all wero discussing the mutinows 
state of tho native army, that fact. being indubitahle, 
though most wore incredulous of all its drond renlity, 
Being goverment servanty, wo trusted that the 
Government would act promptly, and that it was 
probably up to tho mark; nor is this to be wondered 
at, as ovon during my short residence of from nine 

GH 
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to ton years in India, had roports of apparontly a 
moro formidable nature, 46, of a Mahomedan xeli- 
gious war, been widely oiveulaiod, and yet. had blown 
over without results. 

Previous to the 16th of May, wo had for sovoral 
days beort rather anxious to discover what amount 
of truth there might be in the native rumours prew 
yailing in the cily of Soharumpore rogarding the 
outbreak at Meoruth, only seventy milos distant 
Our usual posts from the south did not appear; so 
that, in the absence of cither public or private com~ 
munications, vo knew not what to think of tho state 
of affairs, Tho continued silonco was hardly « good 
omen, for though the daily district police roports 
provedethat all within the confines of our own dis- 
trict remained quict, wo naturally concluded that 
the peasantry in the neighbouring district must have 
joined tho mutineers, ox our communications would 
not have beon interrupted. Being awaro, however, 
of the existence of a large Euvopean force at Moo 
ruth, we concluded that the contest, though clenrly 
of a govious nature, must havo beon brief and doci- 
sive, Still, most of the fow Europoans al Saharun- 
pore, being married, on ascertaining tho complexion 
of the outbreak, wera naturally very anxious regard 
ing the safoty of their wives and childven, thoro 
being no European troops nearor than the mutinous 
stations of Umballah and Mooruth. During this 
period of uncertainty, when speaking to sovoral 
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would-be-well-disposed natives, who, it was cnsy to 
observe, visited mo more with the viow of oxtracting 
thon of furnishing information, Twas much xtrack 
with thoi: evidont satisfaetion in the gonerdly un 
fovorable nature of tho news, aud wilh the promixe 
of misfortune to tho Lnglish. . 

By tho ovoning of tho 14th of May, wo had re- 
coived full particulars of tha Meerrth outbreak 3 x0 
that wo wero tolorably well prepared for the moro 
threatoning intelligence xecoived on the evening of 
the 16th, from which it was clear the genius of the 
rovolt aimed at nothing less thin wirovting overy* 
vestige of tho Huglish race and civilization; nor 
was any fortilily of imagination requisile to realize 
ata glance how procarious ow position had become, 
Whilo at office, ongaged in my magisterial dutios on 
that date, a horse-messengor brought a note from 
§——~, requesting my immediate attendance at his 
house, I inslantly drovo olf, and, when crosses the 
bridge, C——- mot me, much excited. Te informed 
mo that worse nows had been xecelved, but that ho 
had not hoard the particulars, On reaching my 
dostination, T——, S——, wid Lioutonmt Bw, 
wore scaled togothor, anxiously discussing some sul- 
joct. On observing mo enter, Lisutenan) D—~w 
jumpod up and insisted thet & simple stalemont al’ 
facts, with no opinions, should bo given, ‘I'he semi- 
official necount of tho Delhi outbreak was thon rend, 
including  stalomont of the gonoral mutinous tone 
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of the whole army. This completed, I was requested 
to vote whether ‘the station should be hold ov not, 
The nows surprised mo loss than this proposal, our 
treasury guard having as yet beon guilty of no overt 
act of mutiny; and my decision was heartily svel- 
comed by Licutonant B——w, and the vote for 
holding on was declared carried, Seving tho neces 
sity of having our action unfottored, it was dolor. 
mined that the ladies and childven should at once 
be removed to Mussouree, while the northern road 
continued open. This being agreed to, Lieutenant 
B——w and ‘myself drovo off to prepare saveral of 
the married members of our community for instant 
action. Impressing tho horses of absonteos wilh our 
own, telays of horses woro vapidly laid oul to the 
Mohun Pass of the Sewalik rango; but this being 
found insufficient for all, palkeos and bearers were 
found by some, Ono family not possessing the 
means of removing all their childron, I drove two 
of them, with their nurse, thirty miles to a staging 
bungalow on the yond, and returned immediately to 
the station of Saharunpore, my two buggy horses 
dead boat, as, previous to this wip, thoy had been 
working hard the wholo day, whon I was engaged in 
visiting the various houses, with the view of accole- 
rating our movements, ‘This suddon call for oxer- 
tion, when, likewise, the heat was so intense, must 
havo been a severe trial to some of tho ladios, who 
were far from well. 
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The Avs defection from our small party toak place 
on this day; two gontlemen; W-——— and X——, 
under the protext of accompanying their wives lo 
tho hills, inking theiy departure and nob returning, 
On the 16th of May we also xeevived intination of 
the mutiny of the (veasury gird at Mozulimgur, 
and cacapo of tho mugistales, Messrs. Grint ond 
Berford, partly through tho asnistance of tho sayuds 
of that place, Tho Rajah of Putteonlah waa, at the 
game timo, reported to hava svized many of this 
treasury guard, a step which wo all considered a 
vory important indication of tho inclination of the 
Scikhs, ‘he southern portion of ows district was 
now, too, becoming covered with armed bands; one 
thanahdar, ov chiof police officer of a county, being 
obliged to abandon his post. Ou commuiications 
wore also constantly closed, though ab tines spawmo- 
dically open. Noverthuloss, matters slill looked well 
enough in the down of Saharimpore itself, ax the 
sopoy treasury guard, our groatest causa of tnxicty, 
continued iruo to their duty, 

About this time T+— recoived n gsomi-ofcial note 
from «man. in high position at Méeruth, informing ua, 
with tho ustial poriphrasia, © that wo should be happy 
to lowrn, &e,, that Mooruth was actually holding ite 
own againal the enemy,” tho wholo letter illustrating 
the universal want of spixit oxisting in Moornth 
during tho carly daya of tho revolj, Meoruth, be 
it obser'ved, was gavisonad by some 2,000 Europeau 
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soldiers, It was tho only position in tho North-West 
where more than a third of that numbor could bo 
assembled, and that third oven only oxisted at two 
places, Agra and Lucknow. 

The vigour supposed co-oxistont with military 
dictation was hore a phantom, and our respect for 
the dignitarics of Mcoruth was hardly increased by 
a letter which, indopondontly of its timidity, illus 
trated the general want of consideration for those 
really in dangerous positions, We had hoforo noticed 
this, and we knew its result at Mozuffurnugur, where 
the miserablo’ and imminently dangerous posilion of 
the two civilians in that district, lying bolwoon ow 
selves and Meoruth, had originated entirely in this 
feebleness, Wo know that tho military authoritios 
had positively rofused to send oven filly Euvopoans 
to secure the treasure and rovenuo of that district, 
in mortal alarm of weakening themsolyos tov seriously, 
a policy which might have answered in the days of 
Lord Clyde, but which, had it provailed gonornlly at 
this period of the revolt, would havo dviven us out 
of tho country, 

It was difficult at first to discover what alarmed 
and paralysed Meoruth, for no sopoys existed nenror 
than Delhi, which placo was soparated from them by 
two rivers, Wo simpletons had, howover, forgotton 
the Goojus,* a horziblo onough name doubtless, but 
an enemy whom solitary Ewopeans with twenty or 

* Seo Dunlop’s Kakee Russala, 
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fifty doubifully Joyal sopoys or troapors, wore sealter~ 
ing to tho winds fu the surrounding out-districls, 
Not till the Kokco Russnle was formed, composed 
chiefly of a fow civilians and officers, thrown out of 
amploy by the outbreak, did anarely in tho Movruth 
district become oxlinguished, und tho Mngliah nano 
conse to bo a contempt amongst the natives 

On tho 19th of May, seeing that combinaliot for 
mutual protection was necessary, wo all united and 
lived in one house, making a division of horses, avins, 
&e,, amongst those nol possessing them. When we 
first called togothor tho clorks and Hunnsians to an~ 
nounce our determination of living in one house; I 
was astonishad to find some of Lhom refuse the offer 
of joining with us. We lot them, howover, take 
they own way, and, as anticipated, they changed 
their minds in a day or sa, whon thoy only seemed 
too glad to avail thomsolves of tho offer, AL the 
timo, I could not divine thoir motives in solecting: to 
live alono in isolated positions, us all tho houses ab 
Saharunporo wore surrounded by oxtonsive grounds 5 
and, though thore wore fow Earopean residents, wo 
wore separated; in soma Inatanees, hy move than « 
mile from coach othor, Tt aftervardy camo out, that 
the mon considered living with us might intorfore 
with thelr intention of ovontually seeking safoty by 
hiding thomselves—a course which would probably 
havo insured their dustzuction, had we boon obliged 
to abandon the station, as subsequonl judicial investi+ 
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gations in various parts of the cotintry proved to mo 
that not a singlo Enropoan or Eurasian was in hiding 
in any part of tho country whose concenlment had 
not becomo a notorions fret, In cosos where such 
wore preserved, it was almoat ontirely in conso. 
quence, not of tho divest powor of any particular 
zemindar in assembling a Jorge body of retainers, but 
of his influence with his cnsto, ox, through his con 
nections, over a, considerable tract of country, Ryon 
though the majority of the mombors of his caste or 
relations might havo acted difforently in their tront- 
mont of the European, if placed in his position, still 
their kinsman having mado a rodolute stand in any 
particular lino of conduct, it becamo a UWindustant 
point of honour to support him. Tho knowledgo of 
the existence of this clannish fooling ofton provented 
rebel loaders from pressing too hard for tho sur 
render of refugees, and tho dread of an outhurat of 
this partisanship has froquontly provonted their in 
terforing, whore such a communion of sontiments had 
probably no exiatenco at all, 

Ié was about this dato, the 18th ox 20th of May, 
that Lieutenant If——~o, of the Engineora, then in 
chargo of a portion of the Enstern Jwnna Canal, 
found himself, when eneampod in tho vicinity of 
two canal sorgoants,* with thoir wives and fumilios, 
overtaken by the rebellion on tho borders of tho 


* Soldiors omployod as suporintondonts of amall divisions of tho 
canals, 
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Mozuffunugur district, some thirty miles distant. 
In thut district British authority had aknoxt consed 
to exist, nnd was but foobly pulsating in the southern 
portion of ow own, bordering! on Mozninrnugur, 
Lientonant 1l——vo, though he could himself have 
easily escaped by viding into Suharunporos profirred 
linking his fortunes with tho sergeants and thot 
helpless familics, Though tho wholg surrounding 
country was in a stato of the moat comploto anavely, 
this party fortunatoly found themaolyos in a villago, 
forming ono of a rathor powerful brotherhood, who 
had always proviously mainiained constant fouds with 
the villagors then in vebollion, ‘This villogo assom~ 
blod. thoiy brothyon, aud declared in solemn conclave 
that tho Europeans must bo protected; and thoy kept 
their word, until Lieutenant B-——w, collecting a 
sufficfent numbor of clophauts to malo a rapid and 
unoxpogtgd march, managed, with his uaual dashing 
gollantr'y, to bring tho wholo party info Saharunpore, 
boforo those in tho robol tract had oven heard of his 
advent, These villayos have sinco heon rewarded 
through the Canal Dopartmont by a froo grant in 
porpotuity of all water required for ivrigational 
purposos from tho Enstom dina Canal This 
amounls to a considevablo aum, and to those cultix 
vators is about the most valuable and accoptablo 
consideration that could be offered, Tho oxomption, 
moveover, from tho peymont of all water duos ns a 
recognition. of their loyalty, while their neighbours 
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continue to pay, is about as politic n romindor of the 
zesults of loyalty as could woll be dovisod, 

From the 20th of May, repeated alavms of in 
tonded atlacks, continual discharge of five-arms in 
the city and neighbourhood, with m total waut of 
confidence in the natives round us, had resulted in 
the formation of regular watches, tho membors of 
which were woavicd out by constant patrolling and 
sleepless nights, being numerically too weak to re- 
lieve each other properly, This apology for roliofy 
was, moreover, constantly upsot by a universal call 
to arms, 

As a pleasant addition to our anxiolies wo had 
received a formal notico that two companics of 
sappers and miners were to pass through Saharan. 
pore on the morning of the 20th, his wo hed 
known for sevoral deya, and in tho ordinary course 
of things, it was a very natuval circumstance; but on 
the night of tho 19th, wo received an oxpross warn- 
ing ws that tho main body liad mutinied al Mooruth, 
killing their commanding officer. Wo wore very 
anxious to koep this a scoret, but ono of ow party, 
in a desponding humour to which ho was at times a 
victim, mentioned it to tho inheoeldar and other 
loyal natives, with tho hopo, vo may presume, of ob- 
taining their sympathy. Beforo daylight in the 
early morning, this mistake had been anxiously dis- 
cussed by Lioutenant B——w and myself, and we 
agreed that somo plausiblo oxcuso must -bo obtained 
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for ‘passing this infected body of mon through the 
station ino huvried manner, so as to provent thelr 
communicating with iho dolachment of tho 20Uh 
Nativo Infantry forming our treasury guard, aa alag 
to save the livos of the two young inexperienced 
officers in charyo of tho detachment, ‘S'o accomplish 
this, we detorminod to remove the provisions always 
collected by tho civil authorilies for troops marching 
through a district, from the usual oncamping ground 
toa gardon tivo miles on the othor sido of tho city, 
Thus wo expected to place tho cily botweon us 
pofore they could learn how tho maln body had 
acted at Mocruth, Lieulonant B———w, who was 
acquainted with tho officers, gallantly proposed to 
rido out and moet tho party somo two miles beyond 
the station, and, if possible, quictly separate the 
officers in question from their men, 

Tho preceding arrangomonts wore ull complated 
at daylight. LLioutonant B—-—w lind Toft on his 
mission, and the necossary ordora for removing the 
provisions had been issued, ‘Tho vest of us (five £ 
think) wero scaled in the vorandah, debating on the 
probable result of our manmuvre, which for the 
timo was imporlant onough, as our lives soomed to 
dopond considerably upon il, for we could not but be 
awave that the sepoys would at once Ruspact that somo-~ 
thing was wrong, whon marched past the usual camp- 
ing ground, ‘Thus, hour aftor hour passed, and yot no 
Lioutenant B——w retuned. Our solicitudo, chivlly 
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on hig account, became gront; at last wo determined 
4o commence breakfast, but lwo of our number, 
Y—. and Z——, who had, unknown to tho rest of 
our party, prepared their horscs, announced. their in. 
tention of making for tho hills, and thoy actually 
deparied without their breakfast on a sovonty-miles 
ride, with no vory great sharo of our vespecl, as the 
desertion of mon in their position would, wo felt, 
exercise a most pernicious influence on the native 
mind, 

After our desorters had gone, and we wore break. 
fasting in silence, Lioutonant B——v, {0 ow dolight, 
yeappeaved. Ho had xiddon out some four ox five 
miles, and after a long delay, had returned, unable 
to disegyer anything that could account for the non- 
appearance of the sappers, or any particulars of their 
conduct, The fate of the two young oficors wna 
now the anxious question, but wo had liitle timo to 
think of thom, and lator in tho day wo nscorinined 
that information of the mutiny of thelr rogiment had 
reached tho sappers. Instead, however, of breaking 
out at oneo, thoy informed Uneiy ofleors that thoy 
must accompany tho delachment buek to Rooxkio to 
ascertain the trmth of tho reporl, so back thoy 
marched peacoably enough. Thus onded ono short 
period of uncortainty, With bad luck, tho district 
at any rate would havo been lost.

Tim ovonts detailed in tho preceding chapters had 
kept us ina painful stato of suaponse without afford 
ing tho opportunity of docisive action, ‘The ttle 
nows that wo obtained was alia provokingly uneere 
tiny as the roads to the south beemny daily loss 
secure, boing infostod by parties of armed villagors 
incited by mutinoora and oscaped convicts, while the 
people ovidontly appreciate tho impottauce to us 
of authontic information, and actod accordingly, The 
timo was approaching, however, whon it behoved ua! 
to adopt active monsures for our preservation, 
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A few days preceding the 28rd of May, we ascor- 
tained that sovoral of tho liygor villages in tho 
neighbourhood had combined to atinck us, On a 
fortunate suggestion we dotormined not to pormit 
the rebels to solect the most favourable opportunity 
for an attack, but, weak as wo wore, to assume the 
offensive; especially as this courso would also tost 
the fidelity of the sepoys of the 29th. The soobah. 
dar in command of tho treasury guard, aftor mpaling 
some slight objections, gave us twenty mon, and half 
our number, well mounted and armed, accompanted 
them, as horse, on the mornings of tho 21st and 
22nd, to attack the rebel villages. On our approach, 
the villagors gonorally, xetired and dispersed thom- 
selves, without a shot boing fired, On ono ocersion 
we got hold of a body of avmed mon, drawn up to 
oppose us, but too weak to keop our prisonorg 
after disarming thom, we released the majority, first 
giving them a sound thrashing, Onco, indeed, an 
excitablo canal sorgeant oxcited my indignation by 
firing at a man, bub no harm was done Both 
parties were, in fact, astonished at tho novelty of 
their relative positions; and neithor wished to com- 
mit thomsclves, on the one sido, to overmuch sevority, 
or, on the other, to flat rebellion, Iiach half antioi- 
pated a speedy solution of existing difficultios in the 
upshot of civeumstances. These trips had tho desired 
effect of clearing for a time the horizon in our im- 
mediate neighbourhood; but our communications, 
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a vital point, continued in a very wieertuin coudi- 
tion, rs 

‘As the diMeutties on the northern rend were con- 
fined to our own district, ib was determined to olen 
i Horo glaving atvocitios had buon committed ; 
fox, not being yet thoroughly brokon in to the lively 
fontures of the rovolt, wo still considered them auels, 
though a month lator T would hardly have paused in 
reading tho police oficor’s report of these natural 
events, the absence of which, in the daily reports, 
might havo induced tho suspicion that tho police 
officer had olthor fraternized with tho meavaudors or 
was doing tho thing entirely on his own account. 
Jn ono of those caves, curtain Cashmoreca, in churge 
of a valuablo caravan, wore, when jnusing throngl 
tho Sowalik rango, all cither killed or wounded by 
the Bunjarahs, It was ovidont that British authority 
must soon become a more name in this hilly loeulity 
wore the criminals not punished at once, 

Accordingly, on tho morning of tho 28rd of May, 
I started with twenty Voujduroo sowara (mounted 
police) to clear the Mohn road. Ulardly tun miles 
from Sahavunporey wo had the luck to fill upon 
mon in tho act of plundering our mail; and shortly 
after sceuved a band of twenty-six mon, with a large 
amount of plundored property belonging to travellers 
oy villages near the roul, ‘Choxo prisunora, In com 
sequence of the utter prostration of or elvil power, 
Twas obliged to hand ovor to certain zomindara uf 

» 
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Tlarowra, known to me in the noighbourhood, who 
farnished the necessary guard, and forwarded thom 
in safoty to Saharunpore, I thon rode on to Kherea 
with the sowavs and my companion, Mr. ITydo, 9 
clerk in the judgo’s office, Toro it struck mo that 
it would never do to attempt tho soizure of the 
Gokulwalla zemindavs in their own village with 
horsemen alone, ag in caso of resistance my twenty 
horse would be useless amongst houses and walla, 
My only alternative was to tost the loyalty of the 
neighbouring zemindars, with whom I had somo 
previous acquaintance. I therefore summoned tho 
zemindars of Kheree and a corlain Doedar Singh, 
The latter was the feudal chicf of a considerable 
portion, of tho Bunjarahs, who, in this part of the 
district, are the descendants of a tribo of Punjanb 
Bunjarahs, who had been tempted to omigrate, 
during the roigns of the last two Mahomedan 
emperors, from the Punjaub to this woll-watered 
and grassy locality, so well suited to their hords of 
cattle, 

Deedar Singh, naturally vory xotixing in mannor, 
was a poworfilly-builé young map, with a hand- 
some, though almost 100 mild, countonaneo, vory 
devoid of oxpression. After somo convorsation, ha 
and the Khoree zomindars promised to assist mo 
with as many avmed rotainors as they could collect 
before night, though I kept thom in ignorance as to 
the place I intended to attack, We mavshalled our 
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force alittle boforo midnight, when I found Doodar 
Singh had brought about a hundred mon, and the 
Khereo zemindars some fifty more, a considorable 
number of whom wore woll armed. Starting shortly 
after midnight, wo managed to surround the village 
of Gokulwalla by day-dawn, when the offonding 
zomindavs wore apprehonded without rosistance, 
Tho zomindars of Khorco boing poor mon, and 
knowing it would ploaso them, I doubled the 
strongth of all the police atations by onlisting thoir 
men, aid we never subsequently reccived nny 
trouble from this part of the district.” This, how» 
ever, might bo chiofly attributed to ita boing a 
thinly-peopled. tract, cut up by atrips of jungle, and 
aoparatod from tho dangerously rovolutionary por 
tions of the district by tho atation of Saharunpore, 
This wes the fivat occasion on which I had pro« 
coodod to any distance from the town of Saharunpore 
since the outbreak, and I waa much struck by the 
change that event had alvendy produced. Wo wore 
now traversing tho high road from the North-Wost 
Provinces to the Doyrah Dhoon and the Iimalayas, 
In ordinary timos, at this aonason of tho yony, this 
rond is invariably orowdod to oxcess with an oxton- 
aive traffic, and travellors, European and native. 
Now, oxcopt a fow bands of armed men, travelling in 
company for mutual protection, not a soul was to be 
soon, the only plonsing feature in the solitary aspect 
of the country being the friondliness of tho zemindars 
na 
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located on tho borders of tho forest, who seomed to 
me—as far as it is possible to unriddlo natives from 
appearances—the most actively loyal (intovest ron- 
dored many passively so) of any if was my lof to 
meet during the mulinies. They must have geen 
cloaly cnough, that by vofusing thoir small contin. 
gents, I should havo been powerloas; for the horse 
police who accompanied me wore poorly armed, utter 
curs at heart, and would, I am cortain, havo bolted 
on the very first shot from a Bunjaval’s dreaded 
matchlock. 

After forwarding to Saharunpore tho prisonors 
taken at Gokulwalla, I rode on with my friend, 
My, ILlydo, to look after the passes through the 
Sewaliks, At Mohim, the ontranco to a pass 
through tho Sewalik rango—somo twonty or thirty 
miles from the Mussouree hill station—was a small 
staging bungalow, which now bocamo my head- 
quarters, About 11 Aan, on the 24th, a roport 
was brought in that an armed party was descend- 
ing tho pass, which causod us to tum outs but we 
soon discovered that tho strangers consisted of Euro 
pean officers returning from leavo in tho hills, who, 
boing anxious to join their rogimonts or posts, had 
united for mutual protection, Tho vefugocs from 
our own station having been laughed at till thoy 
were shamed into a descent, had mustered courago 
enough to join this party. Tho following morning 
they all accompanied me from Khereo to Saharnn- 
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pore, my rotwn thore with the noted polica being 
necowsary, (hat wo intyht be enabled to mmalor a 
strong as ciroumstinecs would adinit of near the eity 
during tho Bed. of tho Mahomeduna, 

For somo timo, since comprehending the alarm 
existing at Meornth, wo had turned our ayes to the 
Punjaub, where the authoritios hud boon pressed to 
aond us any alight assistatieo in their powor, On ranch« 
ing Saharunporo, wo found that two squadvons of 
the 4th Native Lancers, with sevoral companies of the 
5th Nativo Infantry, had marehed in from Umballah, 
Tho thvee European offcors who aecompaniod this 
foros, proved ow chief yoinforcoment, as tho men 
under tholy command had alroady shown that they 
could not be trusted, On tho whol, the frogh arri- 
vals did not add much fo our sonse of security; yal 
those who took an intorest in the safely of the dis« 
trict wore glad to see tho 4th and 6th. Tn owr posi~ 
tion they wore actuully voinforcements, Wao were 
playing e gomo of brag; the holcor of tho worat hand 
might yet bo tho winner, A chuneo oxisted of the 
native troops holding out long enough to aubdne the 
yobollious villages, which would othorwise swamp Uy 
and the sepoys might not bo propared fo mutiny; 
and shoot us down, till some fortunate tun in the 
chapter of incidonta, such ns tho full of Dolhi ot 
advanco of Europeans from Cawnporo—for still a 
lingering hopo oxistud in thowe diractions—might 
nltov the positions of both parties, and render the 
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native troops loyal, or make us indopendont of them, 
We felt that wo must, in fact, hold on at all visks, 
and hopo for the best, as Meorath, our logitimate 
hoad-quarters, was still too much alarmed to spare 
us eyen fifty Europeans, which, with a voasonably in- 
telligent officer in command, would have placed the 
representatives of governmont authority-~or, what 
was probably more valuable, the government tron» 
sure and stud—in a position of absoluto socurity, 

On the 26th of May, the day aftor my roturn from 
the north, though worn by daily oxposuro to tho full 
blaze of an Indian May aun, I found it again neces» 
sary to take to the saddle, mounting ono of those 
trusty horsos, two of which, poor cronturea, clicd from 
fatiguoin the close of the year, at a time when thoy 
ceased to be of so groat importance to mo, though 
their loss was folt as that of old and well-tied 
friends. The stato of the southorn portion of the 
district and the prosence of shaky reinforcoments, 
whose attontion it was important to divort from 
passing events, all inducod immediato action, Ac- 
companied by x portion of tho 4th Lancors, with 
Captain W-——d in command, and a fow of the 
29th Native Infintry, bosidos some mounted polico, 
wo started in tha direction of Deobund. On the 
march we wore joined by an officor, Major W—~B, 
anxious to take advantage of owr.cacort s0 far on his 
road to Meeruth, and as ho was known to somo of the 
mon in the 29th Native Infantry, tho regiment to « 
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which ho belonged, I requested him to romain a 
day ox two with ua, dooming his progence with them 
an advantage, should thero be fighting. ‘Vo this he 
willingly consented, 

Barly on the morning of the 27th May wo nonred 
our destination, On approaching Deobund, all the 
monoyed classes of tho city, or those who had anything 
to lose by a disturbanco, eno out a considerable dis. 
tance on tho vond and gave us a hearty welcome ne 
thoir delivorors, having beon evidontly much alarmed 
"by tho throntening stato of tha country around. ‘Phey 
next insisted on my parading with thont through cor 
tain of the principal stroota, with the view of restor 
ing confidonco, and inducing tho shopkeopors to open 
their shops. With the oxception of the govarnment 
servants, howovor, I obsorved fow or no Mahomedans 
amongst this gathoring or in the strocts, 

Deobund is an ancient and populous Tlindoo town, 
though now a considerable Mahomedan population 
have takon up their wbodo thore, It ix situmted on 
the main lino of yond betiveon Mooruth, Sahai 
poro, and the Punjaub, and stwrounded by extensive 
groves, embeddod in which are domo much-vonorated 
Hindoo shrinos, In tho grounda surrownding one of 
the largest of thoso templos is tha most oxtonaive 
collection of Suttoo monumonts that I have ever mot 
with, They aro closcly packed togothor amongst 
some fino old trees, and aro generally about the sizo 
of monuments oracted in our own buvial-crounds. 
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But their outlandish shapes and sombre aspect render 
them fitting representatives of tha domoniacal rites 
they record. Even animals would seem to bo im~ 
pressed with tho strangeness of tho locality, as on 
one occasion I obsorved that the horses of a party 
who wero visiting the place scomed to become much 
alarmed on discovering that thoy wore surrounded 
by these memorials of barbarism, Tho monuments, 
however, ave now fast crumbling to pieces, and will 
hardly outlive the creed thoy represent, of which 
this reyolt has been tho death-knell, for Christianity: 
has already c6mmenced a now and vigorous oxistenca 
amongst the ruins of its churches and missions, 

On arriving at Deobund, I at once commenced 
investigations, with tho viow of discovering tho cul- 
prits ih seyoral daring outrages committed in tho 
neighbourhood, It turned out that wholo villages, 
not individuals, wero at fault, In ono case, a rus- 
salday (native officer of cavalry), having just boon 
placed on the pension list in the Punjaub, was travel- 
ling to his home with several of his comrades and 
their familics, Belonging to tho Irvegular Cavalry, 
whose arms aro their own property, all wore well 
armed, so might bo considercd rather a formidable 
party. Thyeo villages united to attack them, and, 
after the infliction of some severe wounds, their pro- 
perty being securod, the whole party wore marched 
hack to the neighbourhood of Doobund, whore men 
and women, after being stripped, were dismissed. I 
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at onco issued notices to tho zemindars of the offend 
ing villages Lo atlond and anawor tho charges brought 
against thom. Before long, howover, tho anticipated 
veply camo in, that the zemindara had not tho slightest 
intontion of appearing, but had despatched horsamon 
in all directions, with the view of collecting thoi 
clansmen to oppose ua It was clear thoy must ba 
attacked al onco, bofore thoir oxpectod roinforce« 
ments would arrive; for, small as our foree was, wo 
wore obliged to diminish it still further by leaving 
a guard over ow camp. Prior to attacking theao 
villages, {4 boing evidont that this would be our first 
sorious passage of arms, tho decision how to act, 
and that at onco, was, at first, to an oflicor inoxpe- 
rienced in such posilions, trying in tho oxtrome 
Civil authority being atill supposod to bo supromo, 
tho rosponaibility of failuvo would bo borne by 
the civil officer alono, An oxperionecd military 
man, Major W——~a, thon in camp, stronuonaly ad» 
vised, considering our amall foreo and tho reported 
strength of tho onomy, that the attick should not 
bo attompted without reinforcomonta, But tho 
offonsive, mild as it was, liad hithorto been suc« 
cessful, and of yoinforcomonta there waa no hopa 
Retreat, without striking o blow, ag an acknowlodg« 
mont of wenknoss, would at onco raiso a wavoring 
and formidable popwlation, My advisor, morcovar, 
though probably correct in a military point of viow, 
looked only to immediate consaquonces; for a8 ho 
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would bo in Mooruth with an European garrison in 
a fow days, my decp intorost in the ultimate resultg 
could not actuate him, Whatovor, theroforo, the 
disagreeable rosponsibility of my position in acting 
contrary to such advice, it soomed to mo that the 
duty was imperative, Retreat, by incroasing their 
distrust, might raiso our own foyco against us aswell 
as the country, 

The officer, Captain W——d, in command of the 
Lancers, being willing to assume his portion of the 
risks, and uphold my docision, I determined to con- 
sider Major W——=s in his true position, os only a 
volunteer, and instant action was dotermined upon, 
The mind seems but gradually to becomo inured to 
scenes, of violonco, and to accept, without rosarve, 
the responsibilities of action in doubtful positions, 
Frequently, after tho constmt xeenrronce of similar 
scones, when, hardencd by civcumstances, [ was 
able to scan with complaconcy tho probablo reaults 
of such a decision, have I looked back with wonder 
at my anxious feolings when advancing on this 
occasion I had, as it wore, staked tho safoty of 
a large district, whon so poromptorily insisting on 
the attack being mado against tho advico of an old 
soldior, <Any foiluro would bo justly visited upon 
me; 80 that, on tho march, a lingoring hopo re 
mainod that our rapid advance might intimidate the 
enemy into aubmission or flight, All along I half 
dreaded that Major W——s’ spics (Major W-~——# 
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waa, I think, at that thoo suporintondont of canton~ 
ment polico in tho North-West Provinces), « fow of 
yhom accompanied him, and had boon sent to gathor 
information, might bo moro correot in their oxaggo~ 
rated statements than my police, whose roporta, aftor 
all, turnod ont vory nor tho truth, 

Whon noaring tho refractory villagos, Captain 
W——d, with tho enyalry, had gono on in advance 
to roconnoitre, ‘Though fully dotormined to confront 
all opposition, tho firing in tho diroction of tho 
cavalry, I must confess, rathor surprised ino, But 
this might be caused by our own party wishing to 
intimidate thoir opponents into submission, On 
coming up, howover, any doubts aa to what tho 
firing roally was, wero rapidly solved by our recop: 
tlon from a gardon in our front, I did not oxpoet it 
would como to this, and certainly hoped it would 
not. Some six wooks onrlior in tho soason, those 
villages had beon in my boat when working at the 
yevenuo sottlemont; and at that timo all intoveated 
in the Jand, whethor xich or poor, crowdeil yound me 
in anxious discussion, whon wandering ovor thoir 
lands alono and unmmed, Thoy wore thon only 
too painfully pressing in their anxtoty to show ma 
every attontion, and myself oqually desirous to sift 
the truth for their benofit, as woll as that of tho 
Governmont; troops might mutiny, but I could 
hardly vonlizo thia rapid change amongst poncoful 
villagors, 


44. DISTRICT DUTIES 


In consequonco of the position taken up by the 
villagers amongst groves and gardens, wher cavalry, 
of which our foreo almost ontively consisicd, was 
useless, we stood aloof for somo time discussing 
matters, while Captain W——d was instructing mo 
in his plans, This emboldened the villagers, who 
advanced a short distance into the open, which soon 
terminated our difficulties. It was dotermined that 
our twenty sepoys should advance first, and Captain 
W——d was to chargo in line ax wo got to closo 
quarters, so as to give ow forco the most, imposing 
appeavance circumstances would admit of lore 

»Major W——s, who had up to this moment con« 
tinued strenuously romonstrating against tho attack, 
now, with genorous gallantry, waiving all porsonal 
considerations, placod himself at tho hond of his own 
men, when our small band advancod with a rush, 
and Captain W——d, shortly charging, scattored the 
tabblo: the loss on our sido being: ono mounted 
policeman, who had cautiously kept fir to the venr, 
the only dangerous position; the villagers, as usual 
in their oxcitomont, firing high and injuring none 
near thom. A few of the villagers wore killed, and 
somo made prisoners; the wounded being aont into 
tho hospital at Saharunpore. A slighily omusing 
incident occurred ncar Baboopoor, Observing » fow 
Lancers driving about a herd of womon who had 
taken sheltex under the banjc of a stream, I proceeded 
to check this apparently unecessary conduct On 
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remonatrating with them the troopors declared thut 
axmed men were hidden under the women's pulti« 
goats, and sure enough two gront CGoojurs thie 
secreted wore shorlly produced, 

Yo tho south-west of our onennping growd, 
Deobund, lay a lurbulent and powerltl tract, called 
the Khatah, ‘To make this diatict fucl our power, 
even in an isolated town or two, would, it xoomul to 
me, tond for atime to keep tho less powerful quit. 
This was, thorofove, my noxt point of attack, but a 
storm, accompanied by a delugo of rain, prevented 
our marching as intonded, on the 28th, to strike the 
blow in tho Khateh, On my declaring that this must 
be done, the offcor of the 29th who hud joined us 
at onca loft for Meoruth, xesolved to wash his hand 
of complicity in my movements, But the oxperience 
of tho provious day had not boon totally lost sight of, 
Tt showod mmo clearly that tho zomindara were one 
with tho lowor ordorss dit rebellion, not plunder 
alone, actuated the mags of tho population; xo the 
compulsory delay caused by the slorm was actively 
omployed in sifting out tho actual oxtont of resistance 
intendod to be carricd out ngninsl us. 

The Khateh ond ita Rajpoot raca wera well known 
tomo, Toro also [ had boon engaged in aottloment 
dutios a few months oarlior during the cold season 3 an 
undulating, woll-watored, and rather sandy tract, this 
is tho finest horso diatrict in Northorn India, perhaps 
in the whole country, Tho hoxsos of tho Khatah 
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Rajpoots are good-tempored, largo, and poworful, and 
they are the pride and chief object of ondearmont of 
this race, I knew, moreover, that this portion of tho 
district had frequently vison in robollion and defied 
our troops for sovoral years aftor our first occupation 
of the country, and to a vory lato dato had always 
given much trouble. Men and horses boing good, 
this district could easily muster a body of horsa, such 
as could not be found in a tract of the same extent 
in our provinces, whilst our former compromising 
policy had loft their forts wndomolished, and the 
country armed; for the mutinios alone would scom to 
have revealed tho strength of an armed population, 
With our force, small though it was, my objoct was 
to attack the Khatah before rebellion had assumed 
an organized and coricorted form. But tho hearts of 
our men wore not in the work, With a stout rosist- 
ance, mutiny would also faco us. By the ovening 
the conclusion at which the doparted officer had ar- 
tived seemed, after all, not to bo dospised, and our 
" plans were changed.

Farina determined to abandon the Khatah expedi- 
tion, it seemed prudent to act on tho assumption of 
the people’s loyalty, Accordingly, I at onco issued 
orders to the rebel zemindars of that tract, many of 
whom were personally known to mo, to collect pro- 
yisions in sufliciont quantities to, supply a forco of 
double our presont strongth, as a hint that wo might . 
appemr if circumstances necessitated ib; a throat, 
indeed, that hardly required to bo fulfilled, ns tho 
punishment inflicted on Baboopoor had the salutary 
effect of keeping thom quiet for a couple of month, 
whon I again visited the locality, At midnight wo - 
headed. our small column in the opposite direction ; 
arriving at Nagul, some twelve miles from Saharun- 
_poxe, about ten in the morning, 

Shortly aftor coming to our eneamping gvound, 
ono of the party from Saharunpore, who had been 
warned of our approach, arrived, THe brought with 
him what was then important to the moat indifferent 
-—the last news; but it was such a confused. mass 
of disheartening matter, that it was a velief to learn - 
that his object in coming was to inform us of a 
large gathering in the Munglour direction, In con- 
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‘gequenco of this, wo mode arrangements to ment 
each other at daybreak next morning at a point as 
. near as possible to the headequartera of the rebels 5 
. and, tho enomy being reported strong, tis gentleman 
was to velnforco ng with all tho xemaining station 
force that could possibly bo spared, Tle then re- 
turned to prepare, and, overcome by tho oppressive 
hoat, Captain W——d and mysolf Iny down under 
the. trees, rondered ulmost Jeafless by the hot winds, 
discussing together ow: chances of holding the coun- 
try till our camp with the xear-grard maile its appem 
ance Jato in tho afternoon; so late, indeed, that we 
‘bogan to suspoct all had not gone right, and many 
_ an anxious oye wo both turned on ow loyal. men 
now assembled in small groups all yound us, anit, 
who still continued. pointedly vogpectful, Only toa 
much goin fact, ‘Chore wag no confidence on vither 
sido, though both parties endeavoured to appenr 
utterly indifferont, and to keep up cheorfil con- 
yorsations, Both saw through tho hollow shan, 
Proviously, in the morning, Onptain W——«l Ind 
received. notice of the then supposed mutiny of the 
Nussooroos ab Simla, and it was added iat his 
wifo, with some other Jadics, had fled into the inte» 
aior of tho hilla, no ono knew whero, probably none 
less then themsclves, ‘This was cnough to try a 
less feoling and gentle nature than his, Already 
we distrusted ovory native, and a xaco dofection 
wad no novelty, . To suggest to my friend the 
BR 
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possibility of the safety of his wife scomed almost 
an unfeeling insult, If the Nusseereos had joined 
in the mutiny, as we then doubted not, we could 
hardly expect their own hill tribos not to sido with 
thom, and the cruclty of the hill races was pre 
eminent even amongst tho denizens of Tindustan, 
If one portion of the hills were in revolt, tho flame 
would rapidly spread, when the fato of tho ladies in 
the difforont hill stations would oxeoed in horror 
anything that we had yot heard of, ; 

After strolling amongst and convorsing with the 
sepoys in thé evening, I was again much struck with 
their anxious respccifulnoss, not unmingled with a 
sorrowful expression of sympathy. We now xolired 
fo our tent, guarded by tho faithful sepoys, Both 
had long continued almost silont; and it was with 
pleasure my assent was given, whon Captain W——d 
proposed reading some portion of tho sacred Serip- 
ture before attempting to sleep, for wo could not 
hut feel how entirely all the few scatterod Miwopcans 
in Northern India must depend upon tho will of One 
more powerful than thomsolves, 

With the advancing hours of night, hardly had 
the hot winds modorated sufficiontly to vendor sleop 
a possibility and a xeliof, than the usual midnight 
bugle summoned us to mount, and off wo tramped 
in the hot darkness, mon and horses equally weary 
and wayworn, stumbling over stumps or into deop 
ruts, All were wrapped in that oppressive unnatural 
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gilonco that I have since often felt as peculiny to those 
times, and vorely was it interrupted, oxeept when 
roused from our yoveries hy the ceensional retuen of 
troopers from the advanced gaurd, Li this Tine of 
country 1 was mnnequaisted with tho evoss rouds, or 
rather paths. Tt consequently became necosaury to 
beat up for guides, and the whole country for miles 
anticipated our plans, Unless on tho grand Tinos of 
road, scorecy in the movements of a force nob accom 
panied by a Zuropenn who knows the couniry well, 
ig almost an impossibility. [1 is thon necessary to 
procure guides for a particular lino of country, the 
enemy is ab onco informed, and overy movement 
anticipated, If ono nutive, whuteyor his position, 
knows your plans, secrecy is at an end. 

Tho Hindustanis, howovor amonablo to the charge 
of treachery and cowardice, and though themsel vex 
jotally wanting where boldness of action is neces~ 
savy, ave oxtvomely quick in pereviving, and appre- 
ciate to tho full, this bottor quality in others; at 
the same time, their huyulses ure oxtrevagant bo 
yond what any unacquainted wiih the facts would 
deom possible in aa clever wvaee In the ordinary 
transactions of untive lita, constantly brought to the 
notice of the civil ofleor, I huve often observed in- 
stances of this, Let but tv native, particularly of 
the north-western portions of tho North-West Pro- 
vinees, gnce form an impression, however wild, and 
he will rush into xuin, and blast all future prospects, 

ua 
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as if they woro nob for a moment to be woighed in 
the balance with the gratification of a transient im- 
pulse, When ruin staves tho native'in tho faee, he 
soes clearly tho absurdily of his course, he ropines 
little, sits down quite complacontly, thinks little more 
on the subject, puts it all down to tho credit of 
Khismut (foto), and begins life again as if nothing 
had taken place. 

As an oxample in point, T may montion the case of 
a native who at first scomed actually to rise above 
his yace in his obstinato adherence to convictions, 
though theso, as usual, wore rather impulsively 
formed, It was in January, 1858, T believe, whon 
encamped with Sir Thomas Seaton’s forco at Tutloh- 
garh,that a native one day loudly demande admit- 
tanee to my {ent Pormission boing given, a man 
presented himself in a vory oxcited slate, declaring 
his wish to be made a Christian without a momont’s 
delay, As my strange visitant appeared to ho hardly 
in the possession of his sonses,” and his royest, in

approaching the degradation or ruin lo he witnoased in dulightonod 
Europe with its civilized drinks, Opium 1s, in overy respect, more 
thurniless, both to the recipient and his flondg, partivularly in a 
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the thon stato of the country, roomed ab least, poculins, 
ho was ordored to move oul, but to return the nost 
day to montion whether his sentiments had wider. 
gone any chang, though al the time it was a mystery 
to me how tha man had monagod to poss through 
the European sontries. ‘ho prospect of over aeoing 
this gentleman again appeared bub small, and the 
interview was at tho timo treated as an ordinary 
pices of native ecventrivity hardly worthy of notice. 
Tho following day, however, my new acquaintance 
again presonted himself, reitorating his original re- 
quest, and boing sober enough, and serious in his 
purpose, I was tomptod to inquire into his history, 

Tho name of tho man was Prayag Das, and, orizi- 
nally of the pooror class of cultivators, he had heeoys 
ono of thoss numorous roligious devoleos vonstantly 
wandering along the banks of the Ganges. Many of 
those poor cronties pass oxemplary lives, and have 
adopted the religious profession with tho sinewely 
anxious dosivo to discover the Grout Unknown, Sub- 
sequont inquiries showed that this mm in particulier 
was much respoeted throughout hia own particular 


tropleal climate, than tho wines or apirita of Hurope, ‘Tho clap. 
trap plilanthropiala of Huropa and Amorten night poasthly ofbet 
mora good by initfating voform nearer tholr own hones, than hy 
offering England rathor interested leotures, 1b may be, on the 
domoralizing offvels of opium. Lé la an acknowledged fet, that 
almoat all races, partiontarly wltiin the tropics, seok and require 
aatimulant of aome Ind, and it may ho doubted whother, when 
orndteating opium, 16 would ho ensy te discover another stimn- 
lant which 1a morally and phystealiy Josa injurious. 
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beat on the banks of tho Ganges, whore he was in the 
receipt of very considorablo foes from those who wor. 
shipped or bathed in his neighbourhood, Some months 
after the revolt had banished all vestiges of English 
rule from Rohilkund, Prayag Dis accidentally met 
an Eurasian, named John Poter, ‘Tho Furasian, like 
many other Christians who had oscapod from tho 
massacres at tho first outbreak in that provinco, wag 
wandering about in disguiso, hunted from place to 
place by the adhoronts of Khan Bahador Khan, tho 
vebol chief of Rohilkund. Prayag Dis, in common 
with many of his class, actuated by no particular 
love for anything English, yot avorso Lo tho shedding 
of blood in any form, assislod in conconting My, John 
Peter, whose communications he mannged to convey 
to Mr. J. O, Wilson's pavty, whon that pontloman, 
formerly the judgo of Moradabad, mado his daring 
trip, almost unparalloled oven in tho Indian rovolt, 
through the hoart of a robol country, and within a 
fow milos of Ahmed Yar Khan's army, to roscuo tho 
various Europeans and Chvistians till alive in 
Rohilkund. It appeared that whilo Prayog Das was 
in Mv, John Potor's company, tho Iattor had con- 
atantly conversed with him on the subjoct of Chris 
tianity. The improssion thus left on his mind had 
proved so enduring, that now, on our rooceupation of 
the country, ho had zealously como forward, nnd pro« 
fessed his wish to bo made a Christian, 

The man was evidently sincera, but all missionaries 
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formerly in tho neighbourhood having been swept 
off by tho rovolt, ho was oflored means to enable 
him to reach the Deyyal Mhoon, whore he could 
recoive instruction, ‘The Deyrnh Dhoon was sone 
300 milos distant, with a disturbed, hudfeonyuored 
country intervening, yot tho porsevering convert 
evontually found his way there to my friend Mo, 
Woodside, of tho Americnn iissio, whe, somo Len 
or twolye months subscquontly, sent him bnek to me, 
Ho was thon offored omploymont in the Fuarruckabad 
gaol guard, whero ho would possess tho important 
advantage of the company of other native Christians; 
“but this, to my astonishment, ho indignantly vofused, 
insisting on being allowed to accompany my enmp, 
and claiming a recognition from the Government, 
similar to that which had boon awerded to” othor 
natives who had assisted Obvistians in the how of 
danger, Tho vowed looked for, [ may obsorvo, was 
a small portion of confiseutod land whieh might 
enablo him to oan a livolihoad by roluming to tha 
occupation he had originally abandoned, 

Both proposnls might, under ordinary cireum- 
stancoa, bo considered quito natural, lt at this junce 
ture thoy wore attended with peculiar diMontiios, 
Tho first demand I could not entertain for an inatant, 
as, boing at that timo vested with power of lifo and 
death all over the North-West Provinces, the presence 
of this man in my camp might lend to endless mise 
goncoptions regarding tho intentions of the British 
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Govornmont, at atime whon the people wore more 
deeply suspicious of tho policy of thoir conquerors 
than oyen during the oxcitomont of the fist out. 
break; and, on the other hand, in the press of mora 
important work, tho allotment of lod would tako 
more time to arrango than could possibly bo dovoted 
to it In short, Prayag Dis was informed that 
he must accopt for tho presont tho appointment 
offered to him, on which ho moved himsolf off, im. 
pulsive as usual, and gronily offended $ possibly any 
explanation of reasons on my part may havo heon, 
too briof for*his tnsto, a4 Thad enough in tho shape 
of official dutics to ongago all my time. 

Tho matter did not ond here, aa might bo ep. 
posed, Somo threo months lator, Prayag Dis re 
appeafed, and reported that, having found Mv. John 
Poter, that worthy old man had recommended him to 
accopt the appointment, Probably, he had found it 
harder to obtain a livelihood than ho anticipated, aftor 
the abandonmont of his devoteo’s throno (yuddeo"), and 
convinced ai, last that I could not othorwiso assist him, 
ho followed the advico of his friend und accepted tho 
appointment, TTo thus experienced ono of thoxo lessons 
Tindustenis avo otornally administering to themselves, 
tho offects of which may not ovaporate for somo six or 
eight months, Before I loft the country, Prayag Dia,

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in great delight, announced 10 mo his inlontion of 
marrying a native Christian girl, which will probably 
sottlo tho question of his romatning « Christian, on 
which point I hac bofove considerable miagivings, 

Bofore daylreak on tho 380th of May, wo reached 
tho vendozvous determined on the provious duy; ands 
shortly aftor, we wero joined by our friends from 
Saharunpore, with a reinforcemout of tavo companies 
of the 6th Native Infantry, undey Captnin G—n, 
Wo now advanced several miles, scouring the country 
with tho cavalry, but the enomy had disupponred 5 
indeed, hardly a human being was to bo soon. Under 
these circumstances, Captain W——d and inyself, 
with the wholo force, falling back a fow miles, on- 
camped at Khoreo,* onr Saharunporo friends riding, 
and driving back to tho alation at once. Che officer 
in command of the 6th Native Iufintry remuined 
with his rogimont and with my purty, but exposure 
to the sun had rendered him sonseless, and thus he 
continued till lato in the afternoon 

Tlardly lind wo discussed a Jato dusty brenkfaat, 
when fivo oy six of the 20th Native Tifimiry camo 
forward vory respectfully to inform ua Uiat one of 
thoty compnny was missing. T promised that some 
horse polica should bo sent lo aacortain what had 
become of him, when the men wont away quile con+ 
tented; but oven horo wo were hamlod by omis«

crated, ‘Tho village, they insisted, must le punished, 
I told them that the polico had as yet brought back 
no information to me, and asked how they hod ob. 
tained theirs. A woman, thoy informed mo, bronght 
the nows. ‘Cho woman was summoned, who, boforg 
thom, boldly onough entored into an account of the 
sepoy’s doath, with such trivial additions as invariably 
excite Ilindoo projudicos. Thove was no mistaking 
her mission, und I longed to make an oxamplo of 
her at once; but our position forbade it, as sho was 
a Brahmunee, and hor sox, for tho time, saved her, 
A. placed hor undor a fow polico orderlivs in front 
of tho tont, and recommended tho mon to wait the 
roturn of the police, They loft in the most thronten- 
ing manner, 

The police shortly returned wilh an account of how 
the sepoy (# Ilindoo) had been killed by a Brahmin 
when plundoring a small Ilindoo temple, and that, 
the placo having beon fired, the body had been con 
sumed, Tho sepoya were summoned, and tho case 
put before thom: they instantly demanded vengoanca 
with tho most violont gosticulations; thoy wore at 
last firmly informed that it would not bo permitted, 
and were ordered off, Thoiv violence now changod to 
sullen determination, and they wont away quielly, 
We had thus, to tho more ignorant portion, clearly 
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proved that all tho lics civeulated. hy those in rebel- 
Hion hed a forndation ; wo had insultod them by for- 
bidding ono of tho most. stored. duties ineulented hy 
their religion. Tho body of theb: comrade could nok 
be recovered, and wo would not sanction revenge 
even on what might easily be brought under the 
cataloguo of a rebollions village. Wo momontarily 
expoctod an oxplosion, but our horsos, on only pos- 
aiblo means of oscapo, could not be ordered without 
bringing matters to a ovisis ab once, 

Daring thoso stormy discussions, our rifles boing 
within grasp, a pale, childish-looking ‘offcor, just 
out from England, lying asleep beside mo, worn 
out by fatigue, suggostod the thought whether tho 
men would vospact his lifo moro than ows, ITow~ 
ever, Onptain W——d and myself determined Thaly” 
though the men muat bo almost dead beat, a maroh, 
to ongago thoir attontion, had become an absolute 
necossity, if we hopod to keop Captain W——d’s 
Lancers and tho 6th disaffected. hero troops lind 
not proviowdly mot for a considerable time, and it 
was improbablo that a combination had aa yet taken 
place, ‘he nocossary ordovs wore, therefore, iasnod, 
Captain G-——n, of tho &th, was xoused as much as 
possible, and, having recovered suffieienily to ait 
his horse, wo all mounted, Tho start, wo folt, would 
becomo tho esi of immediate mutiny. Tt beenmo 
of importance that somo men should load off with 
willing obodionce, and Captain W—-—d’s Laucors 
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certainly did not hesitate, nox the Sth, who followed, 
All passed off quietly, and the 29th, loft to the 
charge of thoir native officors, bronght up tho veny, 
Little did I dream that theso vory mon of tho 29th 
would romain faithfyl almost to tho full of Delhi, 
whilst most of tho others would be imutineers within 
little more than twenly-fowr hours. 

This company of the 29th Nutive Infantry was 9 
miniature illustration of the native army, Thoy 
were all nemly of the samo high castes, and from 
the same or neighbouring villages, Physically supe- 
rior to the generality of Europeans, they wore au 
extremely handsomo sot of mon. All nearly woro 
actuated by tho same feolings of affection or rovongo; 
they saw clearly that tho comfort of themselves and 
Tamflios doponded on their fidelity, ‘Thoy had no 
faith in theix own race as paymasters, whilo the cer- 
tainty of regular and high pay has beon from the 
commencement of our rule one of tho strongest, por 
haps the only real inducoment to fidelity amongst 
our native troops. It will bo observed throughout 
tho revolt of 1857, that one of tho first demands made 
by the sepoys to the vobul chiofs was invariahly an ine 
creased rate of pay, or their sorvices would ho transs 
ferred elsewhore ; * and how utterly mercenary thoya, 

* In tho course of aubsequont investigations, in aovoral parte of 
the country, papers crino into my posseselon, showing thnt an 
attempt was made to induee the sepoya to romain, for the purporo 


of maintaining the authorlly of any particular rebel clief, in the 
paré of the country whore thoy happenod to be located at tha 
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yore, oven in vevoll, and when fighting nowhually 
for a pateiotic causa, -appoms from the manner iu 
which thoy at onco deserted the colours of Lheiy rebel 
chiefs whon monyy was nol fortheoming, though the 
country people, in almost all instemees, willingly sup. 
plied thoix wants, This, os T have before remarked, 
is ono hopoftl feature in caleulating the chinees of 
pormancney in owe vuly over the country, With 
all this deop morconary fecling, howovor, the sepuys, 
from Jong habit and exstom, did actually love and 
veverency that, to them, incomprehensible power 
the old Company Bahadory, Thevo was a charm 
in that groat name, which had conquered and ruled 
with parontal caro two hundred aillions of the 
lmman race, and they still wished to continuo ils 
honoured servants, for such they were and full. thom= 
selves to be, nor hitherto unjustly so. 

Their hour had not yot como; but a mystorious 
demon, the Nemesis of lies, wns wafting these inis- 
guided mon of tho 29th, with nono tho less unerrinyg 
coxtninty, undor tho influence of the great spell, 
For tho tima they wore dotormined to fight against 
mytiny, but the voico of the country—porhaps of 
thoir own villages, which is all in all to 1 native~ 
was taunting them with thoi: conduct already, in 
thne of tho outhronk, by guaranteoing the Dellil atanderd of 
allowances, and in ono or two Instancos, na nt Mynporle, a still 
higher rato, bul in this Intter class of ongos tho scourlty was 


evidently not cousklored good, the sopoys not boing Induced to 
remain, 
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opposition to that of their political caste and the will 
of the army. Unanimity of action in covery political 
or social question, tho flock of ignorants being led by 
the few, is almost tho only point of honour known or 
acknowledged amongsh tho natives of India, and if iy 
common to thom all, whethor barbers or soldiors, 
Eindoo or Mahomedan,—all combine with wonderful 
and tenacious unanimity. Our strikes in England, ag 
dopicted by Hugh Miller,” bear some analogy to this, 
Combination alone is the mainstay and sceret of the 
maintenance of cnste, and caste in the North-West 
Provinces is the only roligions fow trouble them 
selves on ny other point, When in health, the 
Ilindustani of the North-West is far too indepondent 
to be led s0 blindly by tho nose by pricsta as the 
Tniserable inhabitants of Lower Bengul or other por 
tions of India, Li was but natural then, in spite of 
some dark prejudices rogavding the departed and 
their influcnce in this world, that all religion should 
resolve itself into e atrict maintenanco of’ caste, a0 
flattering 1o the vanity of a vain racet 

* OF a strike in which Tugh Millor wae engaged, ho anys, “Tt

Thoy are tyrants to thelr fellows org they come into oalllelon with 
thoir masters.” 

t Caste punctilios aro now and thon varlod by aplvit and domon 
worship; thus, those who dio of amall-pox, ox by being hangad, ot 
women in child-birth, are condemned to wander as bhooty, or 
ghosts, for millions of years on the banka of cortain Inrga rivers, 
ond to haunt thelr descondants from generation lo goneration, 
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In addition to its present quiot submission, this 
company also ropresented in ilsolf ameny of thove 
paradoxical peculiarities ohsorvablo throughout tho 
mutiny. Tho man who was mosb conspicuous in 
ou discussions at the camping ground was violont 
and uncompromising in his gostures and Innguayzo, 
was ono of two men who refused to join in the 
mutiny of his company, when that event oecurred, 
Flo was one of tha sincore class over whom cesign- 
ing natives worked their wicked will; but bofore 
the fatal day arrived, ho had his eyes opened, and 
timo was given for veflection, 

It might be thought that oux docision to march at 


The veault being, thet a misfortune, supposed to orlginate with 
thea bhoots, now and thon places something in the pockots of the 
Gungapuirs, sons of Gangos, ov Induces a woman to drown leeweit’ 
in tho villago well, lo ba rovonged on her husband in the shape of 
an avenging bhoot, AU times thoy also propitinte by offerings 
the demon of opidomies, occnalonally, however, treating lim rathor 
harshly. “hus, in the Bolundshuluy distiet, 11 1846, Cromembor 
some most sorloue alfraya, Lho roaults of attempts to drive the 
dreaded cholera out of partioutar villages, ‘Cho infeated village 
would proce a black buflilo to represant the eplelt of this 
scourge, cogoring him over wlth well-tarred torehus; all not 
prostratad by tho disonao would, about mtdnight, well armod, 
attend tho bonat with lighted torchea and tholr infornal musta to 
tho borders of an uninfected village, Tere, Iigliting thy lorchos 
tied ovor tho alrondy-oxellad antnial, they would attempt to drlva 
this fitting roproaentation of thelr affticling damon avross tho 
boundary Into thotr neighbour's landay bué thelr ucighbuuta are 
on the look out, and quite ‘ready to rovelve thom, ao hat sorlous 
affrays are tho raault. The womon also folluw tho good oxamplo 
of thelr husbands, and got up amatl affraya of thelr own, hy throw 
ing fuenituro and domestia utonsila Dito tholr nefghbours’ fields 
with tho samo viow-—tlint of gotting rid of tho oholora. 
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once into Saharunpore ab such a momont was havdly 
politic, as ondangoring tho anfety of the station, but 
various considerations dotormined ony courses chiefly, 
wo considored, that wo should be battor able there to 
control tho mon on our ground in tho station iself 
than in the district, while tho troops themselyos 
would probably have rofused to march in any other 
direction, ‘Tho 6ih wo thought tolorably staunch, 
and they wore undor positive ordors to mavrel back 
to Umballah, which gavo a plausible colouring to 
a second long march on tho same day. Tho 20th 
might, for a timo, ba partially controlled by tho 6th, 
and tho station would, under any circumstances, bo 
lost if our forco mutinied, for it was all that Saharm- 
poro possessed, 

“"O the march our calculations wore again upset, 
as some of tho 6th behaved most insolently to Cap. 
tain G-—n, this being tho moro significant, as he 
was, without doubt, a great favourite amongst his 
men, and possessed very considerable influenco with 
thom. Yet the 1st of June passed quietly; and great 
was the roliof to find onosolf in a house well"protocted 
from the scorching sun and hot winds, I may hero 
vemaric that, though disagreeable, thoas winds aro 
not actually unhealthy, if the protection of house 
can bo sceured, and attendance in a erowded cut 
chory* is not necessary. Still, exposure to an Indian 
sun, during the provalenco of the hot winds, is more

the oxeitemont has passod away, 

During tho evening of tho 1st of Juno soveral 
natives called and informed mo that the 6th Native 
Infantry wero disposing of all theiv porsonal property 
in tho city for anything it would realizo and much 
below its intrinsic valuo, converting, in fact, all thoy 
possessed into cash, Tho inference naturally drawn 
by theso residents of tho city, that the 6th had mado 
up their minds, was clonrly a correct ono, Tho tino 
and complexion of the outbyonk waa now the only 
question, As neither tho 20th nov tho 4th Laneers* 
were showing any oqually undisguised indications of 
following suit, wo hopod for the best, CaplainG——n, 
distrusting, nevertholess trusted hia own mon, to whom 
he was much attachad 5 it was vain for tho rost to act 
otherwiso, In the provention of an outhrenk wo were 
holploss, and constant anxiety lad induced an almost 
inconceivable callousness ; our position had frequently 
been in appearance moro imminently threatening, 

Anativo gontloman, who was fond of shooting, and 
in quioter times had sometimas aecompaniod me when 
in tho vicinity of jungles, and loisuvo was found for 
short excursiong, liad then becomo ag intimate with 
me as it is prudont in a civil officer itr India to 

¥ 
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pormit with tho over-cralty Iindustent, Ilo wes of 
that stamp of native rarely lo be found in northern 
India, amongst the genorally contemptibly cffominate 
wealthier classes; ho was manly, loved manly sparta, 
and as a natural result was noither gifted with that 
cringing flattery nor insolent arrogance, rathor, as 
it may be tormed, sickly impudonce, oxtremes every. 
where manifested by this class in tho North-West, 
and which it scems, as a rule, impossible for them 
to avoid. Ie, in fact, undorstood his position, and 
how to meet you as a gentloman, and the notorious 
Nane’s elder brother was another of tho fow excop- 
tions I havo met with, This native gontloman’s 
namo was Oosmin Khan, a resident of Belaspore, 
distant some fifteen miles from the town of Saharu- 
ore ' 

pore, From the commencement of the mutiny, he con- 
stantly visitod mo, whonovor I was in the station or 
encamped anywhere within reach of Belaspore, 'Thore 
was a mutual kindliness of focling botweon us, and I 
was glad to seo him, At first, bofore porceiving that 
the mutiny was actually a robellion, in which ho might 
improve his position, iis visits did, I think, oviginate 
honestly, and his advico was corlainly good. Day 
after day did ho roitorato that the only policy which 
could now in ow position possibly auccced was 
severity in the oxtremo; that death must now 
become the only punishment for the slightest oppo- 
sition, and that any doviation from this course would 
insuro tho Joss of tho district, But whon the storm 
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was closing thicker round ua, I noticed that ho 
visited me, slill unchanged in mannor, in company 
with Doodw Singh, the head of tho Bunjarahe 
Deedar Singh, though a man powerful amongst his 
olan, was, in many respects, but a simple-minded 
Bunjavah, ov cow-hord, totally unable to copo with 
Ooamtin Khin, Mahomedens and Bunjarahs “avo 
by nature deadly onemios, and it was easy to pox~ 
celye that tho wily old Mahomedan, whatover his 
personal attachments might bo, was playing a deop 
game; he wished to onlist on his sido tho poworful 
clan of Bunjavahs, and Deodar Singh was ovidently 
falling into his meshoa, ‘Theso two mon togothor 
could, if necossary, muster tho whole population of 
the northorn portion of the district, which, though not 
numerous, were hardy, well armod, and accustomed 
to use theiy arms in killing gamo and wild animals, 
When to all it appeared vory doubiful if wo could 
hold out much longor, Oosmin Khin pressed mo 
to take sholtor in his gluta, or forl, if obliged to fly. 
Tho offer was, I think, kindly meant, and ho might,

re 
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in conjunction with Decdar Singh, also a friond of 
mino, have protected mo if necessary; but tho feel. 
ings of a conquering race overcame oven tho Ikindest 
offers of the conquered whon reverses have put the 
former on their motal, and Oosmin Khan was dis. 
tinetly informed that never would on Englishman 
request sheltor from n native. No wonder,” was 
the reply, * there has beon so much treachory ;” yal, 
so true was ho to tho Uindustani charactor, I could 
never detect any change in this man’s behaviour to 
me, and frequently did ho repeat the offer, 

Whon Delhi had fallen, and no doubt remained 
in the native mind which sido would bo victorious, 
‘Oosmin Khan and Doedar Singh ceased to bo soon 
toggthor; tho natural‘animositics of a hostile xaco 
and erced wore left to play in their full vigour, now 
that Oosmin Khin’s interest to bo civil had censed, 
while his dupe, Deedar Singh, seemed to me almost 
ashamed of the Intimacy ho had pormitted tho former 
to establish with him. 

On the 2nd of June, the disaffected of the Sth 
Native Infantry gradually workod thomselvoa up to 
tho necessary state of oxcilomont, ‘Though the course 
tho mutincors intended to adopt had been clearly 
defined, the knowing ones woro nware that, with 
woll-timod exaitemont, many of tho loyally dligposed 
might join, Most of us distrusted ovary man in the 
xegimont, notwithstanding Caplain G-——n’s conf. 
denco in his men, for all previous knowledgo of 
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sepoys had invariably proved valueless, Yut thero 
wore actually two violently antagonistic parties in 
this vogiment, and tho loyal wero as strong and de- 
termined aa tho mutincors, ITad wo been ublo to 
oppose to thom Europeans, and thus excited the deep 
yaco jonlousios of tho timo, all to a man would pro» 
bably havo tuned against ua; as it was, tho wild 
native impulsos, with no opposition to dovelop thom, 
were subdued by timo for practical roflection. 

The detachmont of tho 6th Native Infantry hap- 
pened to bo Lemporarily oncamped in ono cornor of 
the grounds belonging to the hougo in which moat 
of us wore living, and tho houso was within cnsy 
musket rango of their camp. An ordor to mareh+ 
early tho following morning in tho direction of Tyy- 
ballah was issued to tho 6th Native Infantry, about 
6pm. on tho 2nd of Jue, ‘Chis, they at onco argued, 
would place thom in the power of Europeans, and 
Captain GQ——n was informed that it was theiv in- 
tention to disohey the order, This pointed disallec- 
tion was too much even for Captain G-——-n, who 
now camo ovor to where thoso in the bath-house wore 
assembled, The caso was discussed, when Captain 
W—d suggosled that, as nll did not scom unani- 
mous in tho wish to disobey orders, those who had 
made up their minds not to march had bettor bo 
informed that tholy servicos wero not required, Cnp- 
tain G@——n disapproved; ho still clung to the hope 
of keeping his men to thoir duty, As Captain

W—d's suggestion was, howover, cloarly tho host 
course, he assumed his position as sonior officer then 
in the station, and ordored tho suggestion to be car. 
vied out, Ho himself, with a civilian, then accom. 
paniod Captain G——n to the encampment. ‘Themen 
wore called togothor, It was clearly oxplaincd to 
them, that all who desired to continue no longer in 
the government soryico would be paid up, and re 
coive their dischargo in duo form. A Hist of the 
men was thon produced and xead out, and instruc 
tions given that, on each namo being called, tho man, 
if he wished to remain in the scrvico, was to join the 
officers ; if not, ho was to fill back. ‘Thoso first on 
the list camo forward, but, ono by one, thoy began 
to fall back, till the mutincors gained strength and 
courage enough {o jeor at all thoso who joined their 
officers, It was romarked, at tho timo, that tho mu- 
tineors so fell back as to bo near tho spot whore 
the arms wore piled, and that this portion of tho 
drama passed off quictly must bo attributed entirely 
to tho extraordinary influenco possesacd by Onptain 
G—n ovor his mon. Captain G———n and tho 
civilian now retived into ® tont closo at hand, wait. 
ing for tho money which had boon sent for from 
the civil troasury to moot the legitimate demands of 
those supposod to bo retiring from tho sorvico, and 
whore the details of the arrangomont could bo car- 
vied out; while ono of tho party, Captain W——d, 
continued with the mon. 
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Those in the tent shortly sont a man to summon 
tho frst on tho list, to receive his arrears and dis- 
charge, This man, leading all the disaflected, ealled 
out that theiy arms must accompany thom: those 
they at onco seized, and began londing, Captain 
\——d_ now ordored the woll-affeeted (o load also, 
which thoy did; hut they pressed him to be off to 
his own men, the 4th Lancers, declaring their in« 
ability to protect him, Sceing the gumo waa up, 
Captain W——d mado for his own troopors, who 
were oneamped a short distance beyond the com 
pound boundary in tho regular cncamping ground. 
Tho mutincors anticipated him ; firing commenced, 
and cortain of them closed in between him and tho 
cavalry, which necossilatod a movo towards the houso 
in front of which most of us ware seated, ce 

“Wolf” had so often boon tho ery, that careless~ 
ness had gradually supervoned and modified our usual 
precautions. Most of ow small pavly of Juropeans, 
excepting thoso who had been in the bath-houso, were 
not assembled at our rallying point when the plot 
actually doveloped itsolf I myself had driven out 
towards tho native cily, accompanied by a friend, 
with tho object of taking a hurled viow of tho stato 
of things in that divcction, Truo, we bad added a 
couple of rifles to our ordinary armamont of pistols; 
but the usual ordor for anddled horsos had not boon 
issued hy me, and tivo othors were dopendent on 
my horses, which wero kept, as usual, in their own 
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stables, Most of our party, I think, kopt thoty horses 
at the rendozvous ; but, boing ill and dead beat with 
exposure, I proferred living alone, whore quict wag 
a possibility, and my arrangomonts wore shaped ac. 
cordingly. A second party of threo had also gono 
out driving in a dog-cart in another divection, but 
totally unarmed, whilst ow officiating artillorymen 
was visiting his houso, though not far off, 

My friend and mysclf had hardly dismounted and 
seated oursolves in front of the rendozvous houso, 
whon the first shot at Captain W——d was firod, 
The subsequont rapid fixing, in our direction too, 
put us on our motel. As the othors thoro sented 
van in for thoiy arms, our artilloryman galloped 
up. Our guns consisted of ono three-quarter and 
oné half pounder, probably moro dangerous to friends 
than foes. Thoy had been sent to us by tho Rance 
of Landhoura, and wero poor specimons of bad 
native guns, not loss than a hundred yonrs old; 
however, thoy answered ow purpose. The namo of 
such s possession was somothing, and all loyal natives 
were in confidenco informed that grapo and canister 
had beon made up for tho said guns, Lho beat of 
tho two was rapidly loaded with canistor and whooled 
out to the cdgo of iho balustrade facing tho sopoys, 
who were within riflo-shot, but wo did not rotwn 
their salute, agrecing to resorvo our fivo till avery shot 
would tell, In a short timo wo saw Captain W—d 
coming towards us with sepoys in pursuit, and could 
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not but come to the conclusion that tho 4th Lancors 
had also joined in Uho mutiny. Tt was now growing: 
dusk, which, with tho dust and utter confusion, 
added much to the indistinciness of passing oventa, 
Wo could, however, make out that tho majority of 
the mon before us were at this inslant turning from 
the direction of tho honse, and going towards tho 
Moeruth road, Nono of us doubted that the wholo of 
the dth at least had mutiniod, and wondered that they 
did not como to closo quarters. ‘Iho intornal clissen- 
sion partly causod this, though thoy had not much 
to foar from tho loyal, but: they wore true to their 
raco as sepoys.* Daring to a degrea whon tho

Tho instances of Unego wnoqual contesta aro numerous, aud all 
who havo lived much fn tho vicinity of Tndlan forests ave well 
acquainted with such casos, ‘Vo roluto only u single oxumplor 
When X was once ancampod in tho noighbourhoot of Telamnugur, 
ono of tho largor species of leopard solzod and carriod ofl’ a 
Rajpoot, ploughing ils fleld noar my tonts. ‘Two of tho manta 
relations, armod with aworda alone, ab onco gavo clingo, overtook 
tho loopard, mud actually out him down in flr opon fight. Lhoy 
recovered tho body of their rolntive at tho exponae of some alight 
wounds, and aout the leopard’s akin tomo, Tow Muropoans thus 
armed would face tho leopard or ligor; a foal which is common 
mough in those jungle tracts, and tho raco that can produce mon 
possessing the nerve capable of achloving those avtions must not 
ae too much dospiead in consaquonce of thelr cowardice during 
‘ho lato rovoll, as moronse of Mitolligenca may yot onabic them to 
lireot aright the strongth thoy doubtless possoag, 
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minimum of danger was to be cneountored, they 
would not face a discharge of tho dreaded prapo and 
afew rifles. The firing having ceased, to us ag yet 
unaccountably, we wore joined from another direc 
tion by tho two who had beon in the tent; we expected 
that they might bo ablo to onlighten ua, but they 
seemed evon moro ignorant than oursolves of tho 
actual position of affairs, for, shortly afler arriving, 
they pressed a fow mon of tho 29th, then on guard 
at asmall house in the compound, to attack the th, 
This they refused to do, pleading the nocossity of 
guarding the post assigned to thom, ‘Thoro was a 
small supply of tronsuxo in tho honso, so that the 
grounds of their roftsal wero logitimato, had wo not 
ourselyos posted them thoro, and thoy were bound to 
obey tho soniox officor prosont, ‘Thoiv conduct wo 
naturally looked on with suspicion; they might attack 
us in rear, but thoi refusal to act was most for- 
tunate. Tho only mon thoy could thon havo at 
tacked wore the faithful, through whoso fidelity, 
though apparently unaware of it, the tenants of the 
tent were thon in existence. ‘Iho mutinoers should, 
howover, vecoive tho credit duo to thom of not firing 
in the direction ovon of their favourite officors’ tent. 
Aflor much hesitation, somo of tho party wont up 
to the faithful of the 6th. It then appeared that not 
only had the sopoys assombled thore not remained 
passive spectators, but had actually shot down ono of 
the mutineers, whon attompting to intorcept Captain 
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w——d, This was tho first caso of tho kind we 
had even heard of, 

It was mentioned abovo thal one party wont out 
unarmed in a dog-cart and happened to bo rotumning 
by tho vory road the muuincors hed taken, Tho 
constant heavy discharge of firo-arms was so com 
mon in the cily aud neighbourhood in those days 
thet the firing had not attracted the attention of this 
party as at all peouliar, Tho acpoys thoy noticed 
ahead of them, and thought litilo of it, Fortunately 
their horse ab this junctura siumbled and fell, and 
all wore thon thrown out of the dog-cart, ‘The 
mutineors, brimfull of suspicion, at onco assumod 
that this accldont must bo a knowing device for 
escape, and calling out “ Mar! mar!” bogan firing, 
Distance, dusk, and thoir heols saved tho officers’ 
lives, Tho ovident intontion of tho sepoys was to 
let the officers drive into the midst of them, and when 
within ten yards tho gamo would havo beon safe 
onough, Und their guilly suspicions not beon 
aroused, and hol firing commenced as doseribed, 
tho officers would probably have wallod through 
this body of sepoys on foot, as thoy had no reason 
to suspect thoso mon in particular, Thoi oseapo waa 
altogether providentinl. 

Tho squall cloared off just before it became very 
dark, whon a patrol of the 4th Lancors was sont in 
pursuit of the mutinoers, Naturally, they could not 
be found, Tho domonstration-was politic, whilo 
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darkness formed a plausible oxense for want of sue 
coas—in itself a success, On roviowing our pos. 
tion, wo found that tho 29th had nll vomained 
staunch at thoir post ovor tho civil treasury, about 
half a milo distant, hoy had no idon of shaving 
the treasure with tho 6th Native Infintry; it wag 
all thoir own logitimato proporty by the established 
usages of tho rovolt, and civcumstances might yot 
enable them to becomo solo proprictors, Tho 4th 
Lancors too, with tho oxception ofa fow desorters, 
wore ‘still at work, so wo could now bogin again, 
and hope for the bost, till the next cause of oxcite. 
mont should spring up Tho mutineors, both of the 
4th and 6th, had loft without tho arvonrs of pay duo 
to them, and tho hag, with tho money intended for 
them, was loft untouched by any ono, 

On this ovening I noticed that oven tho ronlly loyal 
men.wero excited to a pitch that only religious fana- 
ticism could account for, which was, doubtless, the 
motive foreo brought to boar upon tho uninitiated, 
Never had I seon natives thus peculiarly oxcitad, ox 
copt in the case of the 29th at the oncamping ground 
at Khorce proviously roforred to, It scomod. a grentor 
offort to xosist the domon of mutiny than to oboy his 
inspirations; the effort had ovorstrained their minds ; 
they could not comprchend their position; somo were 
talking wildly, others soizod violontly tho avms of 
Europeans, and declared that no harm should happen 
to us, at any vate whilst dey woro alive They 
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woro, for the timo, sincera, though, in a fow woeka, 
many of theso tov wore onguiphed in the fesistible 
stream.” 

Moro than ordinary good conduct and fidelity on 
the part of two of my sorvanis was ovincod during 
this mutiny of the 5th Native Infantry. Whon the 
fire was thickest, wo saw a man Inuricdly leading a 
horse close in front of the line of sopoys. My asto- 
nishmont was considerable on recognizing that the 
man was my Mahomedan groom, ILussan Khin, with 
one of my horses. Ifo did not got vory far, howover, 
before tho animal, oxcited by the firing, knocked him 
down, broke away, and galloped off Tho groom was 
Jost sight of, but a moment or two ator, another ser- 
yant, Kukundoo, a half-cnste, botweoon an Oudo Raj- 
poot and a Passco,t mado his appearance on my small 
Burmah pony; he brought two more guns and a

well armed, and naturally of a Inwless dlepoultion, bacame vory 
troublesome during tho Inte rovalt to both fronds and foos, The 
men of proporly in Oude generally pay tho Passeos a apoctos of 
black mail, by omploylig members of tho clan as watchmon, in 
which capacity they aro gonorally fulthful, and tho rest of tho 
olan hold aacred tho proporty of a nan ongaging ono of their 
number, 
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sword, and was loaded with bags of ammunition, ] 
picked up this man some years before as a boy 
rather a vagamullin, too—at Cawnpore, whore he 
wos a camp followor of tho 74th Native Infantry, 

Ho always accompanied me on my shooting pani 
tions, and he had become a dead shot, even at snipe, 
an accomplishment ravoly acquired by a native, At 
such a moment ho was a valuable addition to ow 
small forco, for all trusted him, Ilo said he hed 
come to accompany me if flight was necessary ; but, 
as my horse had eacapod, ho handed the pony, oxtra 
guns, and ammunition over to me, and van off for 
anothor stecd, My plucky Mahomedan groom had, 
howovor, anticipated him. Disappointed in his first 
bold offort, ho at once returned to my house, quickly 
snddled anothor horse, and managed to bring it to 
me by a more circuitous track, I cortainly never 
expocted the Mahomerlan to act Urus, ‘This man was 
also a native of Oude, Aflor tho fall of Delhi, when 
my duties led mo down country with the columns 
thon reoceupying the Gangos-Jumna Doab, this man 
found himself not far from his homo, situated near 
the left bank of tho Gangos. Ifo was naturally ex 
tremely anxious to visit his native villago, to ascer. 
tain tho situation of his family and what had boon the 
affect of the revolt on thoso dearest to him. As he 
resembled a sepoy, and knowing that his appearance 
would be against him, Crefused to sanction this leave, 
and he marched about the country with mo a fow 
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months longer; but again neaving his homo, I was 
woak enough to grant the leave so anxiously soli~ 
cited, though only for a term within which I know 
that that portion of tho country would not be reoceu- 
pied. Tle nevor voturned; and, afler much inquiry, 
gome of my othor servants brought information that 
the poor fullow had been mistaken for a sopoy, and 
killed during a sudden atiack mare on his village, in 
consequence of partios from that neighbourhood phin- 
dering or threatening tho right bank of the Ganges 
Thongh these two servants so unoxpectedly behaved 
well, the head native amongst my servants novor 
made his appearance. Boing a resident of Onde, and 
belonging to tho aame village as many of tho sopoys, 
this head sorvant might oasily have fwnished me 
with valuable information, if so inclined, but I nevor 
could got anything out of him, though 1 afterwards 
ascertained that ho had a vory gond idea of the plans 
of the mutineors, as it was tho intorost of tho sepuys 
to be on good terms with him, for tho sako of such 
information og ITindustani servants amongst Cindu- 
stonis ave invarinbly supposed to possess, he being 
supplicd with soaps of intolligenco in yoturn,

‘Tim Nusseoroo Battalion, 300 strong, sont to us by 
tho Punjaub outhovitios, arviyed af Seharunpore on 
tho morning of the 8rd of Juno, Wo all rojoiced in 
this oxchango of Hindustanis for Goorkha troops; 
but tho Nusscorees brought with them tho cholora, a 
less welcomo guost, This regiment had been tho 
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origin of ono of the worst panies hat over disgraced 
the namo of Englishman, ‘Cho Redan and the Mth 
Dragoons at Chilluanwallah have given riko to the 
impression that private guldiors alone aro the class 
subject to panica ; but at Sina thera were none, 
The Nusscorees had shown a decidedly mutinons 
spirit at J utob, when ordered to march without leay- 
ing tho usual guard of their own mon over their 
women, a point on which they aro extremely Jealous. 
Jutob ig somo four ox five miles from Simla, and 
separated from ib by dofensible ravines, AL the 
Jattor place tho English residents, amongst whom 
there must havo been, including officors, civiliana, 
and shopkeepors, from 160 to 200 mon, instead of 
uniting and holding their own, which, for tho pro- 
tection of tho Iadica and childvon, was absolutely ne« 
cessary, actually flod, and seattorod in all directions. 
Tho chiof military and civil authoxitios residing in 
the placo took the load in this disgraceful evasion, 
and, what ia hardly crediblo, thoy left the ladies and 
childron, whose husbands and fathora were fighting 
in tho plains, to tako caro of thomuulvos, Tad actual 
mutiny ocourred at Jutoh, there wore few placas in 
India, excopt Meoruth, whore the approsination to 
equality in tho respoctive numbors of tho English 
and the mutincers would have been so favourable 
to the former; and yat it was only hero where tho 
disgrace of unnecessary flight tarnished the English 
hame, 
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Thoxo ware some, however, inspired with tho spintt 
elsewhore oxhibited during this revolt, Lord W, 
Ti——, tho doputy commissioner of Simla, and tho 
officers of the Nusscorees, in apile of tho dofection of 
the other Europeans, remained at their posts, whore 
it ovontually turned oul tho danger had beon exag. 
gevatod. ‘Tho Simla boliers boing mon in authority, 
and only too anxious to covor thoir own disgraceful 
conduct, on arriving in Umballah, sproad the most 
wild and exaggorated roports rogarding tho conduet 
of the Nusscorees; ao thab their original destination, 
Delhi, was changed; and thoy wore, most fortunately 
fox the Saharunporo district, sont to test their loyalty 
onus, On tho advent, thon, of a regiment possess- 
ing so unpleasant a,notoriety, wo could not but now 
and thon xoflect that wo wore porhaps booked for a 
second edition of tho Sth Native Infantry business; 
though, somehow, most of us from the first, in roality, 
placed considerable confidenco in the new arrivals, 
Tho vory day aftor they camo, we took thom out to 
attack a body of rebels assombled some fivo miles 
distance from. the station, who had been omboldoned 
hy the previous day’s mutiny to como to closo quarters, 
Long afterwards, I ascortained that tho 20th Native 
Infantry, having by tho mutiny of the previous day 
got rid of tho 6th, who might havo disputed the 
possession of the tronsure with thom, had invited 
those robollious villagers to attack us ond plunder 
tho station, while they wero comfortably walking of 
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with the trensuvo under thoir charge, ‘Tho plans of 
both parties wore consequently frustrated hy tho nn- 
expected arrival of the Nuescarees, while the discom 
fited rebels cisporsed thomselves amongst ravines on 
our advance with tho Goorkhas, and not a shot was 
fred; though, as usunl, ow gallant horse police, 
ever foremost in tho absence of danger; managed ta 
inflict somo sovero gashes on a fow unrosisting vil- 
lagers; but such irregularilios it was now impossible 
to restrain. 

As in somo portions of the district botwoon Saha- 
ranporo and Roorkio thoro had beon considorable 
gathorings, attended with outrages, and no revenue 
had becn received, I rode over on the morning of 
the 6th of June to tho latter placo, somo twonty-fve 
miles distant, aecompaniod by a fow native horgemon, 
Revenuo was now to us of more vilal importance 
than in the other one or two districis in the North- 
West, where English authority was partially main- 
tained by tho presonco of Wuropean bayonota, In 
ordinary times, the Sahurunporo district nlways ro- 
colved assistance in meoting its heavy dishursomenta. 
Left to our own resowees, without Muropcans to 
enforeo submission, wo had largo nativo ostablish- 
ments which must eithor bo maintained or thoy 
would assuredly turn against us, Paid from on 
treasury wore the head-quartors of tho Oanal Dopart+ 
ment of the North-Wost Provinces, with its work- 
shops and civil ongincoring collego ut Roorkis; tho 
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canal police and workmon for oth the Ganges and 
Jeastorn Jumna canals; an oxlensive remounting stud 
and botanical gardens, independently of our own 
police and revenue establishments, which had beon 
greatly onlarged. ‘Tho natives engnged in those 
vavious ostablishmonts, with their relatives and de 
pendants, scattered all ovor tho district, would 
continue loyal so long only as ropular pay was 
forthcoming; it therofore bocame impolitic to dis. 
miss oven thoso whoso services wore not required, 
as their loyalty formed an interes ted. bulwark against 
tho progress of vovolt, Amongst tho majority of 
natives, pay rogularly mot will induce submission to 
serious shortcomings and. actual grievances, Money 
was, thorofore, necessary, and tho only possible 
means of obtaining it was by the collection of the 
yeyonue. Accompaniod by a Low mounted. polico, 
to further my viows, as I oxpected no fighting, 
Roorkie for a fow days bovamo tho contro of my 
movomonts, 

Roorkio is situaled on tho right banls of tho Solani, 
at the point whore the noblo aquaduet of the Ganges 
Canal spans that rivor, On clovated ground ovor- 
looking an oxtonsivo tract, encircled to the north by 
tho snowy xangos of the TIimalayas, and bounded to 
tho west by tho Gungos Canal, hore of the dimon 
sions of a xivor, tho position of Roorkie is, in many 
respects, woll chosen, IL is at present in a very 
retired and thinly-peopled portion of tho district, 
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bordering on the oxtonsive Khtdir* jumglo of the 
Ganges; but this IhAdir Js amongst tho richest and 
most valuable land in tho district, which is also the 
caso with some of the junglo tract to the north; conse- 
quently, when theso wasto lands are peopled and eulti- 
vated, Roorkio will nssuino groator imporlance, Prior 
to the mutiny of tho sappors at Roorkio, this place 
had been the scone of one of thoso imnumorablo in~ 
stances of dovotion in tho discharge of their duty 
so conspicuous among IEnglishmon throughout this 
revolt. 

Six companics of the sappors, who had beon 
sont from Roorkio to Meeruth, immediately on tho 
outhrenk had mutinied at tho Iattor place, and 
killed theix commanding officor, Captain 2. Krazor. 
Two companies of this regiment had boon retained, 
in the cantomments at Roorkio, and, on recoiving 
the news of the mutiny of their corps at Meeruth, 
the mon at Roorkio became vory excited. At ox« 
trome personal risk, Captain D———d and Lioutonant 
B—m, noithor then belonging to tho rogiment, 
proposed to livo and sloop in tho quarter guard 
with the men to quiot thoir suspicions, ‘This act 
of devotion continued till tho 18th of May, when, 
at the earnest request of cortain of the nativo off- 
cers and mon, the officors left tho lincs during that 
night; and carly the following morning, aftor a 
slight encounter amongst thomselves, the snappers 
* Low alluvial lands, formed by most of the large Indian rivera, 
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left the place in tho diveotion of the Khidir of the 
Ganges, committing no injury beyond ill-troating 
afew of tho fifty amongst thom who remained loyal, 
Thus terminated almost all immediato anxiety for the 
safoty of the ladies and children in Roorkio, 

On my arrival at Roorkio, I found that tho Euro. 
peans had fortified tho workshops by forming on- 
tronchments, and had mounted somo rathor good old 
Seikh guns captured in tho Punjaub campnign, of 
which they wore tho happy possessors, and which 
excited in my breast no inconsiderable amount of 
envy. All the ladies and childron wove living in the 
workshops, while tho mon kept regular guards, and 
patrolled tho immedinto neighbourhood, 

Lithor not comprehending tho nature of the rovolt, 
or trusting 1o tho quietness of the position, tho ladios 
and the children ab Roorkio had not beon romoved to 
tho hills when this was possible. Now tho vonds were 
closed to such travellers as wore unable to defend 
themsolves, This garrison was, for tho timo, salo; 
but consulting their own safoly alono in such a 
crisis became not only a solfish, but nlso a short 
sighted policy, In a station with an intolligont and 
valuable, though small body of Buvoponns, all offorts, 
with tho helpless charge in tho workshops, were now 
necossarily confined to the immadiato neighbourhood 
of Roorkic, Tho protection of the Indios and. chil- 
dren beeamo tho paramount object, proventing tho 
Ewopeans in Roorkio from adding to the strength of 
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the district by crushing vobollion at a distancos and 
had tho dangerous portions of this districh not been 
successfully restrained by othera, who counted their 
Europeans by units, not by tons, thie whole forces of 
the rebellion would have converged on this spot, 
hampered with women and childyen, 

As, for many roasons, it seems indispensable that 
european ladies and women should be oncouraged to 
accompany their husbands or relations in India, thare 
should be handed over lo civilians in outlying dis- 
tricts, or officers commanding outposts or stations, 
where no European troops avo located, a carefully 
drawn-up sot of instructions as to how the ladios and 
children ave lo bo disposed of, in the ovent of tho 
gountry becoming disturbod, othorwiso tho English 
nation will again witnoss an oxaggerated form of the 
horrors of the past. ‘The Indies and childven boing 
at once removed to placos of safety, the mon avo {reo 
to act as becomes Englishmen, or can retreat in com- 
parative safoly, which would be impossible when 
hampered with so holploss a charge, whose presence 
might eventually provo fatal to all, Thus, at Put- 
tehgurh, had the ladies and childyon, whilo tho roads 
wore opon—which thoy wore for a considorable time 
afler the Mooruth outhroak—beon vemovad to Agra, 
only some cighty milos distant, tho gentlemen could, 
when thoy saw thot farthor offorts to maintain ordor 
wore useless, have mounted thoir horses and canterod 
into that placo, as tho 10th Native Infantry, stationed 
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at Futtchgurh, proved that they would novor hava 
injured them. As il wes, whon tho rovolt thickened, 
the unfortunate residents of Futichgurh, hampored 
with womon and children, dared not move across q 
yebol tract of no groat oxtent, and wo know tho ro. 
sult of the trip down the rivor, or subsequent tonuro 
of the fort of Futtohgurh, On this subject, then, 
distinct ordors should bo given lo those in charge of 
outposts, who, on so vital a point, should not havo 
froe scope to indulge the whim of the momont, All 
idea of vendoring natives moro loyal by a sem« 
blanco of confidence, so frequontly tried during this ret 
volt, when tho lino of action originating thorofvom ig 
actually wonkoning ono’s own hands, ia but a ornelly 
suicidal policy, for Hindustani are quilo sharp onough 
lo seo through it at once, and chucklo ovor our weak 
ovedulity, which is placing us hopolossly in their 
power, 

From tho 6th of Juno I remained a fow days in 
the neighbourhood of Roorkio, visiting many of the 
larger villages or towns within rango, ‘Those who 
considered thoy had implicated thomsclvos in ro 
bellion, gonorally abandoned thotr homes on my 
approach, but no resistance was offered; my only 
object was to intimidato,* tho straightost ond to a 
nativo’s heart, and theso visits had tho desivod offoct, 


* An old Industant proverb hes it, “Kiole a man first, and 
thon apeak to him;” or, impreas him with your power and ho will 
be civil, Tho Industant probably undorstanda the character of 
his own raco, 
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Tho revenuc camo in, and excused my yvoturning 
to the wolcome sholler of a house, ‘The heat was 
jutense, and constant hard viding in a Juno sun, 
with Hétlo vost since tho outhroak, had loft its traces, 
Excitoment, howover, ig for tho tino a poworful and 
providential tonic. 

At Roorkic, the chief revenue and polico officor of 
the pergunnah (or county) was a Cashmero Brahm, 
named Jwalla Porshad: ho spoke and wrote English 
fluently ; was, in common with all tho Brahmuns, par 
ticularly thoso from Cashmore, cloyor and intelligent; 
and, being a foreignor, tho sineority of his avowed 
impressions regarding the rovolt was probably less 
questionable, On inquiving from this man how it 
was that the highor clnsses amongst tho natives, who 
wore generally woll informed, had been induced to 
join in a rovolt originating ostonsibly in a supposed 
loss of caste, Jwalla Porshad vomarked that tho 
higher classes had hated the Inglish over since they 
had been doprived of their formor power over the 
lowor orders, Anothor important rongon was named. 
They assorted that whon wo first ontored India wo 
courted their society, ond through their influence 
conquered the country, which wo could not have 
accomplished with nativo troops unsupported by 
the good-will of thoir superiors; that now, having 
subdued the wholo country, so far from courting 
their society, wo had coased to bo oven civil to 
them, whilo subverting their ancestral rights in the 
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soil and its cultivators formorly thoir virtual slaveg, 
They folt, in fact, that wo wore oxactly in tho posi. 
tion of the man in tho fablo, who assisted tho horse 
to catch his onomy. Nor is it possible to dony the 
truth of much of this, which chiefly arisos from q 
confused. acewnulation of good intontions on ony 
part, A country hardly emorging from barbarism, 
wo trammel with complex Jawa and ragulations 
adapted to ono in an advanced. slage of civilization; 
we endeavour to make tho infant run beforo it can 
walk, which rough trenimont it uatuvally rosents, 
while our oxtromo kindnoss is xowarded by tho dis. 
trust of the moro ignovant portion of tho population 
and the hatred of tho better informed, 

It is fur from my intention to advocato any but a 
progressive policy in India; but thoro aro distinet 
methods of progress, and T fool that wo have not 
been sufficiently alive to tho importanco of making 
material progress procedo logislation for a people 
thus oivcumstanced. In our onrlior possossiona, our 
policy, while wo roprossod violence, was to leave 
overything as much as possiblo as wo found it; our 
rule thus became popular, and enabled us to advance 
to furthor conquests. Tho cfvil officor in thoso days 
merely oxoreised a gonoral, careless suporviston, his 
nativo subordinales doubtless accomplishing enough 
iniquity; but it was carriod out in accordance with 
native ideas; oven tho pooror classos liked il, while 
the rich had moro consideration shown to them, and 
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wore happy. With less work to engage his timo, 
the civil officer had more leisure to devote to inter~ 
views with native gontlomen. Theso wero free to 
come at all times, and enter into long palavers with 
tho head of tho district, than which nothing more 
delights them, ag they thus acquire greater con- 
sideration amongst their own roteinors, and Jolin 
Ball even may undorstand how to aympathiso with 
this fecling, In our daya, on tho contrary, the 
meshes of the legislative net have yomly hbeon 
drawn smallor, till they al last circumvent every 
imaginablo vigpling litle fish that had fur bottor 
have beon allowed to cscapo from the confounding 
talons of that harpy called appeal, which rondors 
the action of our courts uttorly incomprchonsiblo 
to all but tho cily sharpors ox highly rospoctable 
pleaders in Sudder Adauluts, With tho inovonso 
of legislation, tho official rettwns, too, required from 
distwict officers, who oxo tho servants of many mas- 
ters, boing most porploxingly multiplied, with no 
proportionate addition to tho subordinate staf of the 
district, tho worl at timos, and that, too, in a tropical 
climata, is hoavior almost than anything known ovon 
in the English motropolis, LExoopting whon at his 
meals, tho civilian has oflon no momont of the day 
to himsolf’; and, after iwonty-fvo years of this slavery 
in India, it is hardly to bo wondorod at that ho is 
frequently totally worn out. 

Ono consequence of this increasing work ie, that 
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civilians gonorally havo no time to ongago tn tho ine 
toresting conversations so loved by native gentlemen, 
The respectable old Jandholdor or city capitalist con 
siders ita duty to pay his rospects now and thon to 
the hond of the district; but how is this achioyed? 
After boing detained in an ante-room perhaps half 
an hour or moro, he is ushored into tho presence; 
both parties bow politely; half-a-dozon words ate 
oxchanged ; anothor bow and tho convorsation must 
ond, or the civil officer’s work fills into arrears, 
Men entitled to considoration in tho district justly 
complain, but the romedy Tics not in the civil officer's 
power, 

Liligation in our courts, instead of boing encou 
raged by tho powor of appenl, should and could be 
easily diminished to the mutual benofit of both go- 
yornors and governed, All logislation that increases 
the numbor of casos brought under tho direct cogni- 
zonce of Europeans, as steadily increases tho native 
hatrod of tho forcign race, Govern kindly and woll 
hy all mens, but do not lot an Englishman appenr 
in the transaction at all, if possible, ‘hero is a 
universal ery amongst tho Furopean press in India 
for an incroase of tho Europonn agoncy in the minor 
civil appointmonts, which tho natives do doubtless 
constantly abuso, But it would bo impossible to 
obtain respectable Europeans to accept those appoint- 
menis on anything like the presont allowances; and, 
even wore those allowances doubled, the exporiment 
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would bo a dangerous onc, It may bo an unpolit- 
ablo assortion, but it is, novortholess, not fur from 
the mark, thot ill-paid Muropeans in India, if thoir 
position alforda facilities for il, do genorally, Grong 
the exceptions may be numerous, after a fow years! 
exporionco, combine with all the native lovo of in- 
friguo' and bribory that indomitable English pluck 
which evontually carrics them far beyond the Tlin- 
dustani, and rendovs thom, both to tho peeuninry in- 
terests and reputation of the Govornmont, infinitely 
more dangorous. ‘This refors to vory minor appoint- 
ments, such as round superintendentships, &e, 3 but, 
expand tho oxperimont, and the rosult would simply 
be dishonour to tho linglish name, loss of revonuo to 
Government, and downright hatred of tho conquering 
race, If tho disoredit of bribery is to be attached to 
any one, let tho nativos bo able to accuso their own 
raco alono, and look up as heretofore to the Juropoans 
possossing powor in thoiv districts as unapproachablo 
by such influences, Encourago Europeans, by all 
means, to enter the country as indigo planters, mor- 
chants, or othor occupations indepondent of the Go- 
vornmont, and tho native will always moot thom half 
way; but it is our policy to let tho nativos foel as 
much as possiblo that thoy are governed by natives, 
_ and that tho Huropoan is prosont in tho district merely 
to prevent tho abuso of power by his own country- 
men, The native will thus loso aight of tho con- 
stant preyonce of official mombors of tho conquoring 
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raco at times, avon with tho host intentions, commit. 
ting injustice through tho incossant perjury of all 
litigants, I havo conslantly soon an injured man 
with o case, if truthfully stated, as cloar os daylight, 
under tho impression that ho was strongihoning his 
position, so uttorly confuse its important featuros by 
the intvoduetion of falso ovidence, that it oventually 
became a mater of great doubt what were tho real 
facts of the caso, and whether your own conclusion 
was correct, ILowever, tho less natives aro go- 
vorned diroctly by Europeans, the loss trouble will 
they givo, and the more happy and contonted will 
thoy become, Tho civil administration of tho country 
will thus alono maintain a corlain degroo of popula. 
rity ; for [industanis, liko mon of othor nations, take 
kindly the abusos committed by thoir own race, 
while wildly oxaggorating those of Europeans, 
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CHAPTER VIL 


Return to Saharunporo—Glonmy nature of tho nows from all

On returning to Saharunporo, after the expedition 
mentioned in tho preceding chapter, I found our 
small party in much tho same situation as whon I 
left, They wero alill living in one houso, though 
the conduct of the Nussoeroes had boon such as to 
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inspire much confidence, Rest was indisponsable 
to myself while there was a chanco of it, but the 
discomfort of a crowded house precluded. this; my 
own, though I shoukl there bo alone, was conse. 
quontly preferable lo ono totally oxhausted both in 
mind and body. Without dosiving to dismiss the 
usual Ilindustant guard at my houso, who had shown 
no indications of disnfléction, it must bo confessed 
that I at Limes felt a little too much at thelr morey, 
This protracted feeling of uncertainty had now, how- 
ever, become almost asccond nature; while the tidings 
of disaster from all quarters atriving in a confused 
form, ofton totally incorrect, and always long after 
date, only yondoxed our horizon daily darker and 
more gloomy, Massacro on masgsnere, but the storm 
seemed only to be gathoring its strongth 5 tho worst 
had not yet como; twonty-four hours’ rost, and I 
longed again for activily; tho nutives must fecl that 
they wore dealing with Englishmen, 

Tfardly had tho wish avison then tho Jullundor 
mutineers made tholr appearance on the banks of 
the Jumna. They crossed on rafts, but divided into 
two parties, to onablo this to bo carricd into effect 
more rapidly. Tho first party, some 200 strong, 
passed through the district so rapidly in the Dolhi 
dixoction, that all plans and calculations wore frus- 
tated. Saharunporo, we concluded, they certainly 
intonded to attack, and could not at the time asegn 
any othex reason for thoix move across tho Jumna, 
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Delhi being on the right bank of that river, Thoir 
first march from Rajpore was thixty-fvo miles, and 
their sccond oqually long; but we wero not aware 
thatave wore dealing with nan thoroughly frightoned. 
Shortly after this, tho sceond party, from 300 to 400 | 
strongs marched down with oven move rapid strides, 
The experionce of tho fivst party's moyements now 
assisted us, Aftéy much discussion regarding the 
direction wo should, take, with 150 of the Nuascorecs 
amd some of tho 16th Ivrogulai’ Cavalry, wo vory 
neatly intereepted the mutincers at a placo called 
Khora, some eightcon to twonty milos south-west of 
Saharunpore; but they woro hero before us, after 
a march of forty-six milos without a halt, On 
these marches, the scpoys invariably seized all 
horses, @lophanta, and camels they could put thoir 
hands on, and it was congoquently impossible for 
ordinary infuutry to come up with thom. 

On approaching Khora, the onemy’s cavalry 
showed themselves in front of somo groves of 
marigoo trees, which wero surrounded with a bolt 
of brushwood, a quarter of a milo deop. Wo had, 
thorofore, to advance very cautiously, the enemy's 
cavalry gradually rotreating, By tho time wo had 
passed the frst set of groves and reached the vil- 
lage, the cavalry gniloped off, and we found that 
the infantry had abandoned the neighbourhood some 
time, The cavalry were loft morely to deceivo us 
and retard ow advance, thoroby onabling the infantry 

u 
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to got a good starl, which being successfully accom. 
plished, thoy vanished. Tho mutinoors had ontered 
an oxtensive jungle to the south of the villago, aud 
it was now becoming dark. I had often shot in this 
jungle, and knoWw tho hopelossness and dangor of pur- 
suit ding the night, so we quictly lay down in ay 
open space bofore the villago wutil the morning, the 
enomy having in tho meantime mado anothor long 
march, I havo ofton thanked my stars wo had no 
fight that evening, The robela wore vastly auporior 
to us in ovory xespech; the Nussoorecs had not re- 
covered from their Simla notorioty, and in tho fight 
the 15th Irrogulavs would probably have gono over 
to tho’ enomy, attacking us in roar or flank, Tho 
18th Trvegulavs had boon originally raised in the 
Saharunpore district, and theso mon wore those 
absent on leave from thoix rogimont whon the re- 
volt commenced. It was the custom in the Com- 
pany’s amy to grant a vory considorable portion of 
the mon in each native rogimont fowr or six months’ 
furlough during the hot soason, whon parades wore 
not so numerous, Subsequent investigations proved 
to me that the majorily of these mon on furlough 
wore actively engaged against the Governmont; still, 
in consoquence of being scallorcd all ovor tho oou- 
try, and unable gonorally to join their own particular 
rogiments, thoy wore actually of little value to the 
rebels, Tho mutiny commencing as it did, early in 
tho hot season, when so many mon wero absent on 
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furlough, tho effective strength of onch regiment was 
very materially reduced 3 and in so largo an army as 
that of Bongal, this was by no menns on inconsider- 
ablo advantago to tho British cause, + 

Theso 16th, with a fow men bolonging to other 
ivogular cavalry vogimonts, being armed, for tho 
ams and horses of irvegulars are theix own property, 
had just boon summoned from their homes in « 
"yebellious portion of the district through our police, 
and know none of the Europeans, Tho whole thing 
was an exporiment, which nono but men in our posi- 
tion would have ventured to adopt, ‘Thoro was no 
officor to take chavgo of tho 16th in tho field, while 
wo knew that theiy vegimont had mutiniod, killing 
its commanding officer at Sultanpore; and, though 
professing horror of the deed, thoy wore Hindustanis 
and Mahomedans, 

Our misorablo position had doubtless been already 
sufficiently oxaggorated, whon tho passage of the mu- 
tinous troops through tho wostern portion of tho dis- 
trict, and unchecked, rapidly convineod « wavering 
and ignorant population that our powor was renlly 
on the declino; and that now, if evor, was thoro a 
chance for a fling at anarchy, Tho district was 
actually looking quictor than usual, whon an urgont 
roquisition for assistance appearod from a tuhseol- 
dar, or hend'native revenue and police offcor of a 
pergunnah or county, Ho anticipated a serious

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attack on the government Tuhseoleo and Thanah* at 
Nookur, Allowing, however, for tho usual oxagge- 
ration of natives, tho affair did not look to mo very 
govious; so I started with but o fow men for Nookur, 
Besides three Europeans of ow Saharunpors party 
who vyoluntecved to accompany ma, my force con 
sisted of thirty of the Nusscarees and forty Soikh 
horso of tho Rajah of Pulteonlah’s body guard, The 
latter had just beon sent over by the Punjaub autho- 
rities, and they proved a useful body of mon, 

On the 20th of June, on as ficry an afternoon 
as this sonson of tho yoar in the North-West Pro- 
yvincos usually produces, I left tho station of Saha. 
rumpore, accompanied by theso Nusseorees and 
Sctkhs, with both of whom I was now dealined to 
spend many a weary nigh’’s march, or engago in 
doubtful expeditions, The Goorkhas had been sup- 
pliod with bullock carts by Oaptain M——l, the 
officer in charge of the stud, so as to save thelr 
making a long march on foot, and thus vendor thom 
effective, if Aghting was destined to be the ordor of 
the day on arriving at our destination, In conse 
quence of the state of tho cross roads, however, we 
progressed but slowly; and ag there might be really 
more in tho tuhsocldar’s report than I was quite

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willing to boliove, I determined to canter: on with 
my new acquaintances, the Seikh horse, leaving tie 
Goorkhas in chargo of the assistant magistrate, Mr. 
g——e, Theso Seikhs wors ovidently picked mon; 
thoy wore large, handsome follows, gonorally woll- 
dressod, but. badly armed with matechlocks and all 
gorts of nondoseript wonpons, which, though it may 
have addod to thoix pictuvesquoncss, by no moans 
gave mo, on our first acquaintance, a vory favour 
able improssion of their working powers. Thoir 
costume, moroover, struck me as indicating a class 
of men, intended rather fox show than sorvice; but, 
what was worse atill, tho horses, though ovidontly 
good, were by no moans up lo the weight of such 
lumping evcatures. ‘Lhe onduranco and metal, how- 
ever, of those amall half-brod Arabs, so utterly ovor~ 
weighted, aftorwards oflon astonished mo, and forced 
on me the conclusion that » small woll-brod hovae, 
even whon overwoighted, ia moro than « match for 
his largor brother, when constant hard work is ro« 
quired, 

Tt was noar midnight before wo approached ow 
destination, ‘Chore was nothing in the appearance 
of the various villagos, through which wo thus un- 
expectedly passed, to indicate that any disturbance 
had taken place in their immodiate vicinity—in a 
place, in fact, that thoy all looked up to as their 
capital, This carried with it the consolatory os- 
surance that my oaleulations, founded on native 
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voracity, had turned out correct; but, on appronch. 
ing still closer, bungling through the intense dark. 
ness caused by an oxtensivo grove of trocs, after 
losing our path, wo saw flames shooting up about 
a quarter of a mile in front, and at a considerable 
elevation above us, and wo hurried on in tho direc. 
tion they indicated—a font not accomplished without 
unhorsing some of our party in the deop watercuts, 
which it was impossible to distinguish. Coming closo 
‘under the walls of the town, the absence of ovory 
human being from whom I had hore expected to 
gather information, and, beyond tho crackling of the 
fldmos, varied by the falling in of the walls of the 
houses, the doop, unnatural silence, struck mo as 
very: suspicious, and, fox a momont ox two, I thought 
that wo had fallen into.a trap; so we kept to the 
more open ground, till a confused old gontloman was, 
discovered by a trooper contemplating his losses in 
the neighbourhood of his burning house. — ‘This poor 


creature seemed: almost to have lost. his sensos; but’ ' 


through his agency, after considerablo delay, tho Tha- 
nahday (chiof police officer) was unearthed, From 
his report, which was also gloriously confused, tt ap. 
pearod that the rebels, with wondorfal rapidity in 
their movements, after plundering and burning to 
their hearts’. content, had scattered to their homes 
some couple of hours oarlier.. This. actively detor- 
inined onergy surprised me to no smull oxtont; 
-but, distrusting the statement that the rebols had 
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ingly: j : 

Tho Tuhseolee and Thanah being ona consider- 
able clevation, and not far removed from the out- 
skirts of tho town, I at onco visited those places to 

. qscortain if.any of the public records could bo saved ; 
put both buildings, handsome of their kind, were 
hopelessly enveloped in flamos, and soon fell to piecos, 
After posting mon go ng to prevent a surprise, and 
sonding a party to conduct the Goorkhas in, on their 
arrival, I lay down in the contro of an open space 
within the Tuhsoelee enclosure, where sleop, to my 
own astonishmont afterwards, soon overtook mo, in 
spite of the heated atmosphere, the result of the 

_ smouldering fires, and tho constant crash of falling 

ruins all round, ‘The infantry, as expected, did not 

appear fora vory considerable timo, Being con- 
vineed that, by instant pursuit, some of the attacking 
parties might be overtakon, I started as soon as the 
first glimmerings of morning made it possible to 
move over ground where I was atill firmly con- 
yinced, in consequence of, to mo, the unaeconntable 
disappearance of the enemy, that a siurpriso was 
intended, as tho rapidity of our myrangoments in 

Saharunpore and march thonce procluded. the possi- 

bility of their receiving information of my advance 

even half an hour bofore my arrival. I had not. at 
that time comprehended the generally atrong objec- 
tions of all natives to either engaging in any enter- 
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prise at night, or pormitting such to bo carried on 
after tho close of day, This objection really arises 
from timidity—a fooling, in fret, that in the dark. 
ness unforcscon diMcultios may arise, and that thus 
gotling into a hobblo ab night,* cacapo might be by 
no means so oasy, A. Jlindusiani rarely fights at 
all without first examining cavofully tho chances of 
escapo; honco, cavalry, in common with tho Mar. 
hattas,} is always thoi favourite arm ; tho Soikh, on 
tho other hand, prefers infantry, whore his sturdy 
daring will always rondor him formidablo, 

The police and rosidents of tho town of Nookur, 
when I discoverod them, professing, from a mixture 
of ignorance, design, and fear, a total ignorance of 
tho direction taken by their assailants, T was induced 
to determine on overhauling the country to our west, 
having noticed that wo certainly had come across 
none of the vagabonds on the provious night, when 
advancing from tho onst, and I took it for granted 
that thogo villages, at any rate, wore not concornod, 
Ih this conclusion I was wrong, howovor, as some 
of the vary villagos wo had passed through, I sub- 
sequently ascortaincd, had boon amongst tho most 
active in this attack, and wore ovontuully punished 
by me, 

* This doos not, howover, apply to Indian thieves, 

t This term Marhatta, or Miiv-hutia, Js dorived flom the modo 
of warfmo adopted by thoso mon, AZdr monna to atrike, and 
hittna to get out of the way; i.e, thosa who atruok a blow sud- 


donly and at onco roticated out of harm's way, 
t 
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Our pursuit commonced at daybreak. To prevent 
mistakes, the thirly Goorkhas, placed under the charge 
of the assistant magistralo and Mr, W——s, a canal 
suporintondont, were sont in a due weatorly divec- 
tion, whore the ground was clear and open; while, 
accompanied by Mr. II——e, a cloric in tho judgo’s 
office, I scoured the country with our small party of 
cavalry to soo if any indications of tho retreating 
marauders could be found. On ono occasion, when 
abliged to follow the windings of an oxtensivo jool,* 
a considerable portion of which was deep and un- 
fordable, wo noticed a fow hundred mon collected 
under a village on tho margin of tho wator, opposite 
the point whore wo wore making an allompt to cross. 
Jt was by no moans unnatural that tho villagors 
should turn out to examine a party of troopers ad- 
yancing in thoir divection, nor did any of us observe 
that they wero armed. 

Finding it impossible to ford at this point, wo 
returned 1o hunt out 1 better spot, On this, the vil- 
lagers fired sovoral shots, beating their drums and 
shouting doflanily, ‘his wild and uncalled-for do~ 
monstration of hostility was rather amusing than

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otherwise, as our original intontions towards thiy 
paxly wore cortninly peacoalle onough. By keoping 
quiet on our first advanco, the villagors might havo 
wished to lull our suspicions with tho intention of 
attacking, if wo got into a moss whon crossing; but 
if they thought wo wero actually rotventing, one 
would supposo they would have been only too glad 
quietly to got rid of such ugly customers, We must 
conclude that Windustani vanity and love of bravado 
could not resist this sonsoless domonstration. Know» 
ing the Goorkhas could not bo far off on tho other 
side of the jeol, we cantevod round, and aftor uniting 
with them advanced on tho village, which we found 
tenantless, the courago of our assailants having ova 
porated. Boing anxious to push on, in my contempt 
for tho xascals, I did not disturb the domostic eco- 
nomy of thoir village, which I afterwards regretted 
when subsequent investigations onabled me to sea 
their true charactor, 

We advanced again in the same way we had 
started, and at Inst came upon a considerable purty 
labouring along with thoir plundor, which, though 
closo to their villago, had unfortunately not beon 
doposited in timo, It was rather a novol scone to 
me from tho vast amount of almost valuoloss pro- 
porty, such as doors, beams of wood, bundles of old 
clothes, &e,, which those rascals wore caurying vay, 
though whatover was moro valuablo had probably 
been carlicy secured in tho village, I afterwards 
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often noticed tho samo colloctions of almost worth- 
Joss plunder; and. it only shows what a curse these 
plundoring tribes must have beon, as they invariably 
sot fire to or destroyed all that they could not carry 
off, In this mob of marauders I was hardly pre- 
pared to find many more women than mon, Under- 
standing the Euvopoan (rontmont of womon, the men, 
who wore gonorally poorly armod, abandoning theiv 
plunder, seattored aud -attomptod to oscapo, whilst 
the women stood still, In consequonco of the small 
number of our troopers, the men wore only too suc- 
cessful in effecting their excapo, and a few only who 
attempted vesistance were wounded, and tho cap- 
tured were fewor than thoy should have boon; but it 
was a puzzlo how to dispose of the largo bovy of 
women, who stuck portinaciously to their phinder. 

A few troopors were now sont to summon tho 
Goorkhas when wo advanced on this villago, also 
to find it, like the formox, abandoned. A hundred 
troopers might havo provonted the oscapo of tho mons 
but owe party was too small for this duty, whoro, as 
is almost always the caso, extonsivo groves and sorul 
Junglo surround tho villages, ‘The day was now far 
advanced, and wo had gono a considorablo distance 
from Nookur, so, collecting tho rocovored plunder, 
we made tho prisonors, men and women, tramp back 
with double loads, ‘This was tho first instance T had 
observed of a practice univorsal among the Goojurs 
and othor plundering tribes, that of being accom- 
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panied on their plundoring oxcursions by thot: 
women, who aro omployed in assisting tho othe 
beasts of burden to carry off the plundox, and are 
probably rathor good hands at discovering sccroted 
property ; honce, perhaps, tho wonderful clonrances 
made by these rascals in any placo thoy attacked, 
On arriving at Nookur, tho women wore dismissed to 
their homes, as it was impossible for me to devise p 
good method of punishing them, Wo got back to 
our camp, men and horses woll knocked up, 
Finding on arrival that my formor quarters 

amongst tho ruins of tho ‘Tuhsecloo wore, in caso of 
an attack, too confined by buildings ond uncom. 
monly hot, our small camp was removed to a fine 
grove of mangoo trees beyond tho city, whore good 
sheltor from the sun existed. Wo had not finished 
a most welcome repast, whon xoports, each more 
threatoning than tho last, began to avrive by the 
men sont out to gather information, Tho whole 
country toa man had risen to attack us; nor was it 
possible to mistako tho distant sound of tho dhols, or 
drums, which they omployed when summoning adhe 
yonts or ongaged in an attack, now familim onough 
to all of us, and which wore heard from ovory direc: 
tion, It was a farco to supposo that our small band 
could resist a wholo population, and Nookuw: was not 
a post there was any objoct in holding, now that all 
government property was destroyed, On a little 
reflection, however, it was clear that, though the , 
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Europeans with the horse might easily oscapo, the 
thirty Goorkhas would bo cut up to @ man if a re- 
theat was attompted: our plan, then, with such 
cowardly assailunts was to stand on the defonsivo 
till volnforcomonts should arrive, 

With this view L sclected a high double brick-kiln,* 
not vory far from our tents and nenrly surrounded 
by water; to this wo removod before the night closed 
in, leaving our enmp slanding to deecive tho enemy, 
who had alvendy entered somo of the neighbouring 
groves, A number of coolios from tho town of 
Nookur were yapidly collected, who, undor My. 
W——~s tho canal sorgoant’s suporintendonco, formod 
asmall breastwork at tho only point whore wo could 
bo onsily assailed, In tho menanwhilo, ono of our 
district horso-messongors had“ beon despateliod. with a 
letter to Saharunpore, but being fired at, tho useless 
fellow rotwned, though probably there was Jess 
dangor in advancing than in rotrcating, while ovory 
little delay addod to tho diMculty of ogross, I then 
despatched two others by difloront roads, ordoring 
thom for tho fiat flve or six miles, till they had 
evaded tho circle occupied by tho robels, to take the 
Umballah divoction, or the line. of country oxnetly 
contrary to thoix destination, Anothor hoxsoman 


* From tho peauliny mannor In which bricks aro manufhotured 
in India, thoso briok-Kilns always become consldorable mounds, 
the excavations round thom genorally becoming largo doop pools, 
at times almost lakes, of water, 
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was, when it grew davker, sent io Umbohtah tg 
summon a certain Fureed Bux, a jomadar, or native 
officer, with his party of tho 15th Ivregulays, who had 
beon thore stntioned to assist chiofly in tho collection 
and transmission of the xevonue, As montioned 
pofore, wo distrusted thase 16th, but there was no 
holp for it, Tho two horse-mosaongors I had lost sent 
to Saharunpore might nover reach thoiv destination, 
while the Seikh troopors know neither tho country 
nor tho Innguage, and would be useloss if required 
as messengers, 

As it twned out, Furoed Bux at oneo oboyed my 
summons, and reached us at an carly hou, much 
earlier, in fact, than I oxpected him, Te roported 
that ho had passod closo to various bodies of robels, 
who did not molost him, but he said things were 
looking sorious, ‘The arrival of this detachment 
from an unoxpected quartor may havo affected the 
movements of tho rebols, if thoy over would havo 
had tho pluck to carry out a dolermincd attack on 
our small party, but, nativo-like, they contented 
thomselves with plonty of noise, accompanicd by 
conatant fixing and boating of druma, which con 
tinued without intermission throughout tho night, 

When cnsconced on tho brick-Iiln, {i bocame a 
difficult question whore lo station during tho night 
both tho 16th Invegulars and tho Soikh cavalry, 
They could not assist in dofonding tho neighbour 
hood of our position, the ground being too broken 
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up for cavalry to act, nor could thoy come under 
ot up to owt little fort, so as to bo under ow pro- 
tection. Iwas, thorefore, obliged to order them to 
patrol betwoon the tents and tho brick-kiln during 
the night; and if a sorious attack look place, to 
cantor off all togethor, and sond a party into Saha- 
yunpore, to make suro of voinforeomonts arriving. 
Both partios of cavalry scomed to mo alarmed at 
this arrangement, particularly the Soikhs, the jema~ 
day in command of whom did not conceal from me 
that ho distrusted tho 16th; the consequonco was, 
that the Seikhs kopt as closo to us throughout the 
night as they could convenipnily manage to do, My 
little friend, the Goorkha soobahday, however, with 
his Nusacercos, oniored into the spirit of the’ thing 
with » hearty good-will, suggosling and carrying out 
all kinds of small precautions or improvements in our 
fortification, Ivontually wo passed a very plonsant 
night togethor on tho top of tho brick-kiln, which no 
Hindustani onomy in the country wonld have found 
hy any means oasy to capture, As tho morning 
dawned, wo naturally bogan to roflect on tho chances 
of either of the horao~mossengors having roached 
thet destination, as, if roasonably quick in their 
movements, our expected frionds should soon be 
making theix appearance, Their non-arrival would 
at any rate ensure us a jolly good baking through- 
out the day on tha top of tho brick-kiln, which is 
about as hot a position as could bo seloctod, 
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The morning was advancing, and thove had beer 
a considorablo lull in tho noise around us, indicating, 
as wo thought, an attack, when tho weleomo sound 
of vogular file firing told us that tho roinforcoments 
syoro at hand, and somo ,of our troopors soon gal- 
loped in, bringing the news of thoiz advance, Before 
long, wo oxchanged greetings witht Liontonant Theo, 
B——n, whose ovor-daring intelligonco, during sub- 
sequent events, won tho respect of all the Buropeans 
presont, whilo his firm tinct endeared him to the men 
under his command, Tho party with which Lieu. 
tonant B——n now joinod us consisted of somo 180 
Goorkhas of the Nussceree Battalion, so that wo now 
mustered 200 strong, of whom 70 wore horses the 
whole parly being in good spirits and game for any 
encounter that might be anticipated in this dixcetion,

I zavn mentioned that we heard firing on the 

approach of ow xoinforcomont, in explanation of 

which it appenred that Lioutenant B——n had beon 
I 
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altacked nonr Nook by some 200 of the rebels, 
whom ho disporsed, capturing tho zomindayr of Sin. 
dowlee—ono of their londors—and killing some ten 
or twelve of tho attacking party. Tioutonant B-——y 
had hardly arrived at our cneampmont, whon infor 
mation was brought that a largo body of men wore 
advancing® from tho opposile divection to that in 
which he had como, and all prepared accordingly, 
A long succession of groves existed in the divection 
from which tho rebels woro advancing, and Licute- 
nant B——n detormined to take advantage of this 
covor for the infantry, whilo I was to keep owt in the 
open country with ow’ horse, and, if possible, craw 
tho cnomy on to the infantry, I know whore the 
infantry wore to be found, but saw nothing more of 
thom for somo timo, On rounding tho groves we 
‘found oursolves, as wo had anticipated, on tho bor- 
ders of a considerablo plain; and, a little to ow sur. 
prise, wo were hero confronted by a largo body of 
mon, drawn up in line with considerable regularity, 
some four or five degp, with horsomon viding up and 
down tho line to keep it in proper order. Tho ine 
was a vory oxlonded one, and was advancing slowly 
and steadily till wo camo out on thom, when all at 
once they halted. It was not my objoct to stop their 
adyanco, so, after looking at ench other for a fow 
minutes without exchanging a shot, I ordered my 
men to retreat slowly, ‘The moment this retrograde 
movement commenced, a choer was set up and carried 
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along the whole line, At tho same time they gave us 
a volley, and it was surprising that the result, was 
only ono casually on om side, us the bullets certainly 
came thick cnough. 

My party was sopavated from Lieutenant B——n 
and the Goorkhas by a secsoo grove, so we could nob 
observe what was going on thores but the rebels 
continuing their advance, received a volley from the 
Goorkhas, which divided their line into tivo larga 
confused mpsses, and this being succeeded hy a rapid 
advanco and pursuit, the robols scattored all over the 
plain, My provious policy had not, it was clear, 
been sovera cnough, otherwise this revolt would never 
have assumed its presont proportions, and, considering 
that in the end it would he the most humane course, 
I to-day determined to ach with grontor severity in 
the pursuit, howevor disagrocable at times this be- 
camo, Jew prisoners wero taken, but it was a satis 
faction to feel that no innocont man could be killed. 
The plain was an oxtonsive one, from which the 
nearest villages were somo thitec ox fow' miles dis- 
tant, No man was prosent on that plain that day 
but had como a considerable distance from his home 
to oppose the government authority, and the troopors 
could here be trusted with full liconee, 

Tho vobels on this occasion had ovidently become 
over-confident in the superiority of their numbers s 
either thoy were ignorant of the arrival of Lieutonant 
B——n’s rolieving party, o they must havo possessed

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utter fools as lenders, othorwiso they novor would 
have advanecd across an opon plain, risking an en 
counter on a spot whore in caso of dofent thoy were 
sure of a cruel cutting up, whoreas they might have 
given infinite trouble by keeping to tho treos and 
underwood, ‘This day a practical illustration was 
given to mo of tho important protection that a large 
thick turban opposes Lo aword cuts, Fvom ignorance 
on this point I found My. Hyde in considerable diffi- 
culty; he had boon attacked, and making a cut at 
his opponont on the head, the blow shivered his own 
sword, but did not injuro his nssnilant, 

Mr, Hydo, I may here observe, was a clovk in the 
judgo’s office, A gallantly daxing and humane com- 
batant, no transiont oxcitement tempted him to in- 
flict unnecessary injury, ‘This, it may bo supposed, 
is no great virtue; but mon in tho position of the 
Europeans at that timo in Northorn India, when the 
desporation of thir situation rendorod recklessness of 
life a sine qué non, if English supromacy was to be 
maintained at all, artl who habitually staked their 
lives day after day, could hardly be oxpected, when 
in tho midst of those sconog, to hold so sacred the 
lives of thoir enomies in a war proclaiming oxtermi- 
nation to Europeans. ‘Thosa seenos which a storm 
necessity had forced npon us woro sadly demoralizing 
to all engaged, I could not consequontly but admire 
this man, then but in tho position of a elork, always in 
the fore-rank, and who invariably checked, ayo de- 
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spised, the slightést oxhibilion of hatved to a race 
who wore still slaughtering English women and chil- 
don, and had destroyed all the little patrimony he 
possessoil in tho svonld, 

Tho immense number of shots that were fired both 
by tho enomy andl ourselves without offect in this 
encounter surprised mos bub I afterwards observed 
quite ad bad practice among European regiments 
armed with the far-fimed Minid, To mo it conse~ 
quently ceased to be a subjoct of astonishment how 
battles wero decided by the bayonot, for previously, 
as one of the uninitiated, J never could undorstand how 
such close ongagomonts could take placo considering 
the storm of bullets that had to be met. Tho English 
soldiox is now supplied with a beautiful rifle, porfoct 
so far as regards its capabilitios of rango and correct 
neas, but a triggor is added go’ stiff and wmanngenble 
that it becomes noxt to useless in the hands of the 
hest shot in tho world, ‘Tho stiff trigger is supplied 
as a safoguard against nccidonts, but it is also a 
secure onough guarantoo thatytha onomy be not in- 
jured, .A sportsman seldom meols with an accident, 
howovor fine the triggor of his riflo may bo sot; why, 
then, should not the soldier, whoso profession is sup~ 
posed to bo that of avms, arrive at something noar 
the same porfection? As ho is always fingoring and 
shouldering his weapon, surely this carelessness could 
be cured. Tet the soldior havo tho fino triggor, but 
whenever he is obliged to carry his musket on duty,

make him carry ft capped, and londed with blank can. 
ridge. Any accidental explosions would be of little 
consequences, but punish (ho soldier smartly if they 
occur, Ina short timo ho would loarn to handlo his 
weapon so as not to bo dangerous to his fronds. This 
would entail a slight additional expense on Govern. 
ment both in tho iriggor and blank cartridges, but 
the money would be woll apent, A body of men 
would thus be prepared for the hour of battle, by fap 
more formidable than they are likely to provo so 
long as the prosont triggor is in uso. Every possible 
superiority in tho construction of tho English soldior’s 
arms becomes a paramount necessity in India, whore 
the European has to contond with such vast numbers, 
and no bettor ilhistration could exist of its importance 
than the torror with which tho robels invariably re- 
garded tho English gentleman's rifle.* 


* Tn Indio, ag 9 matter of rolf-defonco, the possesalon of a prace 
tically usoful piatol will always bo of considernblo dmportanco, In 
tho common ayorago-sized rovolving plelol I found that the bale 
woro much too small, A mortal wound might bo inflleted on an 
opponent; but at tho moment he hardly futt it, and continued the 
tttack ag if only reeotving an oxtra apur. But oven in the com- 
moh Colt’s pistol, thon a valued friond, this mistato was, toa 
cortain oxtent, reotifed by ordering a villago fron-amith to form 
mould, which prodicod a ball In tho shape of a plug filling up,the 
wholo of tho chamber. No inconvonienco aroso from thus filling up 
tha chamber; whilo this long plug inflicts 2 much moro fatal wound 
than tho sphorical ball, Tho object, genorally, of tho possossor of 
a pistol is not tho death of im nasailant, for which purpose the 
amallor spherical ball might eventually be suffictont, but it is to 
oheok iis course and provent him inflicting a wound, ‘To oflket 
sthis object a ball of under three-quarters of an ounce in weight is 
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On the ovening of the day succeeding our rolwn 
from the encountor noar Nookur, 1 hanged, in the 
arch of the yuined galeway ailached Lo tho Goyorn~ 
ment Tuhsoclec, a leading rebel, who had assisted 
in its destruction, and who had beon captured by 
Lieutenant B———n during his advance the providus 
moming.* The prisonors brought in by mysolf a 
couple of days cavlior, boing insignificant men, wero 
dismissed to thoi homes after receiving a sufficiently 


almost uscloas, but tho moro conical or plug-shaped tho ball ts 
formed, conafatontly with strongth, tho bottor, ag, for tho same 
weight of metal, tts offects will be moro Inatantancous in paralysing 
an assailant, Tu Indian torn, or forest, shooting, whore the un- 
dorgrowth of jungle, grass, and thorny scrub gonorally affords 
an imponetrable covor closg at hand, I have often noticad animal 
after animal ascaped whon tho moat fatal shots had boon du- 
livered with the aphorical Linll, while fow escaped from tha conical 
ball of the same weight, oven though it may havo originally 
entered in by na meana #o fatal 9 locality. Again, tho poll 
cocking pletols are almost yaluoless, ‘Ihe slight difference of 
rapidity with which, the fire Ja delivored Js practically an object 
not for a moment to bo compared to slandy correctnogs of aim. 
Ono carefully aimed shot, ovon amongst a crowd of assailants, 
will go Inflnitoly farthor towarda protecting Iffo than half-a-dozen 
discharges from tho solf-cookdng platol, with whloh 1t is impos~ 
siblo to taka on alm whon nb all hurviod, An almost hatr- 
* triggor ie no trivial advantage, particularly whon mounted; while 
tho barrels of platols aro gonorally made tuo long for scouring 1 
rapid aims and in @ weapon to bo used ab cloao quartors it is 
Aifloult to diacover the objact of auch longi, A heavy ball, 
short barrol, and a dno triggor, mo the threo jmporlant polnis Inn 
pistol naa wonpon of solf-dofonce,

for some timo, On tho day succceding this wo 
attacked cortain other rebellious villages which, on 
investigation, had proved to have boon principals 
in this insurrection. 

Rovolt had now becomo univorsnl throughout this 
tract, and it became d quostion which body of rebels 
ought to bo first dealt with as likely to onsuro the 
best chance of ovorawing tho vest into submission; 
ous foreo being too small to entertain a hopo of the 
possibility of reaching all our onomics, A cortain 
Fultua, of Boodha Khores, distant some fifteen miles, 
hod proclaimed himsolf King of the Goojurs, and had 
eon generally acknowledged as such, Boyond him 
existed a moro formidablo enomy in tho Ranghurs 
of Khoondah and its vicinity. Ranghurs avo a caste 
of Mahomedan Rajpoots, converted by fores from 
Hindooism in the good old days of the Mahomedan 
emperors, Those mon have now becomo oxiremely 
bigoted Mahomodans, and for Hindustanis aro gone 
rally good and brava horsomen. Less important 
bands ond individuals wero in yevolt both to our 
east and west but ib was dotorminod to attack 
theso, the most poworful, at onco, Thoso Ranghurs 


girt with rovolt, thore waa no ono with whom I could posalbly cor- 
respond onpablo of conferring this power npon me, and vo know 
not oven of the oxistence of the ponal Acts passed by tho Supreme 
Connell during the rovolt «1 tho Inpso of many months aftor thoy 
becamo law, Application for snnotion was, howover, onco made, 
but the reply wns never received) in all probability {6 lighly 
cdlfied tho rebels. 
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inhabited portions of the Khfdir, or low alluvial 
Jands, on tho loft bauk of tho Jumna, Thore was 
every indication that the monsoon, with the tropical 
zaing, would soon commenco, and this Khtdir lend 
of the Jumna would thon beeomo inaccessible, so 
that wo had no timo to lose, it boing important to 
mako theso mon fecl our powor before it would be~ 
come possible for thom to dofy ua in a country that 
would rapidly bo transformed into a vast swamp, 
About one or favo Aa, on tho 24th of June, we 
started to surpriso, if possible, Futiua, tho King of 
the Goojurs, whoso dominions lay botween us and 
the Ranghurs of Khoondah, Wo had been marching 
along quiatly for somo time, whon T xecelved informa~ 
tion that the xebels had anticipated ow: move, and 
that a largo body of mon woro lying in ambush 
either in or near a village wo had attacked tho pre~ 
vious day, and through which wo must again pass. 
Lieutonant B-—n now called a halt, and mado a 
different disposition of our force, It was an intonsely 
dark night, with heavy clouds rolling up from the 
souch-wost, a suro indication of the opening of tho 
monsoon, If had gone on with rathor a alrong 
reconnoliing party—astrong, J mean, considoring 
our foreo—but tho trees and underwood, added to 
the darknoss, rondoved ow: adyanco vory slow. By 
this time wo had surrounded tho place; but the robols 
had evacuated it, and, by tho flashes of lightning, wo 
say sovoral bodies of mon moving off. Beyond a 
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shot or two—fired to clicit, if possible, o reply, and 
thus ascertain tho: position of theix main body— 
; nothing camo of. the surprise 3’ our object, howover, 
was to push | on to Boodha Khores, 
- The morning broke gloriously ; tho deap massive 
. Clouds vividly ‘illuminated with those brilliantly. 
~ delicate. tints. 80 often. characturistic of tho setting 
‘invand: closing. of the monsoon, Though in India, 
if exposed. to much rain, tho results may bo by no 
means pleasant, wo all hailed with joy the’ delight. 
ful chingo of. tomperatwre, after the dry, parching 
hent at tho tormination of the hot season, This 
transition put us all in good apivits; bué the 15th 
hrogulars, who formed a portion of my party, could, 
hardly bo said to hayo promoted tho oxhilavating 
tendency. Whon riding along with mo, tho joma- 
dar and othors constantly questioned mo, rathor ‘too’ 
familiarly, as to the ultimate result of theiv loyalty; 
their object being to make mo commit myself’ to some 
definite promise, Moat disngveonbly in thoi power, 
I was ina manner put on my dofonco, and had to 
employ my timo in warding off thoso. cleverly put 
questions, not. ono of which could I possibly fix 
upon as pointedly: disloyal, though <fnxious enough 
to bring tho discussion to a close; “but a fow stray, 
shots fortunately changod the subject of our con- 
yorsation, and whon the Seikhs with the Goorkhas 
joined us this disagreeable incident was at an ond, 
My advanced party had beon proceeding rather 
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slowly for the main body td. make: up with. ua, when, . 
passing undor the rathor large village of Mohunpore, * 
surrounded by a mud wall, wo wore fired upon, © 
recetving at tho samo time a, divect challengo to” 


attack the place,  ‘Choso yillagors inny haye con *” 


cluded that the foree boforo them vas all that would 
‘be brought against tho village, as the vest-of ow 
party were not in sight. Keoping cloar of bullet 
yaigé, while preventing with the troopers’ as far ‘as 
was possible any egress from the place we halted 
till the advont of Lioutonant B——n with tho main 
body, when we attacked the place; which again . 
unfortunately causod considerable delay, and these 
constant interruptions disnppointed all our hopes of 
_ surprising Futtua’s party, who had totally abandoned 
thely town, which was a deforlsible one, and rather 
well built, 

The beautiful groves surrounding Boodha Khereo, 
with its commanding position, and the prosperous 
appearance of tho whole scene, impressed. mo. fore 
cibly with the infatuation of a man in tho position 
of Futtua, possessing a considerable stake in the 
country, and surrounded. also by those comforts and 
appliances most yaluod by natives. Boodha Khereo 
was.one of those spots now and then mot with in the 
North-West Provinces heyond the influence of the 
Himalayas, whore ono is occasionally reminded that 
nature haa not entirely abandoned those vast plains 
to thelr undevinting sameness, and haa to a slight 


? 
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oxtent brokon through tho doad uniformity of the 
landseapo, During tho afternoon, when seated near 
a well at Boodha Khoree, from which the Goorkhas 
not on-duty were drawing water, | was struck by 
their insisting on my dvinking out of thelr own 
drinking vessels, 'This a Uindoo, and moro espo. 
cially tho hill Rajpoots, the class from which these 
men are recruited, will never pormit; and it was 
ovident that the Goorkhas, recovering thei loyalty, 
wore determined by every device they could think 
of to show that they had no longor any sympathy for 
the falso-casto outery into which they had been thom ' 
solves so nearly drawn. By tho ovening of tho 24th 
of Juno we renched Gungoh, n rathor important town, 
to protect which was partly our object in coming in 
this direction, Tero wo halted a day to givo the 
men a little rest, and to enablo me to gather informa 
tion regarding the Khoondah Ranghurs, which being 
effected, a little alter midnight, carly on tho 26th of 
Juno, we commonced, our march with the view of 
attacking these insurgents, 

Though I was familiar with tho cross ronds, wo 
oxporionced a little difficulty towards morning in 
finding our way and kooping logothor. To provent 
information being carried to tho rebels, guides had 
been dispensed with, bnt the enomy ‘wore fully pre- 
pared to oppose us if considerable foreo, drawn up in 
line on tho slope of a hill at tho village of Oomer- 
pore, several miles in advance of Khoondah. After 


* 
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crossing a small, doop backwator of tho Jumna, 
running under Lueknoutoo, T had gono shoad at 
Lieutenant B———n’s voqucst with a fow horac, to 
ascertain whero the enomy wero to be found; and, 
on appronching this ground, reeeived a volley from 
somo mon posted amongst groves in front of tho 
position talon up by tho rebols, On this I rejoined 
Lioutenaut B-——n, and wo all advanced in two 
columns; and after a smart oxchango of fire wo 
closed with tho robels, and, routing them, continued 
the pursuit until they ontored somo ditkh junglo, 
We then tumed to our wight and advanced on 
Khoondah itself, whore tho enomy again opposed us, 
In both theso oncownrters ow losses wore only a 
Seikh trooper and a Goorkha wounded, and ono 
horso killed, though the vebols suffered sovoroly, 
particularly in tho pursuit.” 

A Goorkha was tho subject of a most ludicrous 
scene at Khoondah, Ono of the enemy's horso being 
well mounted, Uhought At to como rather too close ; 
a couplo of Goorkhas knolt down, fired, and the 
man foll, Thoy xan wp to secure the horse, which 
was caught, but would not be led, Detorminod not 
to loso thoir prize, one mounted him, but could not 
abandon his arms, ‘Tho horso did not approve, He 
kicked and yoared, bul boing unable to throw his 
rider, made off towards his retreating companions,

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Tere was our friond, who had in all probability 
novor before in his lifetime mounted a horse, career. 
ing across country, holding on to tho mane by one 
hand, to his muskot and fixed bayonct with the 
other, his various collections of nonceseript articles 
gradually leaving his care to adorn tho plain, Some 
of our horsemon, however, headed tho vofractory 
stead, and drove tho Goorkha back to his com: 
panions amid goneral merrimont, Rarely could a 
more ludicrous sight, combined with more downright 
pluck, be witnessed, for the residents of the Ilima- 
layas know not what a horro ia, There is so much 
dosh and activity in a Goorkha that, in spite of being 
mountaineers, no more formidable body of light horse 
could bo raised than a Goorkha regimont or tivo, I 
would rather have one such to follow me than two 
or threo IJindustanis or Scikhs. 

After the capture of Khoondah we found many 
women had been destroyed by throwing thomaclves 
down wells and into the Jumna, It was a melan- 
choly fact, but could not havo boon averted by any 
procautions within our control, so absolutely without 
doubt in tho native mind is tho troatment women 
are led to oxpect and invariably recoive from natives 
into whose hands tho fortuno of war has placed them, 
that it becomes a point of honour with » virtuous 
native woman on such occasions to deslroy herself 
yathor than become a prisonor, Ono unfortunate 
woman in particular was noticad in a court-yard 
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that must soon bo enveloped in flames; she waa 
standing with hor childvon, hieedleas of the calls of 
a party of Goorkhas to como out, ‘Lhe poor cron 
tuo being ovidontly frightoned, I ordered the 
Goorkhas not to enter, and removed tho childron 
myself; bul it boing impossible to induce tho 
woman to move of her own accord, and as thero 
was no timo to spare, I caught hold of hor to take 
her ont, I had no idea that sho was so wildly 
frightened as turned out to bo the case, or I should 
have taken good care sho could not cacape; sho 
managed, however, by a quick turn, to leave tho 
clothes which I had hold of with mo, and dashed 
into the burning portion of the courl-yard, I did 
not seo her again, though sho may have oscaped, 
but not without sovoro injurics, 

Though the Nusscerces at their advont hardly pos- 
sessed a cheerful charactor, and had doubtless been 
at one time irresolute, the influence of ¢lass proce- 
dent, which had hurled all Hindustanis into rovolt,* 
guided their courao also, ‘Those mon saw that thoir 
countrymon, the Sirmouroes, had risked all in our 
enuse, had mado the Hindustanis their cnomies, * 
and wore fighting nobly at Delhi. ‘Tho Nuasceroes 
now determined to rango themselves on the side of 
their countrymen and ours, aotting about it with

the usual-enthusiasm of mountaineers, To rostiain 
them -became tho only difficulty, . Constantly did - 
‘they teiterato ‘to mo that the Mahomedans wots our 
voal enemics, and by way of showing affection, on: all 
occasions did they, ill-treat ovory’ Mahomodan they . 
could got hold of quivtly ; and these Mahomedans, 
with wonderful want of foresight and ignorance. of 
Goorkha clintactor, constantly taunted and iniitated 
them, : ; nies 
The Goorkhas, in ovincing their geal, certainly. 
improssod tho peoplo with great dread; thoy wore 
at ono time even xeprosented. as cannibals, During 
one march, a country bumpkin, who had. been ‘of 
some trifling gsorvico to a Goorlhe, thought he had 
ingyatiated himself sufficiently to broach a most « 
momentotis question, According to Hindustani. oti- 
quette, permission to speak was duly requested and. 
granted. With foar and trombling ho thon inquired”, 
whether it was really true that thore was a man-oater 
"among them? True,” responded the Goorkha; 
Tam the mon.” Tho astonished bumpkta shrnnk 
back, not to bo. soon again; tho Goorkha party 
enjoying the joko, as demonstrated by the usual true 
Indo-Chinese grin, 
' In common with all Goorkhas, those men wero 
doeply cruel by nature, and in their anxiety to evince ° 
+ loyalty, this propensity was prominent enough, I 
remembor. on ono occasion making a fow prisoners ; 
telling off somo of tho 16th Iwogulars to guard thom,

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+ and 0 as ; “but I nd not gono far when I heard 
4 “distarbange Licliind me, On looking hack il was 
evidont - that » strong party of Goorkhas were: dis 
puting: violently. with the horsemon, Knowing the 
emnity’ kindled, “for tho well-being of both partios 
T galloped’ boek to restrain them ; but the Goorkhas 
wero too strong for the troopors, and too quick for 
me, Tho. prisoners wero’ seized from the horsemen, 
and decapitated with kookevies as. coolly as if their 


‘executioners ‘were engaged in. their favourite oceu- 
-pation..of thus disposing of a devoted goat, On 


heaving my vomonstranca, ‘thoy ‘replied to me as to 
a child, and with almost scornful contempt informed 
ino that if I did not yet understand how to rulo Hin- 


+ dustanis, they at any vate did; that if tho Europeans 


insisted, with their usual insane werknoss, in sparing 
Hindustania, thoy would simply bo kicked out of the 
county, With.tho enomy in front, discussion was 
short, 80 wo proceeded and soparnted in the pursuit. 

‘The ill-will, howover, between the Goorkhas ‘and 
tho 15th Invegulavs vory nearly led to blows hardly 
an hour lator, I had gono ahead with the 15th to 
out off the retreat of somo of tho enomy; tho zebela 
yolaced their steps whon wo got auccossfully to thoir 
reat and tho Goorkhas-in pursuit advanced fixing, 
Many of their shots coming amongst ‘us, my men 


‘wore invitated. I showed them that this could hardly 


_he ayoided, when most: of them subsided into sullen 


rospectfulness; but some insolent fellows seized tho 
: x 
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first opportunity, whon Lieutenant B——n camo in 
sight, to intimato to him that they would havo a fight 
if ho did nol keep his Goorkhas in hand, Thoy were 
rathor takon aback, however, whon quictly informed 
that ho also was quite “game” for the encountor, and 
wo heard no more on tho subject. ‘hroughout these 
encounters I observed how comparatively well armed 
- all tho rebels scomed lo bes but tho majority of the 
matehlocks captured had been recently manufae- 
tured, which accounted for thoir ownovs proving 
thomselves stich bad marksmon. This cireumstance 
also shows the vapidily with which [lindustanis, oven 
common villagers, adopt the manufacture of arms, 
The Hindustani and Scikh Torso, here mentioned 
as forming a portion of our force, wore a curious 
contrast to cach othor, The Scikhs wore largo, 
handsome mon, who looked well and vory pie « 
turesqno on horseback, but rarely, whon required, 
nloss woll looked aftor, did they come to the 
front, Their bad aymament, which I noticed they 
felt bittorly when in company with tho 15th Inve 
gulays, was probably ono ronson; but though Scikhs 
may mako poor cavalry, as infontry thoy .would 
thrash all tho other racos in India put together, 
The 15th Trvegulavs, composed chiefly of Windustani 
Mahomedans, wore light, good riders, with a great 
doal of dash, bub no real pluck; I novor saw them 
perform an unmistakeably plucky action. When in 
action, howevor, tho Ilindustanis wore always well , 
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up, while at timos I could hardly find out where 
the Seikhs got to. ‘This was the moro annoying, as 
JY could not trust the Trrogulars, particularly some 
follows that invariably kept close Lo ma, 

But nover did soldiors more porfecily maintain 
their dvill under adverse cireumslances than these 
1th Irregulars, and moro effectively armed no 
eovalry vogimont could be A jemadar was the 
highest native officer amongst them, and he issued 
all the orders to tho men, as I Imow nothing of 
military nomenclature, My orders to the jemadar, 
though unmistakoable in meaning, were anything 
but military. In spito of this ignoranco on my part, 
which amongst Europeans might have olicited con~ 
tompt, all maintained their discipline, combined, 
gonerally, with tho most respectful obedience, and 
thoy enrvicd out tho movements required of thom 
as perfectly as my non-military oye cver observed 
ona pavado ground, ‘Uheso mon behaved loyally as 
long a8 they were with me, but cost me many an 
anxious how: when alono in their company. Often 
have I ridden olong contomplating how many T 
could manage to shoot down bofore they oxtin- 
guished me; while now and then they musab havo 
observed that I was watching tho direction of their 
earbincs, Tho Goorkhas hated these 15th moat 
satisfactorily ; but not so the Seikhs, who, in “the 
event of the 16th mutinying, would, I am cortain, 
have looked quietly on; still, as boing neutral, they 
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tended move, I suspect, to keep tho 16th to thei» 
work than if they had been demonstratively loyal to 
tho English cause, ‘The Seikhs became, in fet, a 
valuablo conneeting link; the Tindustani as woll 
as ourselves could depend on them for a» certain 
passive friendliness not to bo despised by cithor 
party. 

A little before my departure from the Saharun- 
pore district, and long after the fall of Delhi, these 
16th Invegulars were sent to do duty with a dotach 
ment of Soikh and Affghan horso, who were watch. 
ing the fords of the Ganges, patrolling tho right 
bank of tho river in tho Mozullwnugur district 
There, with tho usual Tindustani incomprehensible, 
ness, somo of tho 16th dosorted to the enemy during 
a trifling oncountor with tho enomy’s pickets, md 
tho vest were imprisoned by the commanding officer, 
though subsequently, when unable to work mischief, 
they wore released on account of their provious good 
conduct, ‘These men then, not unlike tho 20th 
Native Infantry, also at Saharunpore, having ddno 
good service throughout a period when they might 
have mutiniod with impunity, and whon all was 
apparently against us, aftor all doubt had disap. 
peared even from the native mind as to the ulti- 
mato victors in the contest, choso to throw off their 
allogiance. 

Aftor leaving the vicinity of Khoondah, we 19- 
turned nt once to onr camp at Gungoh, and the 
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following night tho rains, which had threatened us 
for somo timo, sot in in carnest, In consequence 
of approhonsions of allack in othoy directions, we 
gradually wonded ow way, véé@ Rampore, which 
had been threatened by tho rebels, to tho station 

"of Saharunporc, The country was now flooded, 
and ou progress consoquently slow. Such, how- 
evar, had boon the offect of the sevore lessons givon 
to the Goojurs and Ranghurs, that throughout our 
marches the country people were delighted to sae us, 
and met us as if old frionds, with presonts of milk, 
cakes, Ge, This was tho more amusing, a3 some of 
the moat liboral of ov now allios had been engaged 
against us in tho encounter noma Nookur, though, 
doubtless, not awaro that wo wore acquainted with 
the facts but wo all soon became tho'best of friends, 
nov did this ‘tract of country evor give any moro 
trouble, 

Such {nvostigations as it was possible to make 
during constant marching night and day, ab a 
sdagon of tho year whon, with the sholter of « 
good house, ordinary oxisioneo is considered hard 
onough, proved that tho Mahomedans in this tract 
were throughout tho instigators to rovolt, , Thoy 
had rison as a body, and the Hindoos who swelled 
their ranks, vendoring tho rising universal, wore 
almost all of that class who would gain by titaychy 
and the destruction of the records of thoir debts, 
and that this lautor inducomont to rovolt was one 
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of their keenest relishes during these disturbances 
it was onsy to observe. In altacking Nookwy fop 
instance, and I obsorvod i) aftorwards in other 
places, thoy wore not content to burn ov destroy 
the bunyahs’* houses and property and” throw 
the accounts into tho flamox—this would havo beon 
a too rapid termination of their dolights—~but the 
account-books wore carried out of tho town with 
them, and torn up in the surrounding gardens and 
highways. In some instances this oven was not 
sufficient, as tho track of parties could now and 
thon bo followed for a couplo of milos or more, 
who had wandered along strowing tho  scattored 
remains of their prizes along the line of country 
they had taken. Tho creditors of tho poorer class 
of cultivators invariably inhabit tho larger ‘towns, 
so that these towns, naturally onough, became a 
point of attack whon tho civil power was paralysed, 
In these invuptions, tho quarter in tho towns 
inhabited by tho Mahomedans was novor attacked 
by tho villagors, nor did tho Mahomodans join tho 
townspaopla in monsures of resistance, which would 
scom to indicato that an understanding oxiated be: 
tween tho villagors and the Mahomodans, Still 
the Intter not boing gonorally very rich and likely 
to fight well in defence of their property, may 
have operated as strong inducements to the vil- 
lagers not to molest them, or proviously, porhaps, 
* Denlera In corn and lenders of monoy, 
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to onic? into onsy terms with thom, which the 
' Maliomodans considered it nol only prndont, but 
advantageous to agcepl, as likely to cloar off at 
the samo timo all records of their own dobls in 
the money-londers’ possession, 

Appreciating, as natives do, Rnglish justice and 
honesty i goneral, thoro is nothing amongst the 
ageicultuyal population that creates a proater hatred 
of ow rule than tho fueilitios offered to the most 
unprincipled class of monoy-lendoys in tho world 
in oppressing an ignorant and carcloss pensontry, 
Tho dobis of all classes, but particularly of the 
poorer, aro incmrved by their barbarous oxtra- 
vagance at fostivala—~marvinges, births, &c,—and 
any legitimate check imposed by the Government 
on such oxtravagance would bo a blossing to the 
people, and would bo xeseived as such, ‘This 
check, both to the oxtravagance of tho pensantry 
and the erushing adroitness of the monoy-lender, 
so often proposod by mon interested in the welfare 
of the natives in. tho North-Wost Provinces, but 
opposed hy lawyors, is maroly to willdvaw all legal 
tomedy for tho rocovery of small debts, say to the 
amount of 600 rupocs (501), and 1b may bo worthy 
of consideration to datormino whethor, with the 
knowledgs of tho origin of tho Sunthal insuryoo~ 
tion before us, we aro content to incur thg hatred 
df tho mags of the manly population of a subject 
country, in oxder that the most cowardly and un- 
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gxatoful moneyed class on tho face of the carth may 
spring into oxistonce, for a bunynh glories* in 
physical and moral decropitndo, oxhibiting not the. 
slightest shame in confessing that ho is less able 
to protect himsolf than a woman; and I have séen 
one look upon me as nearly insane, and gonsider 
himsolf a highly injured individual, whon it was 
suggested to him that ho might, at any, xato, hnvg 
altempted to defend his own person and property 
whon attacked, 

Tho bunyth, too, whon ho purchases tho land, 
never dreams of living on or improving it, In 
England, the question of the bankrupt landholder 
and tho enpitalist soon resolves itself, for both belong 
to the same raco, and tho lattor can confor greater 
henofits on tho land than tho formor, so that tho 
capitalist assumes tho position of a landholdor with 
evory advantage io tho country; but in India wo 
have two almost guito distinct xaces, and wo, as 
conquerors, by logislating so as to onsure tho ruin 
of tho manlior closs, only advance in his place 
fechlo vormin, wunablo to crawl wilhout our sup. 
port, so that we can be hardly surprised if, in the 
hour of danger, wo discover that we possoss no 

* Bunyahs, ot Mahaguns, shopkeepers and bankers, who are 
in reality but different grados of tho samo clnas of monoy-londers, 
are totally distinat from the roat of tha population In tho North- 
Wost Provinces, though Brahmuns and ono or two olhor castes 


do sometimes attempt, with no great success, the occupation of 
shopkeeping and money-lending, 
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fonds at all capable of assisting us. Tt ia also 
worthy of remark thal, when investigating casos 
of yohellion on our reoceupation of tho country, 
I found that no class socom to have acted with so 
vindictive a ato againsh us as Uo smallor class 
of landholdors whom the bunyahs had dispossessed 
through ” “the medium of our courts, In one noto~ 
sous cade, tho murder of forty Europeans, chiefly 
ladies and childvon, near Manpore, on tho Ganges, 
three-fourths of tho villagors who joined the sepoys 
in this wholesale murdor, and without whose assist 
ance tho sepoys would have boon poworloss, wero 
dispossessed. landholders of tho smaller class, and 
many of them Brahmuns, a caste who rarely joined 
in such deeds,

Avr our return from tho Nookur and Khoondah 
oxpedlition, oll romained tolorably quiot till tho 11th 
of July. Sovoral natives had given timely informa- 
tion thet our treasury guard, the detachment of the 
29th Nativo Infantry, intended to mutiny on the 
evoning of the 11th, but tho warning was unheeded, 
or, as usual, disoredited. It was not considored fitting 
to disarm them, though tho Goorkhas would have 
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beon dolighted with tho diversion, We woro all 
seated at dinner when tho nows alrenly ontielpated 
py several avxived: Information was brought from 
Captain M—~!'s honse that tho small guard sta- 
tioned thoro, in charge of the Wonsure chost, usually 
kopt at tho stud superintondent’s house, had aban- 
doned thei’ post, and joinod tho main bady of tho 
apt, at tho civil treasury, on tho opposite side of * 
the river. Wo wore in,the midst of a conversation 
mm the subject, so tat all wore propared for action, 
though too late. 

The Goorkhas, oncamped in the grounds sur- 
‘ounding tho neighbouring house, wore at once 
wdoved under arms, and the officers loft for their 
respective posla, Captain M——I, in chargo of tho 
stud, wont over to one of his own bavracks, or 
extensive lines of stablos, in which the stud horses 
wore kept; and whoro the Puttecala Rajah’s body- 
guard wero tomporarily quartered, to got these men 
under arms, while I, aftor completing somo neces~ 
savy arrangomonts, rode over to ace how my firtends 
wore progressing, Captain M———1 had found those 
Soikhs almost immovablo, and my former experiance 
of thom was dostined to bo sadly disnppointed, To 
got them undor arms was no casy mattor; this thing 
on that was wanting, ox out of ordor; and it soon 
became ovidont that the delay was intentional, as, 
indeed, one of tho mon afterwards confessed, stating 
that a promiso had beon given not to molest the 
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29th, if it were possible hy any means to avoid doing 
so. In apite, then, of all our efforts, thoy managed 
to waste so much timo before declaring themselves 
yoady to move, that when we joined tho Goorkhas, 
and tho whole forces moved on, it was ovidont to 
all that, in an intousely dark, vainy night, such ag this 
was, wo should novor sco anything more of the 29th, 

A. cautions advanco brought us to tho cutchery 
whence the sopoys had vanished. ‘They had left 
all in tho treasury room untouched, and abandoned 
much of their own private properly in their tines; 
so that their desertion, though premeditated, was 
oventually hurriedly carried out, ‘Two mon, to all 
appearanco accidentally, though [ suspect wilfully, 
remained behind at tho post-offics guard, and were 
tho next day dismissed to their homes. Ono of these 
had a wife and child with him im the lines; the 
other, to my astonishment, was tho vory man, a 
Chutree, who, of the whole detachment of sepoys, 
had been tho most insolent and violent 10 mo at 
Khora. Natives, in apoaking to me, Lrequontly snid 
that the 29th had no wish to mutiny with violence, 
but intended to follow the gentlemanly examplo of 
their own xegimont, When tho hond-quartors of 
this regiment mutinied, thoy behaved oxtromely 
well; thoy had secured a safo yvotreat, not only to 
their own officors, but also to all the European 
residents of Moradabad who choso to depart within 
the time granted, 
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Noyertholess, my former oxperionce of the violence 
of the men of this dotnchmont at Khora was for 
from conducive to a senso of sceurity whilst engaged 
at office work, with a gutrd of the 20th surrounding 
the cuichory, TYure, with only a carefully concealed 
rovolver, ib would bo impossible (o yosiet with any 
chanco of success, JL wns, Moveovor, necessmy to 
assume an appearance of completo confidence, pos- 
sessed by none presont, not even by the native 
Omlah, many of whom, particularly the Bengalces, 
had almost a3 much rengon to drond an outbreak as 
oursolyos, ‘I'he very visit to eutchory amounted to 
1 fareo, 80 far, ab least, as xospeots the actual trane- 
ection of ovdinary district duties, Still, though 
uncomfortable to Juropoans, and tho natives then 
selves requiring no such assistance, the short visiis 
to cutchory wora probably benoficial, as showing 
that we were determined to hold our own. Disputes 
wore thon soltled more summarily than by a refor- 
ence to the mngistrate; might was right; wavolling 
to any distance from their homes would only have 
ensured the destruction oithor of tha wandoror or of 
any mombers of his family unable to protect them~ 
solves, or dopondont upon him for protection, Lvory 
man’s hand was against his neighbour, and an attompt 
to complain in a Furinghoo* court would have boon 
resented with total annihilation. Aftor all, tho ap- 
pollant would only have appeared in a mock court, 

* Furinghgo, “ nglish,’ but employed as a term of contompt, 
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as our police wore powerless; no native dreamt of 
obeying them; they lived in their polico stations on 
sufforance alono, and learnt to behave themselves 
accordingly. 

Sinco the Nusscorees had shown cloarly which 
sido they had takon, we cared little how tho 29th 
behaved, ‘To those, however, destined 10 attend 
eutchery, tho departure of the troops was a relief, 
for oven had wo disarmed thom, it would have been 
necessary to dismiss thom to their homes, as we 
could not havo spared the mon to watch them, Our 
chiof regrot was, that they had not loft their arms, 
Tho morning after thoir disappearance, I started 
with the Puttccala Tforso for that portion of tho dis- 
trict cast of Roorkio, tormed the TKhhdir, or low 
alluvial deposits of the Ganges, which had shown 
a foncy to take its tun of rebellion; and, on 
arriving at Roorkie, found Captain R——d, com- 
manding the station, in possession of intelligence 
that the Bunjaraha had entronched themsolyes at 
Fattuah, ‘This was not improbable, as a number 
of tho sappors, who had mutiniod at Roorkio, were 
then supposed to be in the Khidir of the Ganges, 
and to be tho instigators of the allogod movemont, 

With evory wish to assist mo, tho only force the 
Roorkio party could add to my Putteeala Torso was 
from thixty to forty sappers, who had remained loyal 
at the time of tho mutiny of tho two companies to 
which thoy belonged, ‘hore was also one old 
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honeycombed gun, a nino~poundor, mammed by * 
threo or four Europeans, At tho request of Cap- 
tain R——-d, I sont to Srhaxunpore for somo fifty 
Goorklins, where, all acoming likely to remain quict, 
it appeared probable thoy might bo spared ; but 
others wore of a different opinion, and my demand 
was refused, It now becamo a question whothor it 
would bo prudent, considering the information we 
had received, to risk o distant oxpodition with the 
foreo at ow disposal, Just at this timo, a kavindah, 
or agont, from the Raos of Jwallapovo, called on me. 
Tle came to ask for assistance, as the Bunjarahs had 
plundered and burnt a number of his master's vil- 
Ingos, and threatened an attack on Jwallapore itself, 
which is an important and woalthy lown. ‘Tho Raos 
woro Mahomedans, and could not be entirely trusted, 
being intimato friends of the rebel Nawab of Nujeeb- 
abad, the ruler of the loft bank of tho Jumna, but 
they wore, {yr tho time, evidently alarmed; boing, 
moroovor, Rajpoot Mahomedans, and hated by the 
cow-adoring Bunjavahs, thoy might actually assist 
ma as much as if was possible for mo to aid thom, 
When the agont, thon, prossod my visiling Jwalla- 
pote, I not unwillingly promised to do so, on con- 
dition that tho Raos should furnish a contingont of at 
least a hundyed mon to assist in atlacking tho Bun- 
javahs, This tho agont voadily agreed to do, and 
loft, 

Futtuah, tho head-quartors of tho Bunjarahs, was 
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in a divect lino not more than thirty miles from 
Roorkie; but the rains had commenced, and the 
whole of the low country intervening was wider 
wator, and heing intersected hy innumerable streams, 
now all flooded, this tract of country was perfectly 
impassablo Lo any bnt tho Bunjarahs themselves, 
Our shooting oxpeditions had mado ws ncquainted 
with tho fnet, that rathor an oclovated ridgo yan tox 
wards Fuitnah from Jwallapore, ‘ho favour made 
of tho trip to tho north, whon wishing to proceed 
due east, was consequently moro apparent than real, 
The circuit by Jwallapore had become absolutely 
necessary, Cuptain R-——d, commanding at Roor- 
kie, at onco saw tho necossity of rapidity in our 
movoments, and gave every man ho could spare, 
though the number of Indies and children in Roorkte 
rendored it necessary to lenve nv sulticiont (ores, par- 
ticularly of Muropeans, for their protection, Time 
being of importance, we could not wait {py the chance 
of eventually obtaining the Goorkhas. Delay might 
induce tho Wijnour rebels to cross the Gangos dnd 
join tho Bunjarahs, in which caso our forco might, 
ovon with tho Goorkhas, be insufficiont to cope with 
tho enemy, 

Our army, at starting from Roorkio, consisted of 
from thirty to forty TItudustani snppers, with one 
engineor officor in charge, another ongineer officer in 
chargo of the gun, my Puttceala Tforse, and sevoral 
European voluntcors, including the geological pro- 
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fessor, with two or threo studonts of tho Thomason 
College-—rather a curious mixture, but all Wuro~ 
poans, whatever thoir profession, now necessarily 
tuned into whting mimals, On tho 3rd of July, 
everything being ready, tho start was mado, The 
troops loft in tho morning by a rather long, but com- 
paratively dry, native track to tho north-wost of the 
Ganges Canal, An engineer officor and myself de- 
termined to start Intor and meet our friends at Jwal- 
lapore, by a more direct rond, along the loft bank of 
the Ganges Canal, TIaving mysclf a good deul 
to arrango regarding the ovenuo collections prior 
to starting, we wore unfortunately rather late in 
doing 80, 

Thad never before passed along this portion of the 
Ganges Canal, and was much struck with tho oxtont 
and imporlanco of the works vendored necessary 
by tho natural difficulties of tho country, The 
volo of water in tho Gangos Canal is hore very 
largo, and the controlling agencies avo in proportion : 
at one point, a» massive aqueduct spans w largo river 3 
atanothor, a river, mingling its waters with the canal, 
passes through it at right angles, At those places 
the rogulating worke avo very oxtensive; any impor- 
fection or enrelessnoss would at times flood the canal 
throughout its courao, and causo incalculable damage 
by submerging a largo extent of country, Tho 
Gangos Canal, buing as yot almost destitute of trees 
on its banks, looks really like a canal in all respects ; 
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but the sconory survownding this portion of it is in. 
proved by the vicinity of mountains, particularly at 
this scason of tho year, when tho wild storms of the 
monsoon wore sweeping over the Timalaya heights, 
which wore just distant onough to impress us with 
their full height and grandeur, 

As tho evening advanced, wo saw hoavy storms 
desconding cncixclo in their ombrace the Sawaliks, or 
lowor ranges of tho Ilimalayas, in which the smaller 
rivers tako thoir riso; and the low, distant rumbling 
of tho thunder amongst their rugged ravines led us 
to anticipate that a “ow,” ov mountain torent in 
flood, might inconvenienco us, as wo should bo com- 
polled to cross some of tho many stroams of this kind 
which intercepted our course, Theso torrenis are 
carried over tho canal on archos, forming a bridge or 
aqueduct; but, curious to say, they aro themselves 
not bridged, and on this account must at times prove 
a great inconvenience to tho canal authorities, ‘Two 
or thred miles from Jwallapore, wo found our anti+ 
cipations vorifled, and is was somo time bofore wo 
could mako up our minds to cross tho torrent bofore 
us. Tlowevor, abandoning our dog-cart, wo took off 
pavt of our clothes, and reached tho opposite side 
none the worso for tho timbor and stones rolling 
down the stream; but owr procautions to save our 
clothos from becoming wet, by placing them on our 
heads, did not suceced, Wo walked into Jwallapore, 
whore wo found that the tenls and baggage, haying 
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beon pulled up, in consequence of the ane * row” a 
little higher wp tho stream, had not appeared; go 
that a rather uncomfortable night’s sleep in wot 
clothes was tho result. ‘Tho discomfort, howovor, 
was of slight moment, as such an ovent had become 
toall of us ® common occurrence, lt was the pro- 
pability, almost amounting 10 2 cortainty, of fover 
supervening upon this sort of exposure, which caused 
us some anxiety, Such a result would necossarily 
lond to tho sacrifice of this portion of tho district, as 
every day’s delay would ronder tho low, swampy 
jungle wo wove entering more unhealthy and more 
imponetrablo to Europoans, ‘Tho succoss of all our 
plans depended on keeping in tolorable health and 
being ablo to stick to owt saddles. 

Tho rain during tho 14th of July having delayed 
the arvival of a cortain portion of our armament, a 
halt at Jwallaporo bocame necessary, ‘The arrange- 
ment rogarding the Rios’ contingent, somo 160 men, 
to be furnished on tho morrow, was completed at an 
early hour. Having nothing better to engage our 
time, aud thinking tho apparent contempt it would 
show for tho prosont stato of affairs might exercise a 
salutary influonce on our frionds, Captain D——d: 
and myself started with our guns and a few clephants 
to beat up some gamo in the neighbourhood. On 
our return, an Aifghan friend of tho Raos, detained 
here by tho stato of tho country, referring to the 
existing disturbances, remarked that, on our arrival,

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ho expected to find the Englishmen cave-yorn and 
anxious; but this ho had not fond tho case, and he 
had heard that thoso in charge of distvicts through. 
out tho country had enrolled ihomselvos as troopors, 
and were risking their lives as much as; or moro go 
than, tho commonest soldier, This fhet seomed to 
havo mado a sivong impression on his mind, and 
angured well, ho thought, as to our ullimate 
prospects, 

From subsequent conversations with natives in 
various paris of tho country, it apponred that nothing 
had astonished them all so much as tho rapidity with 
which [inglislincn of overy class at once sprang to 
avms, They had long looked on tho magistrates and 
collectors, planters, &e,, a8 being by naturo and habit 
as thoronghly avparated by casto from English sol- 
dievs as their own bunyahs and knyuths. Tt was, 
moreover, contrary to all native ideax of propriety 
thet those outrusted with administrative powers, 
which they consider tho highest, should domean 
thomsclves with soldieving, ‘Thoir own history is a 
tissuo of records, in which-intriguo, siting aloof 
from all danger, has gained victories and conquered 
countrics, Tivon the battle of Plassy, won by 
Unglishmon, shows that we did not then despiso 
fighting them with their own weapons. Natives do 
nob understand a good stand-up fight, incurring con- * 
sidorable loss to tho victors; but thoy appreciate 
inwiguo, converting 9 foe into a friend in the hour of 
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battle, followed hy an instantancons rout and pro- 
digious slaughter, but the slaxyhtux must be of an 
unrosisting onemy, or, if possible, and preferable, 
because necompanied with less danger, an unrosisting 
peasantry, of the offeminate residents of a city, Such 

a victory would bo something worth talking about for 
the next twenty genorations, 

Tlindustanis invariably have recourse to intrigue, 
considering i, suporior in its results to hard knocks 
and gonoralship. If if wore possible at all 10 drive 
this out of their heads, the Jato rebellion ought to have 
that offect, but so vain is the yace, that, confidence 
boing rostorod, many a man would bo found ready to 
affirm, in simplo honosty, that, considering themsalves 
cleveror by for than iho English, the time will como 
when thoy will yet intrigue thom out of tho country, 
Driving thom out would nover enter into tho same - 
sage noodle’s brain, who is coward, ovory inch of 
him; tho only men who dream of tho time—and 
thoy do so constantly—when tho English aro to be 
dviven out of tho country aro the Pathaus, Ranghurs, 
sand other Mahomedans, 

Wo started ab daybreak on tho 16th of July, with 
the intention of attacking Futtuah, if possible, the 
samo day, and then oncamping noar it A. friend 
and myself wont in advance with our cavalry, bub 
no enemy was to bo seon, Our track lay through 
an undulating country, at first only partially covered 
with jungle, Fyom tho clonared portions of Innd 
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many old forest troos had not been removed, and 
thotr solitary grandour formed a plegsing reliof; but 
it was molancholy to look on tho blackoned ruins of 
burned villagos hero and thera, now totally deserted, 
Not a vestige of life was thero lo represent the 
villages that Chad but a fow months cavlior noticed 
in apparontly comlortable circumstances, beyond, por- 
haps, an emaciated dog or cat, which only served to 
cast a darker shade ovor {ho desolation of tho abodes, 
The whole seono was moro complotely that of deso- 
lation than I had yot noticed elsewhoro, os a result 
of tho rebellion; it brought vividly before one’s 
imagination tho native accounts of the extermination 
accompanying the inroads of tho Goorkhas of old. 
We wandered on admiring tho rich and lovely 
tract of country, recognizing now and thon tho 
froquent largo mounds indicating tho ruins of ancient 
towns, This had, somo two hundved yoars proviously, 
been a densely peopled and rich locality, but the 
Goorkhas wero then carrying overything boforo them, 
wresting province afler province from the effeminate 
successors of tho Mahomedan conquerors of Hindu- 
stan; thia caster portion of the Saharunporo district 
became in its turn ono of their conquesis, With true 
TIndo-Chinoso forocity, avery malo was put to tho 
sword by tho Goorkhas, and tho women carried off 
ag slaves to the intorioy of their hills. All became a 
wilderness, and has only of lato been alowly re~ 
covering under the British rule, Ono swoop of these 
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Bunjavahs had now driven off tho scanty population of 
the fow villages,whioh have for years boon nursed. on 
the government granta, and woro only just struggling 
into healthy vitality, tho climate at presont boing 
sadly against thom. Though the tract of country bo- 
tveon J wallapore and Futtuah is gonerally slightly 
clovated, it is surrounded by oxtensive swampy 
junglos, and all who can afford it, oven in times of 
peace, abandon tho placo during tho rains. As popu- 
lation ineveasos, and the jungle is cleared to the 
extent reported to havo beon the case in former days, 
this great unhoalthiness will in gome mensure dis- 
appear, though by no means altogothor, as much 
land is constantly flooded by the Ganges, Solani, and 
other streams, and the whole is intersected by vast 
swamps, which door, pigs, ligors, and wild elephants 
alone haunt with impunity during the monsoon, 
Nover having becn here during tho raing, I was 
much struck with the luxuriance and beauty of the 
vegotniion; nox was tho charm diminished by tho 
proximity of thoso glorious footprints of the Creator, 
the snowy zangos of the Himalayas, which so vividly 
impress upon all the sublimity of thoir gront Source, 
The overpowering abundance, howover, of insect lifo, 
and vicious, ovor-pursuing horso-flios of a peculiarly 
poisonous kind, at times unmistakably improssed on 
us, in the stillness of theso woodland solitudes, the 
unhonlthinoss of the locality. We rode on very 
plonsantly until arriving under Rance Majra, a 
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deserted village, surrounded by dense jungle, which 
liad alvoudy overgrown many of the ruined houses, 
Tlera we wero confronted by a flooded river, called 
the Bangunga, as, indeed, wo partly anticipated, 
though wo did not expect tho river to tun ont 
unfordable, As, however, wo could not control its 
fancies, wo cneamped xound the untoriunate Village, 
after veconnoilring parties had ascertained that the 
Bunjarahs had all crossod to the left bank of the 
stream, 

On thé following day, tho 16th of Tuly, some boats 
which had béen sent for from the Ganges Caml 
arrived 3 but the Bangunga rose still higher, cover- 
ing all tho low londs for miles, the whole country 
prosonting one vast sheel of troubled waters, This 
would not of itsolf have prevented our crossing, but 
tho fall of tho Bangunga wns vapid. Boing close 
to tho hills, which are hore invariably covered with 
timbor, its whole course was obstructed by large 
trees torn up froin the roots; tho roois and branches 
at times alternately darting high out of tho water, 
as thoy mot with opposition from below in their 
xeckloss course, Any of this limbor striking a 
hont would havo destroyod it at oneos wo wore 
obligod, therefore, to romain in our progont encamp- 
ing ground, 

Whilo at breakfast, wo heard firing, which, con- 
sidering tho stato of the country, wo hardly ox- 
pected; and shortly after, information arrived that 
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gomo of our camp followers had been attacked by 
the Bunjarahs, Whilo tho troops were gotting under 
ams, Captain D——-d and myself wandered in tho 
direction of the firing, to seo into tho state of aflairs, 
and wore shortly fired ab by a body of men in the 
jungle, Tho Bunjarabs aro accustomed to kill tigers 
and othor wild animals with their matehlocks; they 
wore consequently good shots, and should have beon 
formidable in jungle warfare; but they did siat prove 
80, probably from the want of good leadors, ‘Taking 
advantage of the cover owr'solves, wo soon made our 
opponents fool the superiority of English vifles, and 
speedily obliged them lo abandon their advanced 
position, Whon our little army arrived, but fow 
of the onomy could bo scon, though, dowbtless, num- 
hors wore concealed in the surrounding jungle, into 
which a discharge or tivo of grapo being sent, wo 
saw xo more of the gentlomoen. 

On the 17th, tho river fell considerably, and wo 
commenced crossing, an operation which occupied 
us some four hours, ‘Tho Ros’ contingent had now 
boon with us two days; a largo proportion of them 
were really well armed, somo with English doublo- 
barrelled guns, ‘Choir armament rathor took mo 
aback; I expected. a misorable rabble, and the ro- 
quisition had boon made only with the viow of ren~ 
doving onr force in the feld numorieally larger, by 
boing ablo to leave these mon with the camp, ox 
sending them to procure information; but, being, 
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contrary to all oxpeclation, well armed, and so com 
plotoly outmumboring ua, thoir vory effictoncy ron. 
doved them hy no means pleasant allies in the present 
stato of affnixs, as they would have mot with no difi- 
culty in coming to terms with tho Bunjarahs, At 
fivst they wero civil onough; but our numerical 
woaknoss soon induced contempt, which Inttorly they 
did not disguiso, causing somo inconvonionco and 
auxioty, from tho impossibility of leaving thom in 
charge of our camp. 

Wo began crossing the Bangungn carly in the 
morning, While Captain M——n, with the sappors 
and tho gun, passed over the stroam, which was still 
broad and rapid, it was my lof to romain behind with 
part of the Puttooala IIorso, looking on at operations 
in general, At last all was voady for my party to 
move forward, and we wore waiting for the boat, 
when a party of the Raos’ mon assembled near me, 
talking loudly and with marked insolonco, in that 
Gomonstrative manner so poculiar to tho Tiindustani, 
The boat camo alongside tho bank, when one of the 
leading men under the Raos walked up as if to step 
on board bofore mo, this in itsolf being a pointod mark 
of disrespect, which he improved upon by forcing his 
way so radoly that he noarly pushed me down the 
slippory bank, This was a little too much. After a 
second’s reflection, my determination was tnken, and, 
knocking tho man down, my riflo was instantly ready 
for resistance from the others. But they wore Hindu-

stants, ‘The man himsolf skulked back among his 
comrades, who soon looked quite pleasod, and wo all 
crossed over the boat of friends, ‘Cheso men subse~ 
quently behaved woll, and with oxtromo respect, but 
this did not disavm our suspicions, On tho first ox« 
cuso, that of escorting recovered cattle, they were 
sont back to Jwallapore, and, on departing, they re- 
ceived tho full quote of Ilindustani complimonts for 
their assistanco and uscfulness, ag their good-will was 
still necessary: if inclined, they had it in thoir power 
to intomupt our communications, as Jwallapore had 
become our actual base of operations. + 

After crossing the river, a wounded Bunjareh was 
discovered in tho tree jungle amongsl some long 
grass, “This man must havo boon accidentally for~ 
gotten by his companions whon votroating, as he had 
evidently boon carried to his present position, and it 
was a wondor that no wild animals had got hold of 
him during the night. Lo was an intelligent, hand~ 
some young man, A, riflo-ball, tho wound caused 
by which wo could at first hardly discovor, had 
brokon his leg neax the thigh, so that ho was unable 
to moyo, and in considorable pain; ho was much 
rolioved when Captain D——d bound up tho log 
with strips of bark tom from oa noighbowing treo. 
This man veported that a larger number had been 
killed and wounded on tho previous day than we 
had any idea of, and amongst others, tho two rela~ 
tions of Shorah, their loader. ‘ 
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Wo now advanced through tho forest and long 
grass junglo without meoling any opposition, in a 
country, loo, whore a fow good marksmen might 
have dono infinite mischioh On approaching the 
Gangos, wo camo upon some clonred tracts sur. 
rounding 2 few small villages, and thence skivting 
tho river, arrived at Futtuah, the head-quarterg of 
the Bunjarahs, who, wo found, had abnndoned the 
placo with a considerable portion of its stores of 
plundered corn, and had taken refuge on, & rather 
largo island in tho Gangos, tho stream of which 
al this season moro resombles a large lake, though 
it flowa with extreme rapidity. Some part of the 
store of corn and cattle, and much of tho Bunjarahs’ 
own properly, was carvicd away or dvivon off by the 
Iwallopore Raos’ party, and the rapidity with which 
theso mon discovered herds of cattle socveted in the 
Jungle was vory satisfactory, As all tho boats on 
the Ganges had beon removed ov desivoyed, it was 
found impossible 40 pursuo the Bunjarabs into their 
swampy islands; so, boyond giving them a discharge 
or two of grape, we Jeft thom alone, They, how- 
ovor, ovidently folt tho logs of thoir cattlo soverely, 
and secing that robollion was a losing gamo, they 
shortly aflor sued for terms, by proposing to deliver 
up theiy Jeadors, Wo now roturned again, vid Jwal- 
Japoro, to Roorkio, all glad to cseapo from this vast 
swamp.

Snontzy aflor tho prvoceding ovonis ab Roorkie, I 
mived and received information that tho whole 
rountry round Deobund had again rison with the 
intention of altacking that important placo, With 
rearly tho same’ hoterogencous force employed in 
tho Khndir of the Gangs, wo at onco proceeded in 
that direction; and two days’ march, during which 
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wo visiled some vebol villages in the Mozuffurnugur 
district, brought us to tho vicinity of the city, in 
approaching which placo wo intorcepted govern] 
bands of mon volwrning to their homes with the 
plunder of Deobunds for tho attacking partics, 
having timely notico of our advance, seatlered to 
their homes on our approach, Tho same scones 
thet had ocewrred at Nookur had hero been re- 
onacted ona largor sealo; tho attack having origi- 
nated from nearly tho samo motives, viz, plunder 
and tho dostruction of bunynhs’ accounts and bonds, 
In Deobund, however, tho rosistanco on tho pavt of 
tho townapcoplo had been more dotormined, the 
enemy move numorous, and tho loss of life on both 
sides very considerable, I ought to remark that the 
valour of tho eitizons had consisted in hiving for 
battle, at high rales of romunoration, tho Bhungies 
and othor low castes, whom in ordinary times they 
despised, compelling them to live on tho outskirts of 
the town, 80 a8 not to defile ils pure Inhabitants, Tho 
monoyed classes (bunyahs and muahajuns) did not scan 
to have ever personally atlomptod resistance, though 
many of them wero killed or wounded after their 
moro manly low-caste xelainora wore overpowered, 
On my axrival, thoas valiont moneyed classes hoped 
to ewakon my sympathy by showing mo thoir wounds; 
but they aroused only disguat for their cowsilice, 
their wounds being almost invariably on thi sbnok. 
The hived Bhungies, however, who wore numeriéally 
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much inforior to their Rajpoot and Goojur assailants, 
fought bravely, inflicting a much soveror loss than 
they sulfoved, as tho corpsos of tho latter, piled up 
inn heap outside tho city, clearly proved, Sovoral 
days wore now spent in tho neighbourhood of Deo-~ 
bund, and many of tho most notorious villages in 
the neighbourhood punished, Two days were om- 
ployed in bringing forward for vocognition and trial 
somo of the most deeply implicated of our prisoners. 
A farther advance, however, into the Khatah, which 
had beon most unfortunately delayed on account of 
tho unceasing rain and flooded state of the country, 
was again put off indefinitely on account of requi- 
sitions from tho station of Saharunpoto, Tho only 
course open Lo us was to deal sovorely with the most 
notorious of our prisoners, with the hopo of over- 
awing tho Khatah Rajpoots, and fortunately our 
policy had tho anticipated effect, us wo wore not 
again soriously troubled by theso men, 

During tho attack on Doobund, cortain Rajpoots 
managed to lay their louds on the son of a woalthy 
inhabitant of tho place, whom thoy romoved and so- 
ereted with the viow of oxtorting a ransom. It was 
an object, if possible, to recover this boy, if moraly 
to demonstrate the vitality of ou powor, but his 
whereabouls was. by no moans onsily ascertained. 
On investigation dé tuned out that the villagers 
»who had first captured him wero attacked by a 
_ patty from snotlier village, who considered that a 
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shavo of tho anticipated ransom money Shirly ho. 
longed to thom, having heen co-pareeners in the 
altack on Deobund. Tho result of tho oncounter 
waa, that the captive changed hands 3 bué tho ill-yi!] 
resulting from this allay onabled mo to ascertain’ 
exactly where the boy was concealed, 

Early ono morning before sunriso, aftor a rathor 
perploxing march across country in tho dark, the 
villago where he was kept prisoner was surrounded, 
and this being done, the offer of a hundred rupees fo 
any trooper who would bring the child ont alive had 
the desired effect, The boy was in our possession 
hofore the majarity of tho people in the village worg 
awake, Tnstead of gratitude on the part of the rich old 
vagabond who had expressed such deop ansicty on 
account of the child, wo aflorwards found it very dift- 
cult to extract from him the paltry reward of « lm. 
dyed rupecs, though tho enterprise was of such a 
nature that he had doubted the policy of attempting to 
rescue the boy; from the likelihood of his hoing killed 
should wo attack tho partics in whose possession ho; 
was. The mannor in which tho Rajpoots removed 
this Bralhmun boy to scenve a xansom is ono instance} 
illustrative of the rapidity with which natives, 
throughout this revolt, at once voverted to tho pur , 
er of their forefathers, wate” 

Tradition nover loses {ts chan amongst Hindy- 
slanis, Natives univorsally remar pd 4Q me that on | 
half of the xisings smongst thegruxgl’ ‘pullin mig 
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ho atlributed to tho dradilions oxisting among the 
Rajpoots and other wauliko yacos, of {ho mamor in 
+ which their forefathers wacd 10 swaggor about the 
country well avmad, and obtain a livelihood by plin- 
* doring tho less warlike. ‘Thoso wore tho days of tho 
Rojpoot supremacy; and thoy considored that, by a 
happy turn of events, thoso glorious timos had at last 
returned again, ‘They accordingly ontored into the 
sport with a hoarty good-will, though, after » while, 
finding that tho loss more than counterbalanced the 
gain, they becamo thoroughly sick of anarchy, and 
longed again for roposo, Fence, tho rapidity with 
which thoy at onea sottled down to their peacoful ayo- 
_ cations, as if nothing had ever taken placo, whenever 
guy columns marched through our older provinces, 
When soarching some of tho woalthior inhabitants’ 
houses in Deobund, I was struck by tho invariable 
novelty of acveral small xooms perched on the top of 
tho flat xoofs, but go placed as not to bo casily scen 
from the stroats, or from tho tops of neighbouring 
thouses. In many of those rooms, chairs wero swung 
betweon the door-jambs, On inquiring, I found that 
during tho rains, tho ladies of tho houschold aro fond 
of reclining in theso chairs, which aro kopt swinging 
by a ropo attached to the back, Tor hows thoy thug 
Hstloasly amusd thomgelves, listening to all the scandal 
‘of tho day golléciad ‘by thoir female attendants, It 
‘avons they age fiptticularly fond of this pastime whon 
tho rain, is fain, whieh, every now and then, wets 
BS 
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them slightly. Much trouble as I had long pre- 
viously takon 1o ascorlain tho habits of the People, 
theso sudden visits among tho botter clags of housog 
during tho disturbances, disclosed many curious fon 
tures novor brought undex my obsorvation, oven jn 
tho oxtensiyo disclosures from timo 10 timo made 
public in on Indian magiatraté’s court. Tho anti. 
quated simplicity which characterises many of thely 
domostic arrangoments yecalls tho days of Sacom- 
talla; but tho illusion fades on beholding somo vile 
French picturo, introduced with tho advanco of Ewo« 
pean civilization, Still, thoso largo houses, with thor 
filly or so vory small rooms, without tho loast attompt 
at ventilation, and with scarcely spaco to tun in, 
must be anything but comfortable or healthy during 
the hot scason, Tho numerous apartments wore pro- 
bably designed for the secretion of valuable property, 
tho contrivances for sccuring which axe vory ings 
nious, and would with difliculty bo discovered bya 
European without native assistance, 

Whilo in tho neighbourhood of Deobund, an old 
schoolfellow of mino, having oscaped with his wife 
from Moradabad, had writton to mo from Mozuffur- 
nugur, some twenty-five miles distant, to inquivo if I 
could furnish him with an escort to Saharunpore, as, 
in consequonco of sicknoss, it was nacossnry for him to 
procood, if possible, to tho Tlimalayas, My answer 
was, that if ho camo within a covtain timo, ho should 
havo tho escort, This period had lapsed, and was : 
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considerably longthenod, yot no ono appeared; and, 
ag amplo timo had been given, 1 supposed my friend's 
plons had beon changed. On tho other hand, our 
ret to Saharunpore was imperative; that placo, 
wo had xeason to believe, buing threatened by tho 
enemy. Tow great was my surpriso, on arriving at 
the station, to find that my friond and his wifo had 
arvived bofore me, Our march had, doubtless, for a 
time, senttorod the rebols to a considorablo distance 
from the neighbourhood of the road, yet this :portion 
of the country was swarming with parties that would 
only have beon too glad to cut off any straggling 
Europeans, and all the botter fan from a lady forming 
one of tho party. It turned out that on nearing Deo- 
bund, whoro my friond still oxpected to find mo, the 
palkeo-bonvers—whether in accordance with custom, 
from which nalivos never willingly depart, I know 
not—took thoix charge in tho direction of, and depo- 
sited thom close to, the ruins of tho staging bungalow 
amongat a chimp of fine ixees, Toxo, instend of sup- 
posed fronds, these two wore grooted by tho bodies 
ofmon hanging on tho surrounding treos 3 cnongh 
in quict timos, in a lonoly spot, and Into in tho oven- 
ing, to affect soriously stronger nervos than those of a 
young lady, whoso previous exporienco had probably 
beon chiofly confined to « London drawing-room. 
Theso trees, boing near the high-road, and closo to 
tha staging bungalow burnt by the rebels, had boen 
selected by me as a fitting locality for the execution 
M2 
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of tha xobols condemned on the provious days, and 
thoir bodies were purposely left hanging on the spot 
as a warning and menace, it boing impossible for us 
to romain in the neighbourhood and maintain ordee, 
whilo it was absolutely necessary that quict should be 
restored, oven at the cost of the severest monstiros, or 
ow: communications with the south would again be 
closed. 

On tho nrvival of my friond at this locality, finding 
that Thad vanished, ho determined to go on at once 
—a fortunate resolve, as in a fow hours tho yond 
would have beon closed to such helpless travellers, 
TL was fortunate, too, that night was approaching, 
whon natives rarely wander about if thoy can pos- 
sibly avoid doing so, Tho courage and enorgy of this 
young lady—by no moans accustomed to rough it, 
risking all cheorfully to sceuro a healthy change for 
her hushand—struck all of us as one of many similar 
instances during the rebellion, which mado Bnglish- 
mon proud of thoir raco, and unilod thom closer in 
mutual veapect, 

As tho raina had for somo time boon very heavy, 
and tho whole country was under wator, wo gladly 
turned our froos towards Saharimpore, ospeolally 
as some of our party wero suffering from illness, 
Indeed, all the moro important portions of the dis- 
trict had now in twins beon visited by me, and re 
coived subsiantial warnings, whilo tho season of tho 
yor had become oven more unfavourable to natives 
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than to Europoans. It was consequently hardly a 
matter of surprise that, with but slight interruptions, 
tho district remained reasonably quicl till the fall of 
Delhi, My suporior, falling ill about that time, left 
for tho hills, the charge of tho district dovolying 
upon nic 

But while tho district romained quict, the Bijnour 
rebels, on tho loft bank of the Ganges, were assum~ 
ing a more organized form, and a descont might be 
expected af any moment, whilo tho progress of our 
arms at Dolhi was becoming a moro anxious subject 
thon it had over been, We felé that tho long-looked~ 
for assault must bo pressed on at covery reasonable 
risk, ATL know thal the Soikhs woro in a dangorous 
state. Wore Dolhi ours, all was ours, {Cho joyous 
nows al last enmo, and though evory demonstration 
in the way of fring salutes, parading our force, &e., 
was mado to convince thoso around us that that 
evont had netually taken placo, for a long timo tho 
poople did not believe in it, and many infatuated 
individuals had unfortunatoly seloclod this inauspi- 
dlous moment Lo join in the rebellion. 

The Khazoo of 'Thanah Bhawun, a placo in the 
Mozuffurnuguy district, and on the southern bordors 
of our own, aftor murdering all the native officials of 
that placa under circumstances of poculiar atrocity 
and treachory, had unfortunately succceded in driv~ 
ing off a small party of Goorkhas and other troops, 
who had not boon well managed whon attacking him, 
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This mado matters sorious, as any slight dofoat at 
that timo ordinarily induced a gonoral rising, A 
considoralle forco was consoquently at once marched 
out from Moonih to attack Thannh Bhawun. The 
place was abandoned, as usual, by tho xebels on 
seoing that tho forco opposed 10 thom was moro than 
their match, and they ontored ow district in con- 
sidorablo numbors, which necessitated my leaving 
Saharunpore rathor huiedly, to intorcopt them with 
somo Soikh military mountod police wnder a native 
commandant. 

Tn consequence of all tho mon that could bo parted 
with having beon sont io assist tho Mozuffwnugur 
force, we had hardly onough Goorkhas remaining to 
guard oven tho gaol and treasury. Tn tho absoneo 
of tho military police, tho rebels might double be- 
hind mo ond attack tho station; I thorefore sum- 
moned some Seikhs of tho Ferozopore and Loodiana 
rogimonts, undor x Huropoan officox, stationed at 
Tugadureo, on tho right bank of tho Jumna in the 
Umbuollah district, which force had beon placed at 
my disposal by the Commissionor of Umballah, As 
somo Indies had insisted on coming to Sahnrunporo 
from tho Tiimalnyns, undor tho impression that it 
was sofor than tho Inttor placo, I left with the Soilh 
military polico, without informing any one, so as not 
to evento alarm. Tho noiso of tho horses, however, 
attracted tho attontion of the moro wakoful, One 
lady who had escaped with hor childvon from Delhi, 
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aftor hor hnsband had been murdered, became so 
alwmed on this discovery that sho left al onco for 
Umballah, with hor childron, in a palkeo, Wad tho 
Soiklis summoned from that direction not been acci« 
dentally on tho road, the consoquences might have 
boon sorious to her, it heing impossible to calculate 
which direction tho robols might take; moreovor, 
the country sho traversed had not long sinco beon 
in open rebellion, which, under any circumstances, 
rondeved the trip nob ovexr-seeure to partics unable 
to defend themaclves, Sho arrived, howovor, quite 
safely at Umballah. 

Near tho ond of our march and, about midnight, 
whon approaching the ground where tho rebels 
might bo expeclod, tho native gontleman com~ 
manding tho Seilkh horso slated that ho could not 
answer for his mon fighting; thoy had, ho said, 
boon hurricdly raised for police purposes, and not 
intended for this kind of work, This information 
was vathor late in the day, so, abandoning all inton- 
tion of attacking that night, wo advanced a fow 
miles, and encamped noar the iown of Ramporo. 
Tho nows of tho advont, as L anticipated, of a body 
of Seikhs, numbor and quality unknown, wa8 xapidly 
spread abroad, and bofore morning the xobels had 
dscampod. or tho snko of tho moral affect oxpoctod 
from their prosence, this foreo, under their native 
commandant, was loft in tho neighbourhood for a 
fow daya; and, having beon usofyl in their way, they 
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woro shortly affor returned to tho Punjaub, The 
authoritics thera, in the meantime, having been good 
enough to sanction ihe retention of the Porozepora 
Seikhs and of a portion of tho Ist Punjaub Cavalry, 
theso troops wero strength sufficioné for our re- 
quivoments, but not moro than sufliciont, as the 
Ganges was rapidly falling, and the Bijnow: rebels 
throatoned to Invade our district, 

A. considerable portion of our force had beon sent 
out to watch tho Ganges frontier, whon an unox. 
pected gathering took placo in our own district, in 
tho neighbourhood of Kulscoas which caused me 
to proceod thore with 200 Scikhs under a Bwropean 
officer, and 60 horso with thoir Affghan russaldan 
Kulseen was towards tho sourea of the Tostern 
Jwuna Conal, and I was always delighted when 
duty called mo in this direction, ‘This ennal was 
formed by Murdan Khan, the favourite and wealthy 
ministor of Shah Johan, Emperor of Delhi, Like 
all native constructions of the kind, loyels had been 
defeotively inken; but, unliko ou moro sciontific 
but lesa picturogqua canals, its wandering course 
much xvesombles a rivor, and tho fall not boing 
well rogulated, tho sixeam is at timos vory rapid, 
ab othors still and deep, Boing imbedded in trees 
and surrounded by mountains in this locality, it 
possesses every vequisito of a beautiful river, Wan- 
doring along its banks on approaching the hills, with 
viows of tho snowy ranges peoping through tho deep, 
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tropical folingo veiling tho cold crystal stroam below, 
tho scono is enchanting, and ono for a time forgets 
the burning sun of Tndia, not tho loss fatal because 
in sight of snow, 

The rough Afghans accompanying us seomed 
fully to appreciate these boantiful landseapes, and 
dolightod to comparo them with their own mountain 
valleys; for, unlike the Tindustanis, thoy are keonly 
sonsitive to the bonutiful in nature, ILindustanis 
undorstand a beantiful shaw), pipe, or othor orna- 
mental production that thoy considor costly; but 
though so oxtraordinavily sonsitive and subtle in 
wifles, to a casual observer almost implying an 
eduentod and refined organization, thoy noithor un- 
dorstand nor appreciate beauties which aro the 
eveation of a higher nature than theirs, and which 
tell of Almighty powor, 

Close to Khaya, and near tho point where tho 
canal recaives its supply of wator from the Jumna, 
avo situated the ruina of a palace, called Padsheh 
Mahal, “the king’s abodo,” buils by Murdan Khan 
for his mastor, Shah Ichan. In tho soloction of 
this boautiful site for the palace, Murdan Khan’s 
Affghan doscont, with its love of naturo, i8 unmis- 
takably ovineed, Situated on rather a high point, 
overhanging the Jumna, the windows of this palace 
command somo lovely viows, ‘To tho south is 
stroftched out Ifindustan, with tho various rivors 
monndoring in broad, silvery tracings over its 
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houndloss plains, while to tho north tho oyo fol. 
lows the cleny, rapid waters of tho Jumma into tho 
ragged. Inbyrinth of tho Timalayas, In my opinion, 
tho scone is, on tho whole, finer than at Turdway 
on tho Gangos, ag tho river thoro is more rapidly 
hiddon amongst tho mountains. In this cntrancing 
spot, Shah Jehan, afloy all, made but a brief go. 
jown. As usual in Oriontal States, oppression 
attended the foaisteps of the monarch, and tho sux 
rounding zomindays set their wits 10 work to got 
rid of their royal visitor, hoy wisely determined 
to offect this through tho Emporor’s zanana; for 
though thus confined, in no country do women 
posiess greater power, o moro frequently become 
political colobritivs, than in India, In tho neigh 
houring mountains, goitve is 2 very common disease; 
so tho zemindars collected from thenco all the goitved 
women they could got hold of, and daily despatched 
them into tho zanana with presents of fruit, &e,' 
The universality of tho goitre soon atiractod the 
attontion of the ladiog, and to overy inquiry tho 
affectod vepliod that nono over lived any longth of 
timo in the locality without being afllicted with this 
disease, As a natural result, Shah Jehan got no 
peace from tho ladies of his housohold till Padshah 
Mahal was abandoned fox ovor. 

On arriving at our destination, Raiporo, the impli- 
ented partios thonght fit to deliver thomsolvos up, 
and I shortly afler rolensed them, as a reward for 
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Yhelx goo behaviour during moro critical timos, 
when from their influonce they might havo soriously 
compliented our position, When I rotnrned to 
Sahavimpore, Joaving that town in charge of the 
assistant magistrate, I again left for tho banks of 
tho Ganges, whore existed the only prominont 
enemy loft, But now tho work was of a princely 
stamp, whon contrasted with tho early days of tho 
revolt, ‘Choro wore some half-dozen officers to do 
tho soldioving, nor was I now associated with troops 
who might shooh mo at any moment, Wo had a 
constant recurrence of small oneountors, and on:dne 
ot two occasions tho onomy managod to plan thoir 
attacks with sufficiont precision, fo surpriso and 
scatter ow advance picquets on tho banks of tho 
Ganges; but, on tho whole, with tho cold season 

pidly advancing, and tho cautious Bijnour robela, 
though now reinforcod and tolorably well appointed, 
hardly likely to cross in forco, so as to place a larga 
river to thoir roar, our dutics became a plonsant 
rolaxation, in tho absonco of thal killing anxioty of 
formor days. It is a satisfaction, moreovar, to fool 
that tho tido of forluno has decidedly tusnod, and 
yoursolf at last actually on tho winning side, after 
so much protracted uncertainty and susponse, Thoso 
distant from tho sceno of action can hardly appro- 
diate tho invigorating sonsation that imparted a new 
lif 10 Europeans in northorn Indis, whon our small 
columns moved out to conquor after the fall of Delhi, 
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with no withoring incubus of a Crhmomn horo to 
yotard their movements, 

Early in tho disturbances, i6 boing evident that 
tho outbreak had assumed a voligious charactor, 
the missionaries at Sahurunpora had boon requested 
to proceed to the hills, Tmmedintoly after tho fall of 
Delhi, a junior momber of this mission, with more 
goal than diseretion, rotiumed and announced his 
intention of preaching in public in the ety, Saha 
yunpore is casontinly s Mahomedan city; and at no 
timo possessed the reputation of being deficiont in 
tuvbulonce, When this young man made his apponr= 
anee, the natives still disboliovod in the fall of Delhi, 
and our reverses, so close as ‘Chansh Bhawan, wore 
the goneral theme of conversation. This missionary 
undorstood TTindustani very imperfectly, and win 
tontionally might have perpetrated somo horrible 
blunder, which, though only exciting leughter in 
ordinary times, would at that timo have ronsed all 
the dormant animosity of his heavers; so thats on 
atlompting to preach, ho would, in all likelihood, 
havo been himsolf killed, and oven provoked a 
Mahomedan wising as tho ultimo result, I sent 
for the gentlaman and romonsirated, but ho doparted, 
obstinately insisting that i¢ was his duty. Not until 
informed by a firiond that, on attempting anything 
of tho kind, ho would be seized by tho police, and 
deported out of tho district in tho company of a 
couple of troopers, did he givo in, This oxtont of 
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jndisereot zeal mumongst missionaries in northern 
Indian is vory vavo indged; and it was tho more 
extraordinary as evineed by a member of tho 
American missions, who aro such thoroughly prac- 
tical, sincoro men, and the only missionarios that 
scam at all successful in conquering tho deep caste 
profudices of the North-West Provinces. In justice, 
howover, it should bo montioned thal, this gontlo- 
man’s superiors, not then prosont, much deprecated 
the mistaken zoal of their subordinate, in which light 
he himself now doubtless viows it, 

As an illustration of tho gratitude and friendghtp 
of tho monoyed classes in India, who owe their all 
to tho British Government, the following instance is 
given, as it occured about this time :—In the month 
of October, 1857, whon aadlyypressed by the dafi- 
ciency of moans to onabla me to moet the nocessary 
disbursemonts of the districl, I called on the Saharun- 
pore mahojuns, or bankers, to furnish mo with by no 
moans a hoavy loan, ‘This thoy positively rofnsed to 
do, declaring thoiv inability to meot my wishes; that 
is, fo that Govornmont who has novor imposed any de- 
scription of tax upon this class (a groat ovorsight, by 
the way), and through whose protection alone they 
had beon enabled to accumulate thoir woalth, theso 
mon refused a portion of that capital which would have 
disappeared with the Government which had fostored 
them, At such a juncture, indocd, thoir rofusal would 
have beon of little momont; for had I not almost im- 
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motliaicly recoived an wnoxpected supply from other 
quarters, these vormin might havo learnt ihat noces- 
sily is somotimes superior to laws, and that wo had 
not protected thoir proporty at tho risk of our Hves 
without expecting soma reasonable return, should 
civeurnstances vondor it necessary. But novor will 
Indian bankers, if they can avoid it, lend money to 
the State, as thoy somowhat justly argue that the 
Govornmont, on secing their wealth, might at last 
: open its ayes, and suggcat some trifle towards the 
exponso of dofonding theiy vast accumulations, 

‘On being relioved of my district dutivs, I shortly 
aflor ontered on ny now avocniion as a member of 
tho commission for the tial of mutincors and robols, 
which necessitated my joining various flold forces to the 
south of Sabarunpore, and I ultimately found myself 
in Sir Colin Campbell's encampmont at Futtchgurh, 
Thardly need say that it was indecd a relict to take 
rofugo at last under the wing of « Muropean army 
such as India hed novor before seon, little troubled 
by shot or shell, and without a thought for the 
morrow, or 98 to tho stato of ono’s arms; nor fy it 
vory necossary 10 add, that long companionship with, 
and dopendenco on, the Hindustanis had far from 
ondeared their socioty to me.

OCUAPTER X. 


Importance in India of a well-considored system of fortifieations

So long as England is not hard pressed by a Euro- 
pean war at home, and maintains the mastery of the 
gona, tho high inotal of hex race will doubtless carry 
everything before it in India; and this, too, in spite 
of embarrassmonts occasioned by parliamentary action 
on ovents puasing six ox oight thousand miles distant, 
ina country whore the whole aspect of affairs may 
have changed oven while thoso wonderful conclusions 
are boing formed. Sinco tho change in tho Indian 
home administration, whatever may bo the results 
of theso parlinmontary squabbles or changos of mi~ 
nistry, one thing, at any rate, is cortain, that in India, 
unless Englishmon tako full advantage of the warn- 
ings offored by this revolt, the succeeding generation 
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may witnoss another rising of oven a more sorioug 
charactor, 

Englishmon, doponding, ib would scom, on thely 
wooden walls, have learnt to reflect but Hltlo on the 
importance of soeuring their frail tenure of this yas: 
country by tho ordinary precaution of fortified posts, 
A. fow forls, ib is teuo, wore commenced, while 
hostilitics Jasted and immediate danger threatened ; 
also, some old constructions wore partially placed in 
ropaiv; but the supply is hardly sufficient, The 
existonce of forts whoro military munitions and trea- 
suro can be securely stored, onables tho majority of 
a station force .to move out for aggrossive purposes, 
or join any army in tho field; and if, in addition, a 
well-considored system of vathvays connected these 
forts, wo should move than quadruple tho working 
strength of our small Europoan army, 

Forts, howevor, aro not tho only fortifications re- 
quired. ‘This rebellion has demonstrated cloaly 
cnough that, lot tho civil officers in chargo of dis- 
ivicts show tho lenst inclination to abandon their 
hoad-quartors, and British authority at ones conses 
to oxist in ® tract of country as largo ag half n doxott 
or moro English countics; and that, in such caso, 
a trifling dislurbanco assumes at once the proportions 
of a xebollion, ‘T'o obviate a too carly, and porhaps 
umiecessary relrcal, when a crisis ocours, every 
out-district in India should possoss a fortified house 
for the security of the treasure, ‘This house should 
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not be too largo, but capable of being held by from 
ton to thirly Muvopoans for a couple of weeks, ov till 
the arrival of rolief, 

I know sovoral districts in tha North-Wost Pro- 
yincog where the treasure and records would have 
boon savod during tho last revolt, and, perhaps, oven 
tho disteict itself, had auch a house oxisted., TEvon 
if not attacked or obliged to stand a siogo, its 
very oxistenca would induce civilians (if not better 
advised by past oxporionco") to romain Jongor at 
their posts whon robellion was closing in around 
them; while tho moro presonco of Europeans in 
charge of tho districts would, in all probability, as 
we have frequently seen during this yevoll, keop the 
more poworful and far-sighted of the natives on the 
side of tho British Government and order, In short, 
theso fortified houses, though untenable against o 
forco accompanied by artillory, would form a strong 
bulwark against vovolt, and not a man who has 
peasod through this rebellion but has seon tho abso- 
Jute necessity of some such provision, I am aware 
of the diMeulty that somo may feol, wanting a snper- 
‘luity of cash for such purposes; but tho construction 


* A third of tho olvillans prosont in the North-Wost Provinces 
and Qude during tho lato revolt forfolted thelr lives in thelr 
chivalrous dovotion to thot duty, or, in othor words, a larger 
proportion werd killed than in nny brinolt of the army in those 
provinces, nnd tho acrvlees of the ontiva body have been simply 
ignored by the home Governmont, Tho hing may porhaps ba 

* taken, 
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of thoso simplo works might casily be carried out by 
convicts, at a vory slight oxpense to tho State, 

And hore I may remark that, whatevor precautions 
aro takon to secure our position in India, it will at 
any rato ensure tho maximum of contempt from the 
natives (and the next stop to contompt is revolt), if wo 
endeavour to impress thom with tho conviction that 
we wilfully closed our eyes to much of tho iniquity 
of which they wore tho anthors during the lato revolts 
and that, after all, the most influontial of the English 
race are nol merely their apologists, but are ready 
lo maintain that ITindustanis avo, on the whole, supo» 
rior to theix conquovors, In Uhis particular the press 
has much {to answor for, Though tho greater number 
of Europeans in India, not being croatures of a par 
liamentary majority, havo little vespoct in gonoral for 
tho exprossion of English public opinion in regard to 
Indian affairs, thoro can bo no doubt that more harm 
than good has acerucd from i]l-natured criticisms; for 
oven now tho violent and unreasonable changes which 
havo sucoeeded ono anothor on tho subject of Indu- 
stant versus Linglish atvocitios, havo apparontly sottled 
down into anything but correct conclusions. 

In 1867, during tho desporate atrugglo for Tng- 
lish supromacy in tho North-West Provinces, in the 
oarly stages of tho revolt, English public opinion, as 
represonted by its pross, astonished by tho violonce of 
ils denunciations oven actors amidst scenes of revolt 
and bloodshed; but hardly had tho nows of votwn- 
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ing snceess reached Lngland, and it had becomo 
ovident that the mon by whose prompt energy the 
ovisis of the rebellion had been overcome wore carry- 
ing overything bofore them, than no abuso seemed 
sufficiently severe to hurl at those astonished gentle- 
men, as a reward for thelr efforts in supporting their 
country’s intorests at great porsonal xisk, ‘This un- 
called-for excitement ineveased oven to a greater 
degree when somo unfortunate Eurasians, not yet 
recovered from the effects of tho scenes through 
which they had passed (and it must be remombered 
many of tho poorer amongst them are hardly above 
the levol of the humblor classes of the natives), 
falling into tho hands of illiterate men, anxious to 
mako out a good story, produced, with the assistance 
of tho latter, evidently oxaggorated statements of 
their sufferings at tho hands of the natives, Though 
exaggerated, howovor, and thus rendorod a little 
inovediblo, thoso siatomonts possessed only too deop 
and melancholy a tinge of truth. 

Tho tales told by tho poor Burasians wore in fact 
much nearer tho roal state of affairs than some asser~ 
tions of an opposite import made by certain equally 
focble-mindod individuals, At Grst, horribly alarmed, 
but finding lo their astonishment that thoy had 
actually dono tho mutinies in porfect security in tho 
Punjaub, or down country, without ever having seon 
avobol or mutinoor, unless socurely bound, or ever 
haying boon in o position to investigate the subject

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thoy wore commenting on, these mon camo to the 
conclusion that all they had heard was fnlso, and 
scribbled 10 the papers their ill-natured ideas before 
it had oven como within tho bounds of human pos 
sibility that tho fucts could be discoverod.* The 


* {ho most important of this elas of statements was tho pro 
duetion of & certain Mr, G@——- C——, who writes to the Pines 
from Lucknow on tho 6th of Juno, 1858, that tho stories of "dis. 
honour, &.,, are the puroat inventiona.” And again, “Ag regaide 
dishonour, T believe that tho feeling towards owr raco waa not that 
which lends to such acta, 16 {8 more liko tho rising of ono form of 
creation ngninst another, like domone attacking angels, and trying 
to hurl thom downy” with other rbbish of this kind, Mr. G— 
may fancy bimaclf an angel, perhaps {a ono, but most high-caste 
Lindoos aud Mahomedang, apart fiom thety dread of his powor, 
ylow the cow and pig eating Englishman as the most unclean of 
yormmn, very much in the sume light that tho man-cating Now 
Zoulandor was formerly regarded by onraclycs, If ovor, then, 
making v distinction of tho Ind, thoy would corlainly consider 
themaolves the angola, tho English the demons; so that Mr,C— 
might have boon nearer the truth, had ho represented, that boing 
angels the natlvos objected to Intorfero with demons, Not being 
myaolf nequninted with Mx, C-—~, olther privately ov in his official 
capnaity, §t soomed proper to make Inquiries as to the menus ho 
possessed for ascertaining the uth, and the rcanlt was as follows: 
—On tho outhrenk of tho mutiny, Mr, C-—~ retired to Simta, and 
on the supposed mutiny of tha Nusseerees, descended to tho 
Punjaub, whore ho resided UN tho fall of Delhi, Subsequently ho 
advanced down country under tho wing of Colonel Qreathod’s 
column, from the neighbourhood of which all natives, loyal or 
yobels, naturally vanished, ‘This was meccedad by a trip to Culontta, 
in expectincy of an appolutment, with oventunl success, and 
finally by his apperrance at ‘Lucknow to fill the appointment, and 
lls loter thence to the Zines, Ab Uhe dato of this Inat ovent 
(June bth, 1858), investigations had, ad yol, hardly comnonced, 
wwhilo a large portion of tha country was nol evon in our posses 
sion, Mr, C——'a friends were probably very glad to hoar that 
howns actually in the land of the Hivings and a natural wiah to lull 
thot anxtotics doubtless dictated the letter; but most reasoning 
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contradictory staloments that had beon published were 
doubtless confusing, but public opinion immediately 
flew to the opposite extreme, and not only declared 
all dishonour a fiction, but cithor denied the atrocities 
which had been commitled, or wilfully attributed 
almost equal barbavity to the English thomselves, 
Porhaps tho fickle tide of popular opinion has now 
turned sufficiently fur to pormit the murder of Indios 
aud childvon, wndor circumstances hardly paralleled 
in history, to be considered atrocities in tho worst 
sense, even though the whole of the facts attending 
thoso scenes may not yet haye been disclosed to the 
public, Of tho deliborate mutilation of Europeans, 
Tome across no instances in my investigations; nox 
except in some cases whore tho parties aro now living 
have T heard of such; but instances of mutilation and 
torture in tho caso of natives I mot with constantly, 
whore it had beon practised in consequonce of 
loyalty, supposed or roal, to tho British, Probably 
the fact that Unglishmen almost invariably died 
fighting, was tho chiof reason why they oscaped 
provious mutilation; siill in the gonoral confusion 
cases may havo occurred of which all traces ave obli- 
tornted, for * doad mon tell no tales,” and few Hin- 
dustunis avo foolish enough to do so for thom. As 
to dishonor, so far from its nol taking place, my 


beluga would have seen that in a country only half conqnered, 
and not yot subducd, thne and patience alone would reveal the 
roal ftots, oven if they could ovyor bo satlsfnotorily sifted out 
amongst @ population now bitterly hating us, 
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investigations firmly convincad mo that it was as a 
gonoral rule tho ease whenaver tho prisoners wor 
not too omaciatod by hardships to hecomo objects of 
passion, as—it may bo thought fortunately —~wag 
alnost rhvays tho case with thoso of pure European 
oxtraction. 

Tho localitios, indeed, wore fow in which European 
Indios fell into tho hands of tho robols, and those 
who did so were in general ovontunlly oxterminated, « 
though ovidence ih somo cases oxisis of thoir treat. 
ment. But all over tho country there aro a fev 
scattered Eurasian women who wero permitted to 
livo after dishonour; and thoit account, or that of 
thoiy husbands, is almost invariably the same, In 
judicial proccedings oven theso ensos break down, in 
consequence of the impossibility of procuring a satis- 
fnetory recognition of the guilty partios from amongst 
tho xesidonts of a wholo town or villago; yet there 
cannot bo a doubt as to tho genoyal truth of their 
assertions, 

Furthor, in all thoso investigations, tho investi. 
gators thomsolyes avo unwilling to inquira minutely, 
or dwell longer on such humiliating subjoots; in 
casos, moreover, where tho victims had boon por- 
sonal requaintances or frionds, and thoro appeared 
to bo no hopo of discovering tho guilty partios, all 
procecdings wave invariably quashed, aa productive 
of no other result than pain to tho relatives, If it 
wore an object to ascortain the wholo truth, it might 
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be botlor effected two ox threo years hence, as race 
animosilies gradually diminish; but cnough has 
alrondy boon brought to light to satisfy all but the 
morbidly inguisitivo, Excopl whero the ends of 
justice ave to bo satisfied, a voil might well be 
dropped over so disagreeable a subject, which can 
only inereaso irvitation on both sides, and be of no 
advantage to cithor party, Thoro is a class of people, 
however, 40 impressed with the smeck intelligence of 
the Hindoo xaco as in all respects suporior to their 
own, that it would bo impossible to convince thom 
avon ‘by disclosing cases, tho painful features of 
which all not so thoroughly kind-hearted shrink 
from, ‘Thoro wore many; in fact too many, of this 
stamp,” oven in India, who loved tho sharp-witted 
Hindustani as doarly as they misunderstood his real 
charactor ; but hardly had they overcome tho alarm 
which followed tho disappointment of their trust in 
tho native charactor, and got alongside more manly 
spirits to show them the way, than it was found 
aluost impossible {o restrain thoir rightoous indig 
nation, and keop thom fiom committing roally cruol 
acts. 

Though a mastor-analyst of charactor be necos- 
sary to define the mental and social peoulinritios of 
a raco with whose impulses and customs ours have 


* It wae a curlous feature durlug the revolt that the sorvants 
of this class of Europeana almost always behaved troacherously 
or dosartod their mastors in the hour of danger, while those who 
troated thelr sorvanta with frmness rarely reponted it. 
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no affinity, still those weak peculiarities being bottor 
understood, boneficial resulis will alone bo offected 
by at once acknowledging thom. Looking the defecty 
of tho uative in the face, resist or reform, but do 
not submit to thom. By flattering or pampering, 
tho childish yot cruol follios of tho Ilindustani, 
pamperer and pampered invariably become disap- 
pointed, and ond in hating cach other, et the 
native feol that you have measured his instinets, 
and ho will at any rato respect you, As casually 
observed before, amongst other vagarios of English 
public opinion with referones to tho vovolt in India, 
has boon the condemnation of their own countrymen 
for universal crvolty, formded on tho supposition that, 
as one or tivo undoniablo instances did oxiat on the 
evidence of somo special nowspapor correspondent 
or an crratic mombor of tho Touso of Commons, 
consequently tho whole English race in India were 
equally ab fault, Those horror-hunters, ignorant 
even of the Ianguago of tho country, naturally 
commoncod their journey under angpicious civcum- 
stances; and tho latter throughout his trip was not 
only hoaxed into the most ridiculous conclusions, 
but, possossed of a lively onough discrimination, ho 
roproduced theso marvellous oxporiencos in speeches 
to his gaping constiiuoncy on yelurning to England, 
Ordinarily in this world, particularly in judging 
mankind, one ox two isolated cases, supposing these 
to be founded on truth, avo hardly considored suffi- 
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cient fox sweeping condomnations, It might, fox 
instance, by some at any rato, bo thought that there 
was not much superfluily of senso in tho composi- 
tion of a forcignoy who condenmed a whole hody of 
men in England, say tho mombers of cither of our 
housos of logislaturo, for doficioncios which lad been 
manifested by individual mombers, and yot this is 
oxactly what has occurred with reference to India, 
Avo domesticated Englishmen so limited in their 
rango of ideas as to suppose that all their country- 
men, oxcept somo stray newspaper soribblor, change 
theiv natures in India, and ave transformed into de- 
mons? No! it is yowr mild, domesticated gontleman, 
constantly dreaming of the horrors of French inva« 
sions, that is transformed inlo a domon whon alarmed, 
though tho placid calmness of his mind is something 
quite astounding when reviowing over a comfortable 
firo und glass of port-wino the cold-blooded murder 
of Indies and childvon, or the almost death-struggle 
of tho surviving, these scones boing enacted at a 
most satislactorily secuxo distance, Thoso, howovor, 
who crushed opposition in India, did so, fortunately, 
without much roferenco to tho opinions provailing 
amongst this class of thoir countrymon, 

Bui theso oxtravagant accusations have been pro~ 
ductive of rosults probably little contemplated by 
tho pooplo or press originating thom, When on the 
Continent, I observed, in conversation with forcigners, 
that tho English, as a nation, are accused of the 
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wildest cruclty, and conviclod by tho declamations 
of thoiy own press, Joreignors, unfortunately, not 
understanding any ficlitious distinctions botwoon the 
English in India and England, have como to con 
clusions accordingly, and the charactor of tho whole 
yaco has sullered in tho ostimation of othor nations, 
for achioving which enviable notoriety England may 

* thank enlightened press correspondents or equally 
sapient mombors of Parlinmont, If tho Englishman 
himself did not previously undorstand somo of the cha- 
ractoristics of his race, which apparently astonished 
him, but which lod to the suppreasion of this rebellion 
in India, ho can at any rate hore discover that ho is 9 
most dangorous animal when brought to bay, though 
oqually genorous when victorious,

wrer my departure from the Saharunpore district 
49 roving nature of my commission enabled me to 
bsorve tho foatures of tho revolt ovar an oxtonsivo 
‘act of country; thus a slightly cloarer idea of the drift 
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and course of the mutiny in tho native army, and 
its connection with actunl rebellion, was gvadually 
gleaned. ‘Though mutiny and rebellion wore wm. 
mistalcably united, still to thoso veasoning from a 
Europern point of view, tho most irreconcilable con- 
tradictions constantly present thomsclves; and, ine 
deed, it could not be otherwise whore such contradic. 
tions and impulses as invariably appear in the native 
character, have an oxistenco, That it was a rebel- 
lion as far as Tindustanis avo capable of such an 
enterprise is clear to any ono, taking into conside~ 
yalion tho ordinary ITindustani idiosyncrasies; and 
that it was not one in tho strictly Muropean sense, 
was duo to the vory peculiarities of the Tlindustani, 
which alone haye enubled ua to conquer and hold 
India, Novertholess, had the native army not muti- 
niod, rebellion would have been an impossibility, 
Against tho supposition of a rebellion, those who 
found thoir opinion on the facts placed before the 
English public, naturally advance instances of loyalty 
on tho part of a few fur-socing native princes, land- 
holdexs, and others, who wndorstood the character of 
their own race sufficiently to foresco ultimate results; 
but, in fact, the loyalty of these mon, with the diff. 
cultics and dangors attending it, only stands out in 
bold rolief, xendering more prominent the wnivorsal 
rebollion xonnd thom. Amongst thoso, on tho other 
hand, actually acquainted with the rebellious portions 
of the country, who believe only in mutiny, not in 
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robollfon, is gonovally allogod the fret of the univer- 
sal loyaliy of the mass of tho respectable population 
in the largor provincial lowns; and that the intestine 
war amongst the villagers proved anarchy and rebel- 
lion, whilo instances exist of the more powerful even 
attacking Tlinduslanis and English indiscriminately, * 
"In tho cities all but tho low Mahomedan rabble 
wore invariably in favour of order, but not of the 
English, if order could oxist without them. Tho 
inhabitants of tho lergor citics being genorally 
effeminate, and having considerable property at 
stake, wore naturally avorse to disorder, an into- 
rested loyalty hardly worthy tho name, Again 
throughout the country cortain classes of villages 


* Thus a cortain powerftl Thakoor of Mahadowa called Gungoo 
Singh, having attacked some Ungliah rofugeos proceeding from 
Futtehgurh to Cawnpore In Suly, 1867, was seized for this offence 
and sentenced by moto twenty-one years’ tranaportation, Amongst 
other cacapades, shortly after this attack on the Nnglish party, he 
had Inia slage to the olty of Kunouj, from which he was obliged to 
beat a rotront, aftor his force had suffered considerable lows, ‘This 
did not, howover, anilefy lim, Ab a still Inter date ho aniused 
himself by defying the ohlef rebel power tn his neighbourhood, as 
will bo soon from tha following paper. ‘Tho dooument fa an ordor 
from tho Nawab of Wurruckabad addrossod to Mahomed Moosun 
AIM Khfu, his nazim or Houtonant-govornor of the castorn district 
and commandor of the forcca there, to punish Mastor Gungoo 
Singh, The order rina thus —~* A polllton from Our Thanahdar 
of Mahomdabad has beon rocelyed, informing Us that ho had been 
obliged to remove a police force (atntloned on the right bank of 
tho Gangoa), in consequence of a gun belonging to Gungoo Singh, 
Thakoor of Mahadown, playing on thom (from the left bank of the 
rivor), You (tho Nazim) aro ordered to punish Gungoo L, Singh, 
Dated Seplember 23, 1857,” 
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atincked and destroyed certain other classes; but 
this is an ingrained charactoristic of the Tlindustani, 
a fac amply illustrated throughout tho history of 
India, States avo but reflections of tho charactor of 
tho mass of the population within their limits, and 
Indian kingdoms havo invariably boon short-sighted 
and solfish in thelr policy; tho objectloss animosities 
of theso States being taken advaniage of by tho 
East India Company to conquer the country, On a 
smallor scale the vory samo animositios oxist among 
nojghbouring villages, and can bo equally dakon ad- 
vantage of when necossury, Ilindustani instinets 
ovorruling all othor* considerations, the moment 
British powor was paralysed, freo xeopo boing given 
to tho indulgonce of theso potty animositics, no ul- 
torior objects restrained tho villagers, Rebellion, 
though universal, thus became fir from national in 
the European senso, unless tho universal hatred of 
the English may ho snid to givo it a national colour- 
ing, Tho villagers generally looked little boyond 
thoir own immediate circle, and this is one of the 
aiost important weaknesses in the native character, 
which with reasonable cave will always onablo us to 
keep in check tho peasantry and the amatlor class of 
gomindars who conrpose the gront maas of tho popu- 
lation, Yet in the midst of theso intestine wars had 
. awhile face unbacked by power appoared, all these 
discordant clements would, in almost ovory instance, 
haye united for his destruction, and thon again sot 
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about their own. I myself, as tho foregoing pages 
may illustrate, took advantage successfully of vaco ani- 
mositics ; but my movomoents wore on those occasions 
invariably much trammolled, in consequences of a feol~ 
ing of suspicion that tho still sirongox race antipa- 
thios of conquered versus conqueror, might manifest 
themselvos, being well awaro of tho universal focling 
existing against us. Tho Tindustanis in fnct now 
hate us, and will continue to do so to the end of tho 
chapters howover plenevd and contented they appear 
to bo with ow: rulo and its unmistakeablo benefits, 
for never did any subject race but detest its con- 
quevors. ‘Tho Tindustani is simply wanting in 
steady onorgy, and not demonstrative, but o ‘deep 
rooted sluggish hatved oxists, and it will always 
evince itself when opportunity offers, We can never 
again flatter ourselves that we are liked, or ever can 
be so, though al first wo wore doubtless looked upon 
in tho light of deliverors, not of conquerors. Al. 
though kind and indulgont to the Hindustani, wo 
must now always continue on our guard, howovor 
calm tho surface. 

Thoro is ono romarkable feature in this robellion 
that has hardly been noticed, at any ralo as it should 
havo been, as on it dopend consequences which may 
horeafter be fatal to ow existonce in Northorn India, 
In tho formation of our native amy which is to 
assigt in holding India, and without which it is clear 
that wo should be unable to do so, a vital exvor was 
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formorly commiticd in nol recruiting according to 
nationalilics, and this mistake is now being ropoated 
in that recent manufacture called the military police, 

Even within tho cirela of tho North-West Pro» 
vincos there exist several marked nationalities; and 
though in 1857 the whole country when in open 
vovolé was apparently acting with ono national 
will under soparate leaders, this was fur from the 
caso in reality. Thoso lendors had none of them any 
united or matured plan of co-operation, for a united 
nationality was beyond they comprohension, and 
many of thom, though provious to the outbreak 
always intriguing, had intrigued so long wesuceess. 
fully, that they knew Title moro of coming events 
than rumour informed thom; cortainly they noyer 
suspected that the revolt would ayproach so near to 
success as it oventually did. Tho majority, in fact, 
of these rebel chiefs became tho representatives of 
nationalities almost without their own knowledge, 
being clected leadors by tho few active spirits who 
originated and orgonized the movemont in various 
localitics, procming tho universal assent of all the 
influontinl zemindars, without whose passive, and at 
times active co-operation, thoy could not havo held 
their own, Theso nationalities which thus sprung 
into oxislonca nevor had tho romolost intention oy 
wish to ve-unito, elthor under tho kings of Delhi or 
Lucknow, though thoy oxchanged civililies with both, 
oven to the acknowledgment of tholr supremacy; 
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but had our powor actually consed to oxist,. thoy 
would soon have beon engaged in hostilities with 
each other. Tow thoroughly without any national 
sentimont of union against tho common foo wore 
even tho most prominont leadors of tho xobols up to 
the moment when disaslor was staring thom in tho 
fae, will appear from the following, 

On tho fall of Dolhi, Mahomed Bukt Khan, the 
commander-in-chiof of tho rebel forces in that city, 
had fled to Furruckabad with all the fow men he 
could keep together, Ilore they were by no means 
well received, but wore called upon to pay their way, 
and seom to havo found considerable difficulty in 
oblnining tho ordinary. means of subsistonce, On the 
advance of tho British forees Mahomed Bukt Khin 
joined Moosnn Alli hin, ono of the nazims of the 
Nawab of Furruckabad, in opposing the British, and 
on boing dofeated at Khoodagunge, he was making 
the best of his way across the Ganges, At this 
moment of all others, when tho Nawab of Furruck- 
abad must havo seen with tho most unpleasant cloar- 
noas the prospect of an instantaneous reoceupation 
of tho sont of his government by tho British, from 
which ho himself fled in a fow days, ho issued on the 
28th of December, 1867, tho following order to 
Likha Singh, talookdar of Allahgungo:— 

“Mahomed Bukt Khan wilh his companions’ in 
arms, being in the posstssion of five or six lacs of 
rupees, is fleeing before the Europeans, thorefore, to 
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Us tho all-poworful, this appears sight that you 
plundor all the cash and povsonnl effects of Buk 
Khan and his companions, You will not bo called 
to account for this pillaging, but tho guns, magazine, 
and clephants attached to his foree you are to sond 
in to Us, that Woe being pleased, it may bo to your 
advaninge. ‘This is written as an injimetion, You 
aro to act strictly as you mo ordered,” * 

This oxdor recalls to mind tho tactics of cortain of 
the inforior breed of dogs which invaviably turn on 


* This papor, along with others of greator ox less importance, 
awas sont lo mo by the talookdar of Allahgunge, the man hero 
mentioned, ‘ho mostonger who brought it delivered it to mo as 
an carneat of his master's wish to como to terms wilh our Govern- 
ments but as my acceptance of tho documents acomed likely to 
compromiae tho Government in any future proceedings against the 
man when solzed, tho papers wero retuned to him after I had 
taken « translation of this document merely nga curloslty, ‘Lhe 
infatuation with which the robels preserved all their records is 
remaikablo enough; and in many datances, thonih thotr destruc- 
tion could havo boon almply accomplighed, on no account would 
thoy pormit this saorilege, ‘hls objection to destroy a paper 
bearing any inseription originntes In certian Mahomodan sonti+ 
ments, with which all Christians can sympatise, and which tho 
TUindoos have imbibed along with many other more objactionable 
Mahomedan prajudicus, while the Mahomedans havo adopted somo 
that casenually bolongod to (lindooiem, ‘ho Muhomedan will 
nover al random destroy any written ducument from the posal- 
Dillty that the namo of God may happen to have boun inscribed 
thoveon; the JUndoos havo followed suit, and objeot to Hie destruc» 
tion of documenta, lest thoy should contain the namo of thoir par- 
tHeular protecting delly, ‘These projudices assisting, it is oxtia~ 
ordinary what an anount of doounentary evidence existed against 
most of the loading rebela, If any ono undorstanding the aubject 
would tnko the trouble, and had timo to run through these papers, 
A most Interesting account of the revolt might bo compiled, 
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any of thoiy chorished companions whon receiving a 
castigation. 

The facility with which tho native races split up 
into nationalities under loadors selfishly interested 
was one gront causo of their incomprehensible bun- 
gling in not uniting for our oxpulsion, illustrating 
again, on a Javgox scale, the samo inhoront disrogard 
for national intoresis evinced by the villago com- 
munities. In the country north and north-west of 
Allahabad, the Nana was probably tho only instance 
inwhich the various races, in almost ovory district, 
did not acknowledgo the doscondants of their former 
rulers; and, as fv as tho confusion would admit, the 
anciont boundaries of the tracts were at once claimed 
and acknowledged with the most regal etiquette, 
From correspondence, however, thal passed through 
my, hands, I noticed that, as carly as July, 1857, 
tho germs of discord wore springing up on this vory 
subject of dorvitorlal jurisdiction.” From this, their 
own classification of races, wo might dorive a valuable 
lesson, enabling us io define the recruiting boun 


* The following la a portion of a correspondence addresaed by 
tho Nana from the south to Ghoso Alli, tho tuhseoldar of ‘Cirrus 
Putheas, and by tho Nawab of Purruckabad from the north, to 
the anme Intelligont, native official of tho British Goyornment,

your neighbourhood the assumption of powor by this Governmont, 
and whooves deaires juatico, ho is to prosent himself at our Dur- 
bar; and if this Js nob done, bis complainta wi) nob hovealtor be 
heard, as, besides dismissal of his suit, auch a ono will not obtain 
Jnatica, Looking with dread on us, at onco forward the govern. 
ment money, with tho account of the same, immediately on the 
yeealpt of this order) and if you disoboy, you may bring your 
trembling hand lo yony teeth; you Jad bottor at onco become the 
humblo sorvant of this our Government; {f you have any other 
intontions, you had putter oraao them from your mind, Under- 
atand this as an urgent order” 

To the above, Ghoas Al, tha tuhaceldar, sends tho following 
tmewor lo the Nana, dated July 60h, 1867

“Wo woro all delighted on rocotving your ordore; may tho 
Lord daily proapor you! ho state of aflura ng rogarda the money 
in the 'Tnhseeleo Ja tals, that 10,749 Company's rupeos xomalned 
in the Lubsecleo on tho 16th May, Whon theao disturbances 
commenced, on my own reaponalbfitly, in cago of fvthor disturbs 
ances, I handed over the monoy in tho Suhsoolao to Rajah Phokur 
Singh, of ‘Tuthcons afer whish T rocelved Mx, Probyn’a ordor to 
hand ib over to tho Ranco, ‘Princess’ of Lirrua. Mr, Propyn also 
wroto to tho Raneo on tho subject. In accordance with tint order, 
I took tho monoy back from Rajah Phokur Singh, dolivering i 
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from localitios defined by tho natural territorial 
limits and sympathies of tho various races, the uni- 
vorsal mutiny that has occurred would in all pro- 


oyor to tho Rance. Laon’ the recolpt to the magiatrate, and the 
Ranco algo wrote a lovlor regarding the recelps of the money. ‘he 
inagiatrate also ordered me to entertain thirty additional polico, 
for whose oxpensea 100 rupeos wore retained in the ‘Luhscoleo, 
and inthmation sent to tho maglatrate, consoquently only 3 rupeos 
romain in tho ‘T'uhseclee, ‘When tho disturbances commenced, all 
tho police fled, and only nineteon recontly entertained ordorlics 
and office writers avo present with imo, nor are these properly 
acmod. I possess no authority in tho disposnl of tho treasure in 
tho possession of tho Ranco; but sho has no objections to sur- 
yonder tho monoy to tho Government of the day, therefore your 
honour had bottor issuo your ordors to tho Raneo. YVirst, the 
Ranco will not give up tho money to mo without your orders; nnd 
noxt, I hayo no guard under whose protection it could be for- 
warded to your Highnoss. In consequence of the receipt of your 
order, the proclamation lias boon issued; but in this nolghbour- 
hood for 20 cosa (40 miles) in length, by 9 coss in breadth, the 
Maturbancos will not senso without the appoaranco of gins and an 
army, In consoquonce of tho disturbed stato of the country and 
absonce of regular posts, I cannot forward tho dally reports every 
day, but I bnve no wish to disobay your orders; I am an old ser- 
vant and an honourablo man, I again repeat, however, that 
rogarding the treasure, you must issue an order to tho Rance, and 
nond troops to cagort it.”

‘Cako enxo that there ia no dolay, or it will not be to your 
advantage, You and the offtec-clorka aro to conasidor youvaclyes 
our gorvnntes you are ty collect the rovenue, make gootl arrange 
monts, sond Hata of tho govorsmiont aurvanta, and if you require 
aestatanco, sond word, WAtod July 12th, 1857." 


Tho following is Ghoso Alli’s yoply to this ordor from the 
Nawab of Furravkabnad, ond 4s datod on tho game day as tho letter 
No, 4 lo the Nanas

On tho rocetpt of your order regarding tho treasure, I immer 
diately sont the ordox in chargo of a horaoman to the Raneo, 
Beforo tho arrival of this order, a similar order was issued by the 
Nana Sahib, Peshwah Bahador, who was informed by me that the 
monoy had been delivered over to tha Rancos ar order also camo 
in tho Ranco’s name, I possess no power in tho disposal of tho 
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many of the Rhajpore scpoys hold aloof, and re- 
ceived no kind of sympathy from the Ondo sopoys, 
though thoy afterwards joinod thom hoart and soul, 
in consequence of being so completely mixed up with 
thom, and in a minority, Yor instanco, tho majority 
of the 10th Native Infantry, who wore Bhojpooxeens, 
left Futtchgurh for their own country, when the 
41st Native Infentry, who had been recruited chially 
in Ondo, arrived at Futlchguch;* and in their march 


monoy; however, tho Ranco lins no objections to surrendor it; but 
as two Governments have demanded this monoy, the Rance wishes 
that the diMeulty should bo decldod by o correspondence with the 
Nana, particularly as this country belongs to Furruckabad, and 
tho monoy should bo sent there, After an anyleablo arrangomont, 
tho Raneo will not as deviled, I now forward a copy of the Nana’s 
order, but I am powerlosa In tho matter of tho treasure, My 
police havo fled, nnarchy aurrounds us, and wo ait with shut doors, 
You must saltlo diMeululoy with tho Nana, ‘Wo restora quiet in 
tho distriat, a company or two of scpoys, with cavalry and a gun,

Tho above correspondence shows that {f the native potentates 
had boon left to thelr own devlees, the forces of the Nana and 
Nawab wonld soon have come into collision rogarding the disputed 
Jurisdiction of ‘reun ‘Lutheeny but a third party stepping in, the 
Nana fs kicked out of Bithoor, and tho Nawab quiotly secures the 
tronauva with tha disputed treet of county, while our friond, 
Ghoso Alll, retires into priyate If. 

* ‘Tho following 19 a tranalation made by a clerk in the Delht

with tie object of helping tho othor half of tho loth Native 
Infantry leaving Shahjehanpore, we arrived at Furruckabad, 

A wonderful clraumatance happoned when wo arrived at 
Furruckabad, Chat on tho first day all the aopoya and officers 
of the mutinous rogimont, with joy meeting us separately, agreed 
to kill tho Kafira, and to tako away the treasure and magazine to 
Delhi, Lt again happoncd that part of tho above-montioned rogi- 
mont sotung thely forces against us, divided part of the treasure 
amongat thomeclvos, and taking tho rematider to the Nazarenes 
in tho Futtehgurh Fort, prepared thomeclyos to fight with ua, and 
without delay mado rondy the artillery, ‘Cho sorvants of the King, 
not thinking of tho power of those bad conducted and fearless 
mon, suddonly became tho attacking party, killed a number with 
the aword, bosides twaonty of thelr muskets and a flag came into 
the possogslon of your Majesty, After that, the unclean Nazarenea, 
with the magazing, troasuro, and other stores, with the holp of the 
abovo-montioned rogiment, tool reftgo in the fort, and wero all ag 
proud as Pharaoh, Sinco tho killing of them was necessary, more 
over docreed by God, at that Umo tho well-wishera of your 
Majesty, atrongthoning their promise and agreomont, having sur- 
roundod tho fort, attnoked tho hoights and bastions from every 
aldo, and tho uncloan Kafirs, also bringing vain brayory into play, 
kopt off tho warciors with grape and musketry; but until when? 
According to the tradition, ‘Lo mako roliglous war on the Kaflra,’ 
the tried warrlors, not considering thoit vain bravery, and not 
counting the dead and wounded, o accond and a third time at- 
tacked the fort, At last, from the surrounding of the fort, after 
fiftoon days, by tho contr! vances of minos and Iaddora, we reduced 
the dofondors to grent straits, ‘Chon tho malignant ones, in the 
middle of that night, boing conquered and aelzed with fear, having 
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dofined by the revolt in tho tract abovo Cawnpora 
might be classed wndor four gront heads: 1, Tho 
districts known as tho old Dolhi teritory; 2, Ro- 
hilkimd; 3, Tho torritory formerly possessed by the 
Bungush family, reprosonted by tho Nawab of Fur. 
ruckabad; and, 4 Tho Oude kingdom, ov rathor 


gond ont of tho fort, secretly gotting on board bonts, took the way 
of the rivor, and the Jahadeos (fanatic followors of tho flag of 
Mahomed), accounting their safe departure to ho a shamo on thom. 
solves, followed thom by Jand and waters and, ata distance of five 
ox six cosa (twelve miles) from tho fort, surrounded thom in the 
river, and by means of gina and swords made them run to hell, 
and six persons, women and oliidven, who camo na prisoners, 
word mada over to tho chief of Furruckabad, Several of ua, 
tho Jahadees of tho 41st Regiment Nativo Infintry, of tho 10th 
Nizamut, and Trregular Cavalry, wore killed or wounded, 

“ And beforo this potitlon we lad proviously sont a petition by 
the lands of a messenger to your Majesty; doubtless it has mob 
with your noblo perusal, Lho chicf of Marruckebad in assistance, 
and providing supplica in overy Inatance, used his utmoat ondens 
yours, and the oxause for tha abgenca of the reglmant is owing to 
tho wounded. And in these days (int Nana Rao was employed 
with forces and Jaliadoos in the ostablishmont of Cawnpors, and 
Cawnpore had also boon purified of the presence of tho unclom, 
but in consequonce of the junction of certain hid men and ignorant 
aopoys, who had committed tho grontest perfldy against Nana 
Rao, agnin the Kaflys, to the numbor of nervy 600 wifortunnte 
Europonns and 800 Ballehs, ara ving in Cawnporos and fom 
measongers wo hear thé to unclean intond destroying Purrucka« 
bad; for thia ronson wo have romained longer, Whatever order, 
howover, may bo daanod by your Majesty, will ho acted upon: 
Another fet is this, that a nian named Moulvie, colour rathor 
fulr, English oyes, wearing tho coloured clothes of » mendtoanh 
went into tho camp of Cawnporos and having joined with tho 
sopoys, sowel Misacnsiona, and now with 150 troopors has started 
for Dolhi” ; 

A, tov of hlesaing ends this politlon of Shea Gholant, with the 
soobahdars, and othor oflleors of tho rogimonts, Dobileo, Nizanut, 
and Iydoreo Cayairy. 
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auch portion of tho old Oude Nawabee, not ombrac- 
ing Rohilkund ov Furruckabad, as wore conquests 
mado hy tho Nawaboo. These appoar to have been 
the groat race classifications of this part of the coun- 
ty; aud, though several small rajahs aud nawabs 
sprung into existence, thoy would soon, if loft alono, 
havo beon oxtinguishod by tho mora powerful, 
During my investigation of sopoy cases, nothing 
astonishal ma moro than the total neglect of the 
first principles to be obsorved by a conquering race 
when vaising an army from the conquered, 

Each xeenuiting officer had his own peculiar fancios 
ov whims vogarding castes and races; so that regi- 
ments wore fortunate if, in a few yoara, they did not 
becomo the most complote jumblo of races that could 
possibly exist, It is only marvellous that this frail 
fabric, filled with combustible materials, with an 
important Seikh eloment in cach xogiment, did not 
create more oxtended mischiof or mutiny earlior than 
it did, As if to out ow own throats the moyo effec~ 
tually, and vendor the wholo of India as much as 
possible ono nationality, I found, in the trials hold by 
me, that not only was the Seikh clement incorporated 
into 2 Hindustani amy, and vice versd, but Hindu~ 
stania word swarming in the Bombay army, in the 
Scindo irrogular force, in the rogiments supposed to 
bo Boloocheos, in the Nizam’s contingent (a Madras 
foreo), and throughout to Contral Indian contingents; 
so that tho Hindustanis of the North*West Provinces 
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and Oude had actually becomo tho soldiers for the 
major portion of-owr Indien ompire—an wimistako. 
ablo proof of the active warlike propensitics of thig 
yaco, An cnormous number, too, of theso Hindu. 
stania thus distributed wore Puthana, tho clags of all 
othors the most hostile to English rule, and who wil] 
novor' consd to bo so, Tf onlisted at all, theso Puthans 
of Rohilkund and the Gangos-Jumina Doab should be 
kept in distinct rogiments, and not mixed up in, and 
allowed to intrigue as formorly with, tho wholo natty 
army. ; 
Disregard of nationalitios provious to the last revolt 
at.ono time, very nenrly effected our ruin, and it is, 
to be hoped wo shall not again plunge into tho same 
erroneous misconception of our own intorests, In. 
tho formation of tho local irregular forces: raised after 
the amoxation of thoPunjaub and Oude, which were _ 
supposed to bo yroeruited from those countvios alone, 
though tho infantry. wor generally of tho vaco with 
which thoy possessed Kindred, tho cavalry cortainly 
wore not, which, ad might be expected, led to much 
confusion tho moment tho revolt broke out, As an 
examplo of tho inconvenience hore alluded to, it was 
neceasary to divide tho 1st Punjaub Cavalry: into two 
wings, ono of which, a8, being composed of Seikhs 
and Affghana, it could be trusted ot Delhi, was sent 
thore; but tho head-quarters of the vogiment, com- 
posed chiofly of ILindustanis, as being untrustworthy, 
wore. ovontuallf sont to us at Saharunpore, where 
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gomé of the mon dosorted near Thanah Bhawan s 
while the romuinder were a cause of constant anxiety 
to thelr officors, It was this blonding of Seikhs in 
Hindustani regiments, and vice vorsd, that so very 
nearly seduced the Seikhs to fratornize with the Hin- 
dustania, which would havo become an accomplished - 
fhet had Delhi hold out much longer, Again, the 
history of tho Nusscorce Goorkhas, given pretty fully 
in this book, shonld show that, had Goorkhas and 
Hindustanis been mixed in our regiments, all the 
former, jonlous in the extreme of their caste, would 
probably havo inrned against us—and a feather, 
though this would have boon a heavy’ one, may 
break tho camel's back. 

Turning noxt to Oude, we see that the aon: 
ov rather the want of it—thore adopted, in recruiting 
local invegular cavalry regiments produced serious 
gondequences, Those oven in authority seemed totally 
ignovant of the fact thas this Oude irregular cavalry 
was chiefly composed of Puthans from the Mow 
Shumshabad and Rohilkund districts, or residents of 
the old Delhi torvitory ;.so that, when the mutiny. 
yoke owt in the north, with a mixture of infatuation 
ind ignorance, some of these vegiments were moved up 
yor, Lucknow towards Allygurh and Agra, where, 
reing placed convapiontly in the midst of their mu- 
inous brethyen, the usual sad conclusion, mutiny, 
companied by the murdor of their ‘officers, rapidly, 
resulted ; while tho only chance of Keoping these 
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iveogulavs loyal, had tho componout cloments beon 
known, would have Icon lo retain them in the Oude 
territory, or sond them south. Tho syatom of reeruit. 
ing had, however, become so complotely a matter of 
chance, that oven those who should have been bost 
acquainted with tho subject were ignovant of tho 
nationality of theso local Oude regimonta; and the 
mistake will again occur, if tho local. regiments are 
to bo local in namo only, ‘and not in substance. 
Tndepondently of a strict attention to the nation- 
alitics, 1o mo it seams important that even the two 
crocds of Mahomedan and ILindoo should not be 
mingled in native vegiments; for in tho old native 
mmy, by annihilating a distinction which formerly 
caused much jealousy and disunion, wo united both 
olasses against us in the lato revolt, By making the 
distinction of Mahomedan and Ilindoo regiments, the 
management of tho individual regiments may become 
a little more diffeull, but the army thus constituted 
will be loss likely to unito against us, At any xate, 
the Ilindoos might generally bo found willing to 
opposo Mahomedang, though it will alwaya bo an 
object with the Intter to provont auch a collision. 
Eivon_high-casto and low-cnsto Iindoos should not 
bo united in ono regimont, TIoroe religion and anciont 
prgudices ut once como into play, and tho low caste 
continues tho obedient slave of the high caste, Place 
high castes along in ono regiment, low castes alone in 
another, and combination will give tho Jatier strength 
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for freedom of action. Low-cnsio rogimonts, formed 
entively of Bhunghics and Chumars, will, after a 
while, face, if necessnry, any high-casto rogimont, 
and would, very likoly, thrash them, as tho Bhun- 
ghies genorally proved themeolves moro than a match 
for tho Rajpools in all their potty fights throughout 
tho revolt, Sul, by all means, enlist high-caste ro- 
gimonts, for it is ag woll that the Govarnment should 
not seom to tho natives to associat itself entiely 
with what tho conquored race consider the dregs of 
tho population; though it will eventually be a matter 
of leas difficully to raiso these low castes in the scalo 
of civilization than the projudiced high castes, who 
avo, doubtless, ab prosont fax in advance of tho classes 
over whom they oxerciso such an oxtraordinary in- 
fluonca, 

This commingling of castes has already borno fruit 
in ow new native army. Of tho now lovios raised 
sinco ow reoccupation of the Ganges-Jumna Dosh, 
ono roginent was sont out with tho column xeoceu- 
pying tho south-wost of Oude, or rathor that portion 
of il situated in tho vicinity of Sundoo, After wo had 
quiotly resumed possession of tho country, on Chiist- 
mas day, 1868, the Huropoan soldioxs improvised 
somo «hlotic gamog, in which their newly raised 
native companions in arms, with the residents of the 
surrounding country, wore invited to join. Amongst 
othor things, a small prizo surmounted, a groased pole, 
which natives, as well as Europeans, wore ambitious 
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to reach, This was, howovor, as all tho natives know, 
Christmas day, the great festival of the Christians, A 
gronsed polo had actually boen orected, boing only a 
stop in advance of the groased cartridge, and though 
the natives had of their own accord assembled, assum. 
ing an air of enjoyment to show their loyalty, they 
wore gaping wide with suspicion, A native happoned 
to bo attempting tho feat of aseonding tho polo, when 
it accidentally broke, and full with him 4o the ground, 
Instantly overy [Lindustani took to flight, and before 
the Europeans could divine what was up, hardly one 
was to bo seon in the neighbourhood. Tho Euro- 
peans had joined in the gamos with tho new lovy and 
othor natives without even their side-arms; yet tho 
latior, to judgo from thoir precipitate Might, must 
havo supposed that this accidont was a signal for a 
gencral massaere, 

Whatovor tho real caus of this panic, the incident 
shows that the new army may nol turn ont superior 
to, or a whit less suspicious than, the old one, if the 
samo imprudence in tho disposal of the enstes con- 
tinues, In fact, the old ontirely high-caste regiments 
wore infiniloly suporioy to tho prosent experlmont of 
mixing high and low castes. jAs has baen before 
observed, caste prejudico in the North-West Pro- 
vincos means tho vory religion of tho country; and 
not only that, but it constitutes tho holy of holies in 
that religion. Until Christianity or somo othor belief 
supersedes the prosent religion, it is simply impossible 
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toignoo casto with its absurd, yot dangerous, results, 
In tho now levy voferred to, there wore Bhunghies 
and othor low enstes, who would, if alone, have rathor 
dolighlod than objected to a groased pole. But in the 
same regiment must needs be placed an allotment of 
Gwallas ‘and othe: castes, notorious for their caste 
projudices, and whoso noble oxamplo, when associated 
with low castes, the latter would naturally and blindly 
follow. 

Though objections may bo raised to the present 
disposal of castes, Lord Clyde, when creating the now 
lovics, lead the sound senso to insist on their boing 
locals with permanent voeruiting depts. It is to 
ho hoped that this arrangomont may not be upset. 
But even supposing that this fortunate advanco in the 
night direction be approved of, great and unceasing 
vigilanco will still bo roquived in seoing that the men 
recruited at cach dopdt are actually residents of the 
locality to which they profoss to bolong, and that 
their caste und relations’ namos have not been falsely 
entered. Nothing gavo mo moro difficulty in invos- 
tigating tho cases of mutincors than this univorsal 
system of fuse ontries adopted hy tho sopoys of the 
old amy, whom it was ofton moro difficult to identify 
whon tho records wore forthcoming than when they 
had been destroyed ; and thore could not havo beon 
any other object in thus enlisting under false colours 
than that of ovading justice in tho event of miscon+ 
duct. ‘Iho’ feeling of sccurity arising from the 
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knowledge of being falsoly rogislored had doubtless 
much to do wilh the wild recklessnoss with which 
many Imowing hands ontored into mutiny, subse» 
quontly taking uncommonly good caro not to exposo 
their precious persons to any danger. 

By decreoing sovoro penalties, and introducing now 
checks connected with tho recruiting office, it will bo 
yory ensy to provent this wholasalo falsification; and 
tho Tlindustani will probably look beforo he leaps 
next timo, when iho certainty of ultimato detection 
will stavo him in the face. ‘That these checks are ne- 
cossary is obvious, this system of falsification having 
already vecommencod. ‘Whon L was invostigating the 
cengos of some scpoys belonging to tho now Bunares 
military police, the falsification cithor in cnsto, loca- 
lity, ov names of rolations, was almost universal; and 
some I was ovontunlly obliged to rolenso under tho 
torms of tho amnesty, totally unable to discover their 
veal abodes, ‘This falsification also oxisted in anothor 
military police force, whore, on mentioning tho sub- 
ject to tho officer commanding, ho soon discovercd a 
considerable party of Bralmuna, who had onlisted as 
holonging to infoxior castes, Though thoso two casos 
happon to rofor to the now military polico along, I 
have not tho least doubt that this falsification willbe 
found to exist largely in the new army lovies which 
wero vory hurriedly collected much after foxmor pro- 
ecdonts, But ig.make Jack Sopoy foel how thoroughly 
ho is in our powor, which must now become the vary 
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essonco of ow influence over him, not only should 
this falsification bo provided against, but a copy of all 
rogimontal yecords should be Aled at hoad-quartors, 
or in any forla undor the chargo of Europeans, so 
that wo may nol again witnoss the ovaporntion of 
almost all traces of Uo mutincors on the mutiny of a 
rogiment. 

Tho system of permitting tho ixvogular cavalry to 
become the proprictors of thoir own arms, generally 
tho bost that England can produce, with which they 
yeturn to thoir homes, is an antiquated error, and 
should be abolished, or wo may constantly see Ewro- 
poan officars, Jed by a very lnudablo esprit de compa, 
as in one of the Southern Marhattah Tlorse, dosixing 
to furnish thelr mon with the wondrous armament 
of swords, double-barrelled carbinos, and revolvers, 
which the’natives axe always willing onongh to pur- 
chase if to bécome their absolute property. In this 
branch of tho service, ono of the most {mportant to- 
wards tho officioncy of a European forco whon taking 
the fiold in a tropical climate, no finer body of irre- 
gular cavalry could bo vaised than the Affghans, who 
would willingly tnko sorvico in largor numbers than 
nt prosent pormitted, and might be depended upon 
to continuo loyal as long as wo abstained from con« 
quoving thoir country, and sccured them small re- 
tixing pensions, Guarantesing thelr independence 
whilo onlisting thoiy services, we should not only 
secure a force which might bo depended upon for 


repressive purposes insIndia, but in the event of in- 
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vasion from tho north-west frontior, the only point 
from which an invasion could possibly como, as long 
as wo aro mastors of tho sen, the Afghans would 
form an intorested bawior of trained men, both 
themsolves and families keonly alive to the dangor 
of losing thoir independence and thoir ponsions, But 
even whon onlisting theso wild iribos, caution is 
necessary in keeping the various clans distinct, that 
the tradilionary animosilios ‘and distrusis oxisting 
amongst thom bo not sollencd. Tero again, how. 
ever, disarm overy Affghan rotwning to his own 
comutry, or wo may find the weapons with which 
wo furnish thom omployed against ourselves, 

Tn a word, whatover matorfals avo golected, the 
yory hoart and sonl of our policy in forming a native 
aymy in India should, undor any civeumatances, bo 
divide et tmpera, not only in the case of nationalities, 
but also with crocds and castes. Noy does it seom 
possible to conceive how, with tho experience of 1867 
before us, any other conclusion could be arrived at, 
peviicularly with rofevonco to @ strict dofinition of 
nitionalities as carried out by tho adoption of local 
roginonts in the army, while a contrary policy would, 
if adopted, scom to bo dictated alone by that infata- 
ation so often dopictod aa taking possossion of tho 
doomed.”

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OWAPTER XIL 


Outline of tho origin of Uso revolt in the North-Westorn Provinces 
of India In 1857. 


Dorma tho progress of the Indian revolt in 1857, 
accident placed mo in possossion of Goneral Pepo’s 
account of tho Itwian yovolutions in 1848-49, and 
boing much struck by his picture of the origin of 
that vovolt, which appoarod singularly applicable to 
tho developmont of tho rebollion in the North-Wost 
Provinces, I givo tho following oxtract, though, as 
in tho Indian, there was probably moro of design in 
tho Ltalian revolt than General Popo has thought it 
politic to divulge, ‘ 

Gonoral Popo; who commanded ono of tho Ltalian 
contingonta, remarks thats—* Rovolutions being pre- 
pared by a cortain invisible process in tho secret 
dopths of mon’s minds, thoir execution depends on an 
instrnianvous concord of divors cnuses, and a spon- 
tancous combination of will and power, tho produc~ 
tion of which is over determined by wnforescon 
oixeumstances, pnd escapes all forecast respecting the 
ptocise moment in which it will bo offectod.” 

Tho «divers cnuses” existing in ahd oxciting the 
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various localities in the North-West Provinces, whogo 
‘instantancous concord” and “spontancous combi~ 
nation” proiuced the oxplosion thove in 1867, wore 
cortainly munerous onough, many of thom appa- 
rontly of trifling imporl, not extending boyond a 
yory contracted sphore, and peculiarly local in their 
comploxion; so much so, in fiel, that, if in any cago 
thoy wore wnassociated with tho gonoral foattvea of 
tho revolt, those specialities lod to oxactly opposite 
conclusions. But lot the conclusions bo what they 
may in isolated ensos, Lho motive force of tho whole, 
oxeiting the direct causes which dovelopod tho plot, 
and which, in the confusion of tho outbreak, ob- 
scured tho real cnuses, may be dosevibed os 9 fecling 
of univorsal opposilion to tho Jinglish aulo and roli- 
gion, Tho following is a xough outline of what 
appenved to mo, from such information og I could 
collect, to bo the principal agoncies employed in pro 
ducing this wnivorsal fooling of moro than listrust, 
rosulting in a “spontaneous combination” against us. 

On minuloly oxamining the owrly history of our 
conquests in India, it will bo seen that tho men who 
geve ngland hor first firm grasp in the Poninsula 
found it nocussary to act without tho aid of Huropean 
lvoops, which England was not thon in a position to 
supply; and if conquest could not have boon effected 
without their assistanco, our present position in India 
would probably not have beon vory dissimilar from 
that which hag beon achioved in China, To offect 
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thei purpose of oxtending and seeuring our posses 
sions, those clonr-sighted men oxerted evory influence 
to propitinto tho Brahmung, through whose agency 
each successive slep, cither in ponce, in war, or in * 
nogotiation, was transacted. But a taco of rulers 
sucecoded inenpable of appreciating the soundnoss of 
this policy, by whom the Mahomedans were propi- 
tiated and tho Brahmuns ignored. ‘Tho new régime 
seemed ignorant that the latter, though dictating tho 
tone of public opinion amongst tho ILindoos, are, 
while not divectly intorfored with, singularly tolerant 
to all other creeds, and, if in power, will induce their 
co-roligionisis to submit to innovations which it would 
otherwise be extromely dangerous to introduce; the 
Brahmun himself boing infinitely less influenced by 
caste prejudices than nine-lenths of tho ILindoo popu- 
lation, On the other hand, those who changed our 
policy appear to have been equally unconscious of 
the fact, that nothing can tomper the aggressive hate 
of Mahomedaniam, though, with a fascinating and 
gentlemanly somblanco of friondship, it may bide its 
time till it fancies tho spring may be taken with cer- 
tainty, Not till the oponing of tho revolt did this 
Anglo-Mahomodan régimo discoved that thoy had 
been nursing tho most implacable of enomios, whoso 
unyarying walchword had ever been embodied in 
the maxin~—‘ To extinguish a fire, leave not a 
spark; to extixpato snakes, spare not thoir young;” 
a significant, precept which will contiue to represent 
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the inhorent instinct of Mehomedaniam whilo it oxists 
and possesses the power of action, 

Tho Brahmuns ignored, and the Mahomedans not 
propitiated, a falaa move had doubtless been made, 
engendering discontent; and, though not of a aorious 
character, it was a policy which possessed no counter» 
halaneing advantage, Tho Brahmuns, afior a short 
time, did nob prohably troublo their heads much about 
it, but set to work increasing their influonco in othor 
directions. In this endeavour thoy had sueccedad go 
for as to make themselves 9 comfortable position, 

* whon wo again stopped in to interfere with what this 
class now considered their vested rights and interests 
in tho people, Tnglish civilization and ILindoo pre- 
judices thus brought into conflict, it was self-ovident 
that ono or the othor must give in, and this tho 
Brahmuns of Bengal woro not prepared to do. 

Tho Brahmuns of tho North-West Provinces, as 
fay as I could over discover, though cunning calcu- 
latora, avo by no moans thut dangerous class of 
intriguants which tho Céleons and other subdivi- 
sions of this race appear to bo in Bengal Proper, 
Tho Cédleons, though thoy originally migrated from 
Kunowj in tho North-West Provinces, havo, from 
finding themselves thrown amongst a much infortor 
raco, assumed a more prominont position than their 
brothyon in tho North-West, while, in consequence 
of their vicinity to tho fountnin-head of legislatios§ 
they have always resilossly watched ifs progress 
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lfad this astute body of mon nob initiated thom into 
tho facts, tho Brahmuns, Chutrees, and Rajpoots of 
tho North-Wost might nover havo observed or 
troubled their heads rogarding any oxtent of legisla- 
tion carvicd on in Caleutta, so long, at lonst, as the 
Iinglish Government did not interfere with thoir land 
tonur'es, as serous a quostion—or moro sorions, per- 
haps—than caste itself, But the Brahmuns of Cal- 
catta, baing well up in the legislation of the day 
which affected the freo devolopment of many of thoir 
disgraceful privileges, determined, if not to revenge 
themsolves, at least to excite such a national feoling 
that the Government would bo induced to pauso in 
its course. ‘To effect this, their Brahmun brethren in 
the North-Wast woro sot in motion to rouse the caste 
joalousios of their countrymen, more particularly of 
the sopoyas and all the more intelligent Brahmuns of 
tho North-Wost whom I had an opportunity of ques- 
tioning on tho subject, declared that their own caste 
in tho North-West had bgon lod astray by the Bengal 
Brahonmns, This may ox may not have been the caso; 
but ag agonts ox principals, in tho exeilomont of caste 
projudico at least, the Brahmuns of the North-West 
actively assisted in laying the train, and this taking 
offect, brings us to that stago of popular feoling when 
the whole country had become suspicious that some 
undofined action on the part of the Governmont was 
undormining their roligion. 

Cooxistentavith—in fact, almost antdcedent to—this 
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caste agitation had gradually beon springing up 
another agency, entirely of our own creation, which 
was silently undermining ow influonee over tho sub- 
ject population, and which yory matorially assisted 
the dovelopment of the casio movoment, With the 
advance of our powor in the Indian peninsula, wo 
hogan to exorciso a conaidorable control over the 
native States, ‘ho nativo being absolutely sccure 
and indopondent in our own dominions, ond the 
native princes, in the treatment of their subjects, 
being ovornwed into reason by tho Hast India Com- 
pany, tho oppression also formerly existing in these 
native States surrounding them having thus ceased 
to act ag a salutary warning to ow own subjects, a 
gonoration gradually sprang up in our provineos, 
ignorant of tho torrors of unrestrained native rule, 
Consequently, tho «mags of the population, began to 
viow the English in tho light of conquerors, not of 
dcliverers, ad was very much the case when our 
incomprchonsible succoss first dawned wpon an igno- 
rant and opprossed raco, ‘Tradition now glossed. over 
tho defects, and with ita fascinating taloa inspired a 
now charm, to native rule, quickening tho suscopti- 
bilities of a highly imaginative race. By a very 
natural transilion, their minds were soon propared to 
viow their conguorors ag conquovors alone, which 
decided, though undefined change, the influonco and 
intriguo of tho Brahmuns gradually extended, by 
producing tha? disoased state of deep-joalousy and 
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augpicion rvogarding their religion and casto, unhap- 
pily fur oxcocding., the most aunguino oxpectations of 
the intriguora, Wilh the mass of tho population 
and aumy in this oxcilable condition, a slop was 
determined upon by tho British Govomnment affect 
ing not only LIindoos but Mahomedanss and go, by 
combining the tavo antagonistic creeds in ono and tha 
gamo crugo against lhoix conquorors, the crowning 
olimax had arrived, and the oxplosion of popular 
fooling bacamo moroly a matter of opportunity. 
Though the oxplosion could not, undor any cir- 
cumstances, have been long warded off, thoro can be 
bué little doubt that the annexation of Oude oxer~ 
cisod tho greatest direch share in tho mutiny and 
rovolt of 1867, and this was invariably advanced to 
me in convorsalion by natives near tho centres of 
revolt ag tho all-important cnyso, after other in- 
fluences had paved the way throughout the territory 
belonging to the old Oude Nawaboo* “vicoroyalty” 
provious to 1801, Butin tho Delhi tervilory another 
chaptor of intrigue was openod, of an almost puroly 
Mahomedan type, though tho caste and Oude griey- 
, qneos had herve alag their sharo as the necessary moans 
of exciting tho , Nawabee B9POY> who was the agont 


* Tho Nawabea, or vicoroyalty of Oudo, ait fated under tha 
Mahomodan omporora ‘previous to 1801, {ndepéndently of that 
tract which the Mast India Gortipany formed fifto’ tho kingdom 
now known ns Oude, comprleod, the dletflata of Goryokpore, 
Aulmguth, Allahabad, Futfchpore, Cawnpore, Btawa, Mynpooric, 
Furruokabad, dnd the whdlo of Rohiliund, or, in othor words,

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in theso scones, Boyond tho confines of these two 
tracts, other influences formed the incontivo to revolt, 
which wore, as proviously stated, often. oxtromely 
local in their complexion, and have given rise to 
much confusion in logically accounting for tho revolt 
oven amongst tho highor class of natives themselves, 
Thus, nearer tho Punjaub, frequently have I heard 
them attribute tho mutiny to the fact, that the sopoys 
had gone “must,” similar to a well-kopt malo cle- 
phant, in consequenco of boing too woll caved for: 
and not sufficiontly worked; and this, like a great 
many other things, had its share, But Oude was 
tho real stumbling-block of the day, ‘Two-thirds of 
ow sopoys being roevuited oither in Ondo, or from 
thoso surrounding districts which tradition told them 
rightfully belonged to tho old Nawabco, ombracing, 
previous to tho aneoxation of Oude, many of the 
vichest districts in our possession, wore all, though 
living under separate governments, connected by the 
closest tios of kindved and intermaringe, rendoring 
* them in: evory respect the samo race, influenced by 
like prajudices or fears. Not unnaturally, then, all 
looked on the dothvonoment of the King of Ondo in 
the anmo light ns tho Tighlandors regarded tho ox. 
pulsion of tho Stuarts, and by that step tho fendal 
pride of a poworful, and, in somo respects, an aristo- 
cratic army was doeply injured, 
Tho usual, statoment, that thoix interests, ie 
affected by the tumnoxation, formed one-vory strong 
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inducoment to mutiny, would hardly seem to bo well ° 
founded, for nover did a class of men go recklessly 
east their future prospects to tho winds as these 
sopoys, oven when placed in positions where escape 
after mutiny was almost hopeless, The King of 
Oudo was regarded as the foudal chief, not only by 
tho sepoys of modern Oude, but by those recruited 
in tho ccded districts formorly belonging -to the 
Nawabeo “ viceroyalty,” and the infatuation in sup- 
porting a feudal chiof is strongor at this day in 
India, particularly amongst Rajpoots and Chutrees, 
than it was amongst tho Highlanders of Scotland 
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Twas somo days with the force which advanced 
on Lucknow from Cawnpore in 1856, at the annex- 
ation of Oude, Tho secrecy and suddenness with 
which this largo force appoored at Cawnpore, and, 
after being brigaded. together a fow days, inarched 
on Lucknow, was cortainly. for the timo a waster- 
stroke, but its effect on the native mind was unmis- 
takeable ; oven woalthy, fawning mahajuns could 
not concoal thoir sentiments rogarding the act, 
If no other motive; however, influenced our move- 
monta, ag a moro matter of self-defence the annex- 
ation of Oude had become absolutely necessary. 
Tho rising spirit of funaticism which had lately mani- 
festod. itolf at Fyzabad and othor places in Oude; 
might havo sprend through our own dominions, and 
must neads Bo chookod, Nothing short of absorption 
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could offoct this, Tho fatal step, as all know, was not 
at tho samo Limo incressing our Muvopean foreo, But, 
tho natives, one and all, viowed this annexation ag an 
act of the deopost trenchory, and though nt the tine 
tho native force employed loyally performed. tho duty 
it was called upon to digchargo, from that day tho 
whole Tlindustant amy was alionated. That the 
rovolt did not thon take plico was owing entirely to 
tho suddenness with which the moasure was oxecuted, 
Suddon as it was, howovor, and unpropared as the 
sopoys were Lo rovoll, subsequent inquirios have con- 
vinced me, that had the King of Oude raised a flngor 
the wholo sopoy army would havo risen to @ man 
against thoir masters, and had tho vovoll. thon taken 
place, our position would havo beon oven worse than 
it was In 1857, 

But, independently of oxeiting tho foudar prido of 
our native soldiory by tha annoxation of Oude, wo 
also roused to ils full activity the ovor vindictive 
hato of a socond class, as poworful in its organization 
as the sopoy army, The kingdom of Oude was 
viewed as tho head of Mnahomodaniam in Tndin by 
tho Iwgest portion of tho followers of tho Prophet 
in that country. ‘Choy looked up to Lucknow as tho 
most hopeful point from which the timo boliovors 
should yet sally forth to twn tho infidel Kaflts out 
of India, and ostablish tho long-foretold Meahomorlan 
supremacy, “Iho annexation of Oude, by blasting 
those dearly cherished hopes, set in full ‘motion these 
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active intriguing spirits at a timo whon the perse- 
yoring industey of tho Bengal Brahmuns had pro- 
duced distrust among the [Iindoo population, From 
tho dato of this ovont tho Brahminical influence 
begins to fada, ov rather, to bo lost sight of when 
obscured by the absorbing active intigue of the 
Mahomedens, who, at onco adopting tho scheme 
jnitialod by tho Brahmuns, carried it out with 
hearly good-will, and into bottor hands it could not 
have fallon, Tho Mahomedans know that their co- 
roligionists amongst the sopoys could be depended 
upon at all times, ‘They saw that the feudal prido 
of tho ILindoos had been deoply wounded, and it was 
dotormincd to worl this out through the still weaker 
point—tho logs of caste, alveady the’ subject of anxious 
convorsntion throughout tho army and country, But 
tho srymy and people woro alvondy fully prepared to 
follow any loadex, A woll-matured plan of action 
was tho only doficioncy to bo suppliod: and tho at- 
tompt lo dovise and carry out such » plan was made 
by tho Mahomedans, the only mou in tho country 
enpublo of doing go, for their vory religion rendered 
thom an organized body not subject to tho contra- 
dictions and wncortaintios produced. by caste distine- 
tions amongst the Eindoos. Thero wore cortain 
Mahomedan rellying points throughout tho North- 
Wost Provincos whore socrecy and stoadfast devo- 
tion to tho common cause could bo relied upon, 
with 4 conntoting link of froemasonry, so to call 
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it, uniting the smaller intorvening Mahomedan com- 
munitios, 

Tho concontrative working power of anch n body 
was onormous, and the wholo Bengal army, already 
ripo for rovolt, succumbed to thoir influence, As it 
turned onl, thoy hardly embraced a large onongh 
sphero, andl dhoir short-sighted contempt of tho Seilchs, 
whom their vanity lvd thom to suppose they had 
conqnored in the Puyjoub campnigns, proved their 
ruin, Ifad tho allinnco of tho Scikhs prior to the 
outbreak beon judiciously courted by tho ITindu- 
stani Mahomodans, hardly a Huroponm would have 
osenpod in all Novthorn India, But though the con- 
contrative powor of intriguo and organization was so 
groat, far othorwiso waa that of action when tho plot 
was doveloped, Immediately on tho outhyenk the 
leading chiefs at onco becamo disunited je all wore 
too selfishly intorestod in accuring as much as they 
could for thomselyes in tho general scramble, hardly 
corresponding with onch other, oven to tho oxtont of 
furnishing that all-important item, good intelligence, 
Tn examining tho robol records and papers, I was 
much struck with tho glaringly filua nows often in. 
tontionally communicated by tho rebel authorities in 
ono locality to thogo in another; still the sopoys had 
gonorally first-rate information, which was novor con- 
voyed in tho form of correspondence, This infor- 
mation, if important, was always communicated orally 
by men who oduld bo deponded upon ; ‘an introduc 
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tion in tho fewest possible words being tho only 
document with which they were entrusted, and this 
answored tho purposas of a passport, busides euaran- 
toing that all the information thoy delivered might 
be veeoived as incontrovertible, 

For oxample, on one oceasion in 1867, whon I 
had boon wandoring alono on long marches day alter 
day, without intornission, in company with tho 15th 
Trvogulara, whose intontions it was impossible not to 
distrust, I voceived information that Lucknow had, 
boon relieved, and the onemy driven out of the place 
Knowing that tho 15th wero interesled, as tho ma- 
jority of thotr regiment were present at Lucknow, 
fighting: against na, and thinking, moreover, that it 
might influence their own conduct, I gavo the native 
ofliver the nowa; but he quicily answered, and with 
ovidunt sigeorily, “No, six, that is not the caso; the 
place has not been rolicved.” So often had I beon 
decaived by owt cruelly bad semi-official intelli- 
gonco Ihab T could not but think he might ho right, 
or might oven bo aware of somo unfavourable nows ; 
so, ag a mtunher of the men wero standing round, [ 
kept quiet, and tho native officor’s information turned 
out correct, At tho timo, it was a mystory to mo 
how the intelligonco could reach this native, when 
moving nbout day afler day, without the possibility 
of any one knowing whore ho could bo found, and 
tho only solution of the diMculty would, be that my 
party had fullen across ono of tho acctedited intelli- 
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goneors, whom tho porsovering activity of tho rebel 
sepoys constantly scattered ov et tho country, with 
the view of inducing thosy who had not yeb mutinied 
to join thoir standard. 

‘As tho voligious features of the revelt have been 
roferred to, I may hore add that, when conversing 
with Rajpoots and Chutrics (the two classes of Hin- 
doos most averso fo our rule, because thoy wero at 
ono tine supromo in the land), I often have been 
struck with observations conveying their impression 
that, with tho suppression of tho rovolt, their veli- 
gion,” not thelr raco, had been conquered ; and a 
docp-vooted conviction of this natuye was implanted 
amongst « vory large portion of the more ignorant 
Hindoo population in tho North-West. Provinces, 
But tho Hindustani mind, as pliable as their bodies, 
seeing, for the time, that it is actually conquored, at 
once adapts itself to the aupposod change, and gives 
in with a good grace, It oven docs more, for nover 
amongat the descendants of the moon )aa the success 
of Christian misstonarios boon so great in the Ganges- 
Jumna Doab, aa sineo our veoccupation of that part 
of the country, 

Both the Mehomedana and, in many xespacts, theie 


.* Lho Soikls, whon ridiculing tho sepoys, invariably tormod 
thom "Mitt deens,” or forcheada of religion, 

{ Tho Rajpoota of tho, North«West Provinces era almost all 
Ghundurbunsges, or descendants of the moony thosa of Contril 
~ Tndle bolng Survgbunsoes, or descondants of tho aun, ‘Xho formor 
appear to bo tho fnost raco. 
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short-sighted dupes, the Hindoos, glovied in the revolt 
ag the grand chanco for a rot to the unadulterated 
purlty of their several religions, ‘Tho Mahomedans, 
who: genorally, and to all appearance naturally, as- 
sumed tho position of rulors during the revolt, took 
the inast politic precautions to. foster amongst the 
TLindoos this joyous fecling ; that the sun, in fact, was 
‘ going back on the dial, by constantly introducing 
atrango contrasts with our previous rule, Thus, the 
killing of cattle was periodically interdicted by the 
Mahomedan authorities throughout the rebel tracts, 
and. this, too, without a murmur from thet: co-reli= 
gionists, who, all, even the lowest rabblo, thoroughly 
understood the gamo of their masters. Again, two 
Bralimuns were hanged at Pureuckabad for commit- 
ting adultory. ‘Though tho culprits wore Brahmuns, 
tho whole Hindoo population tmned out to witness 
the execution, and applauded this delightful transition 
from Bnglish ule, at a time whon thoy wore trem- 
bling for their very oxistence, with a reign of torror 
supreme around them, On another occasion, English 
vofinod stigar, probably plundered from Cawnpore or 
Shohjchanpoxe, was offered for solo in tho bazaar of. 
Kunmalgunj, whon the Mahomoden authorities at once 
prosucuted with rigour this insult to. Hindoo preju- 
dices, tho offending partios boirig for baat in escap~ 

ing with their lives, 
‘But instances of this nature ware innumerable, ond 
every dovicd that could possibly encourage ox in- 
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evease this roligious fascination was al once adopted * 
by both Tindoo and Muhomedin londors, for they 
woll know that all would bo lost if the transiont 
impulses of thoir xnco could not bo kopt up to the 
mark, Apart from the antipathy of raco, which 
must always receive its duo sharo among the olhor 
incontivos, tho rovolt of 1867 has, in reality, beon 
nothing less than the Inst great stand mado by the 
unrelenting hato of tho false religions of Tndin against 
Christian civilization, and, in the light of subsequent 
history, will bo viewed oa prompted move by that 
keen instinct engrafted in ignorance which so often 
transcends tho calculations of roason, thin as the 
rosult of a woll-matured plan; and yot this outbroalk 
was not totally doficiont in design, which, through 
tho peculiaxitios inhoront in the race; but clumsily 
adapted itsolf to tho spirit of the times, ©

Tim following narrative of the mutiny of tho sth Native In- 
fintry at Satiavunpore appeared in the Lahore Chronicle of the 
29th of May, 1968, and could only have beon written by the 
civil surgeon, who continned in Snharunpore throughout tho 
iaturbances of 1887 1-— 


“Tho 2nd of Juno was our critical day, When we now look 
hack to it? wo marvel how any of us escaped death. Gail's 
goo providence shiolded us, ts, in a similar manner, it did 
many dumdreds of one comntrymen at that time of common 
porll, 

“We had so often apprehended danger, that at last wo 
Sunoled so sore to enjoy an immnnity from its ovils, On that 
day, one or two of our party had becn forewarned ; and 
although thoy communteated to us tho information they got, 
yot wo wonld not pormit ourselves to bollove that aught ex- 
traordinary would occur, Wo spent the day in our wonted 
mannor, and, in the evening, formed our partios for the usual 
drive, 

“Tho discontont and ill-auppreased disaffegtion of the sepoys of 
the 6th Native Infhutry had reached auch a pitch, that their com- 
mnunding officer took the advico of the mungieteate, and othors in 
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the station, as to the best line of policy to purane with then. Tt 
was aventually agrecd, that on that day the men should publicly 
be voldpuhat if any, ov all of Keir mumber, felt dissatinfled with 
the service, they were at Hherty to take thelr discharge, re- 
cciving a certificate of thd same, and every faction of pay duo 
tu them, 

“ Aceo dingly, in the afternoon, the officer in command, with 
tho magistrate and othera, went down to the men. Contrary 
to our expeetation, the proposal, when made, created ty moat 
‘violent opposition. 

“ Bvory imaginable argument was employed to convince the 
mon that our plan ought to give them satisfiction ; Int it was 
soon very evident, that the mode we thought so naturel and 
simple of settling the difrencea between ua, was tho very oppo- 
site to their wish, Whilst this unfrnitfu) debate was proceed» 
ing, a very few of our party had gathered in (ront of the house, 
and were cayerly listening to an animated and graphic account 
of tho battles on the Ifindim, written by tho ato Commisstoner 
of the Meoruth division, and were congratulating each other on 
the auccessful bravery of ahandful of Muropeans fighting under 
a fore sun, when we wore startled into action by the rapid dis~ 
charge of muskatry fiom the cnenmpment of the dh Nativo 
Infantry, We now felé that our hour of peril had come, 
but wo did not shrink from it, Selzing our arms, wo stood 
ready to meet the danger, onr thoughts and anxieties, in 
the monntime, being with thoso of our mumber who wore 
mongat the sepoys, At the firet diachargo, wo thonght all 
must havo been shot; bué great waa our roliel’ on looking 
towards the encampment to seo throe of the mumbor running 
towards us, 

* We now learned from a few hurried words, that, on tho 
isaected sopoys hulng urged to take their discharge, thoy 
seized their arma, and eried out, “We do not want our dig» 
charge—wo want to fight’ Abt this conjuncture, tho officer 
who commanded the cavalry mado an attempt to get to his 
ion to call thonrout ; but ho was fired at ko frequently, that 
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he failed to effect hia purpose, and so joined us at the house, 
AL tho wame time, tho magistrate, with a similar object, ran to 
call ont a dutuchment of tho 29th that was in charg’ of the 
stud treamre; hut the men refused nasistance, giving, as an 
oxare, that they could not leave the treasure, 

“We now loaded our uncouth camton, and got it into post- 
ton, If wo had misgivings ag to its enpacity of being safely 
discharged, wo did not indulge them, deeming it wiser to run 
the aisle alan explosion than to miss the oppoitunity of sending 
a heavy charge of canister amongst the foo, Wo waited in moe 
montary expectation of an attack, thinking it most strange that 
wo wore left ao long wnmolested. It was not till much later in 
tho evening that wo learned that the mutiny was not general, 
A party atood by thelr officorg, and gallantly defended them, 
‘Tho pay havilday, indecd, shot the ringleader almost at the 
vory flrit outbreak, We saw this man lying cold and lifeless 
{i tho moonlyht, the days blood congenled on the mortal 
wound. A mnmbor of hia comrades had gathered round him, 
and it wna not diffoult to guess thety thoughts, from the excited 
and angry looka thoy wore, Indeed, it is a marvel what 
fooling reatvained thom on that evening from joining those 
who had tpenly mutinied ; (ori was not vory many days later, 
that these very mon, having first attempted tho murder of 
their oflicers, desorted to Delhi. 

“}t waa lato when we aa down to dinnor, and yet threo of 
our purty were stil] absent. ‘ho anxiety wo felt on their 
Account wae avon removed by thelr uppenraneo, ‘Chey had 
a atory of hnlr-brondth eseupes to narrate, On returning from 
the evening dvive, the horse they drove slimubled and fell. 
‘Thoy wore forced, theroforo, to walk. On nosing tho house, 
thoy lenrd tho noisa of firing, and the sopoy shouts of ‘Mar, 
marl! Not knowing what had happened, and being unarmed, 
thoy thouglit i¢ best to mako for tho cavalry encampment. 
Walking towards it, a party of armed sopoys, was soon ap- 
pronching with rapid stops, who} when they observed three 
unarmed Kuropoang, ronewod thoit fiondlel, ory of * Mar, mar!’ 
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and ran to intereept them, Ju this they well nigh auececded, 
It was only by extrome fleetness of foot, called furth by the 
inuninoney of dangor, that our frionda escaped tho mut lerons 
clutches of their enemy, and only by excessive waviness that 
they avoided baing shot, for they were fired upon frequently, 
and from short insignifcant distances. 

“This took place in full view of tho troopers of the duh 
Laoncors, but they did not take one atop to shield their officers 
from danger ; however, tlicy professed tho greatest pleasure at 
the escape.”

The following ia oxtracted from TLientonant Boisragon's ro« 
port to his commanding officer, of tha expedition to Nooluy, 
Khoondah, &o,; and in reply to which our party reecived the 
thanks of Goneral Bernard, then commanding at Delhi. 


* About 6 a.m. on the 22nd, we reached tho camp, Whore one 
arrival was heartily welcomed. Thad just ordered my men to fill 
out, warning them to be ready at a moment's notice, when wo 
heard the dhéls and shouts of « largo body close to our camp, 
Iwas sure that the artlval of my detachmont was unknown to the 
insurgents, and, theroforo, divectod tho men by word of mouth; 
told off n party of thirty undor the rorgeantemajor to advange 
skirmishing ; sent a party of twelve, undor Ma. Wileocks, into 
n heavy tope of trees to protcet otr flanie on that alde, and 
detached the cavalry, consisting of about forly sowars, undor 
Mr. Robertson, to the open ground on the righty while I 
brought up the rest of my men through a very hoavy mango 
topo, With the assistaneo of tho cover from the treea and deep 
ditch, the wholo party sneaked up to the ekirmishers, and in 
concealment. Dufring this time the insurgents, having only acon 
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about thirty mon, advanced ina body. Unfortunately, how- 
ovor, hofore wo had all gob proporly into position, the ordor was 
given, they say by the sorgeant-major, to commenco firing, the 
enemy having been poppering at us the whole time, Ag they 
wore still about 180 yards, ofl, and not wishing to warn the 
enomy by bugle sounds, I wont out in front to stop the fring 
on onv aide, While trying to do this, thelr shote fell close to 
moj on gocing which tho men rushed out of the ditch and fired, 
and, with a choor, went on, despising numbers or distance, 
quite forgetting that with forty rounde of ammunition, and an 
oightcon miles’ march, they had no chanco in running with tho 
enemy, While this was going on in my front, Mr. Robertson 
wna attacked by a largo body on tha right, and had gome narrow 
esonpes from their bullets; ono man (an amateur city sowar) 
boing Ikilled close to him, Ag soon as tho party in our front gavo 
way, tho whole 600 or 700 took to thei heels. We pursued for 
about five miley, overtaking numbers, and finding many concealed 
in trees, ‘Cho loss on tho enemy's side must haye been fifty or 
sixty, whilo wo cacaped without a soratch, with the exception 
of tho olty man alluded to, We took several prisoners, from, 
whom wo ohtainod much information, and also tho names of 
tho lumbfrdars, one of whom was among tho killed. 

“Tho next morning, Juno 24th, wo started nt 2 Ant, and 
margked along quietly until near Naygonn, one of the villages 
that wo attneled the fist day, and whore we were informed a 
large body were waiting in ambush for us. All night we moved 
along onuttously, 0 reconuoltring party going on under Mr 
Robortaon, whilo I brought my mon vight wider tho walls on 
all threo sides, Aftor some little delay, owing to the intengo 
darkness rendoring everything invisible, wo got through the 
village, omply, a8 usual, but showing aymptome pf very Into 
ocoupntion, With day camo rein, but tho mon woro all anxious 
to push on to meot Futtuah, for whoao apprehension, with 
My. Robertson's sanction, L offered 200 rupeog, During our 
arrangomeonts of observation at Nuygoan, Mr. Roberton had 
gone on a milo or so in advaneo, with thirty of my mon and 
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some sowarg, and wo did not overlake thom wntil we got to 
Mohumpore, where their further progress waa digputed by an 
obstruction in the shape of a fow bulleta fred at Ma, Robextson, 
who, seeing a large collection of mon, demanded of the Iumbar« 
dnrs to aceount for the gathering. ‘They, howover, sent word 
hack that, if the euhib wanted them, he might go into the village 
and fetch thom himself, On my arrival, wo made arrange. 
monts to attack tho village, out of which wo drove thom ina 
very few minutes, pursued them «@ short distance, and killed 
aix, ono of whom was rceognized as an escaped prisonor fyom 
the Mcernth gaol, and who, only tivo days previously, had mur- 
dered a bunyah at Gungoh. We took several prisoners, who 
corroborated the statements of those taken at Nookuy, that 
Bhoodn here was the leading village in the rebollion. 

“Wo now went stright to Bhooda Kheree, where wo word 
informed there wero tivo small guns mounted on tho towers of 
an oll Mahvatta fort in tho village. ‘hfs waa my first point of 
attnok, and the parties wore lold off for either of theso towors ; 
but the place had been abandoned, so with tho elephants T de- 
molisherd ‘the would-bo king's’ place, We thon marched into 
Gungoh, another seven miles, which we reached thout 2 Paty 
having marched filly twenty-one miles, 

On the morning of the 26th, wo started nt 1.80 Ant. to attack 
Khoondah. As it wae a good road, I took the Goorkhusown 
in the hackorios, which [intended mnkingsuse ofas barvicndes, 
should necessity compel no, During tho 26¢h we had mosé 
unpleasant reporta regarding tho irregulars, L will, howevor, 
givo tho irrogulnys the oredit to any thoy had hitherto dono 
their worl thoroughly, though thoy ware yory troublesome in 
camp about supplies. Iowover, T kept them between tha 
Seikhs (than whose conduct throughout nothing could neva 
‘beon moro satishhetory) and tho Goorkhas, Whon nearing tho 
placa where we expected to And the Inaurgonts, I dismounted 
my ecpoya from tho hackerios, and doapatchod yoconnoitulng 
partios under Messrs. Roberfion, Colledge, and Wilcocka, Mir. 
Robortgon’s party*hggl not loft me five minutes whon wo hoard 
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somo six or eight shots, and Mr. Robertson galloped in to any 
that a party wove in front, and that ho hind heon fired at by a 
number of men anongat the treca. Wo all got together and 
advanced ag quickly ag we could. About 160 yards on wo came 
in aight of tho villages Oomerpore (to our left), Shahpore (on 
yalsod ground in tho centre), and Manpore (on our right), All 
round amd close to Oomorpore was an extensive tops of mango 
treas, with underwood and plantain groves, Irom Oomerpore 
to Manpore must bo abous half a mile, and the whole of this 
oxtent waa covered wilh human beings, in some placea ton or 
tiventy deep, We saw a goodly party of horsemen, and the 
whole force could not have numbered under 8,000 men, ‘The 
oxtont of ground covered by tho insurgents provented my 
attnelcing thom in lines, go L divided the whole forea into two 
divisions, flanking cach with cavalry, and a party of cavalry in 
tho contre, Mr, Uydo took tho cavalry on the left flank, and 
JZ dotaghed the sorgoant-major and Mr, Wilcocks to assist Mr, 
Robertaon with the left division; Mx. Colledge accompanied 
mo with tho right, ‘Tho tivo divisions attacked them on eithor 
flank, bonting them up towards Shalporo. ‘Chis was very soon 
done, and they all amnssed between Shahpore and Oomerpore, 
whore the? kept firing atus, until the party under Mr. Robertson 
gave them a volley, followed by successful shots from our sido, 
Ag nggy na we si the enomy waveiihg (we had all met by this 
time), we guve a cheer and charged, when thoy scattered. Wa 
found « good nny lind been killed by the volloy, ad, as wo 
wanted to glvo them: @ good lesson, T allowed my men to follow 
ad thoy liken. Me. Robertson had galloped off with the caval; 
in pursuit, and gavo a firaterate account of thom. Wer 
them for sonro two millog, hon, comingyon nn oxtotislve thik 
junglo, I sounded tho nesembly; arid, from ‘the adcgunts of 
the officora with tho various parties, wo onloulated.tholr killed 
to bo upwards of 160, ‘The main body of the runaways 
having luned towarda Khoondah Kuldn, wo magehed on to it, 
coming Aoross numbors of doad bOdies and mon concealed in 
wolla and trooa, On arrlylng before Khoondaa, we saw a large 
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body of mon behind trees and walls, who immediately began 
fing on us. Mx, Rebortsot bn ona side, and ‘Ma, Colledga on 
the other, wont off with the cavalry to provont thalr esaape 
from tlio rox of tho villages but tlila a large perty offectad, 
*though numbors wore duivon back into tha villago and plantain 
govdons. Zé wos here that a Bollch troopor was wounded by a 
hullot in the arm, and anothor's horgo killed. Several nen 
were concealed in thelr housca, and attackofl our Goorkhas aa 
thoy went through; but they paid dearly for thelr rashness, as 
our men spmed none of them, and upwards of acventy were 
killed near and about the village.” 
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
